Alaskan oil to begin pipeline journey 
sea

Oil will start to flow through the tran- 


salaska pipeline this week, nine years — 
and $9 billion — after it was discovered 
under the frozen tundra on the roof of the 
world. 


On or shortly after .June 20, crude oil 


from the Prudhoe Bay field, America's 
newest oilfield, will enter;, the Alyeska 
Pipeline and oegin a 3flklayTl-mile per 
hour journey to storage tanks at the 
southern Alaska port of Vaidez. 


Tankers will start shipping the oil out 


at the end of August or early September. 


Within a year, up to two million 


barrels of oil a day will flow down the 
800-mile pipeline from Alaska's north 
slope on its way to market — the lower 46 
states. 
. . , . • • 


The long-term questions of where it 


will be delivered and what price still re- 
main to be solved. 


The most logical area for the tankers 


to deliver the oil is the West Coast. But 
the oil companies involved admit West 
Coast refineries cannot absorb more 
than 50 to 60% of north slope production. 


The alternatives — both less attractive 


financially — are to ship the oil, via the 
Panama Canal, to the Gulf Coast or to 
the nearest foreign market. 


Under existing legislation crude oil 


shipped through the transalaska pipeline 
may not be exported unless the Presi- 
dent finds such exports in the national in- 
terest. If the President decided exports 
were necessary, his decision would be 
subject to congressional approval within 
60 davs. 


Standard Oil of Ohio, which has a 359"o 


interest in the transalaska pipeline, 
proposes landing up to 700,000 barrels of 
oil a day at Long Beach. Calif., and then 
piping it to Midland. Tex. 


But its proposal, which would involve 


building new pipelines across California 
and Arizona, is running into opposition 
from both California's Bureau of Land 
Management and environmentalists in 
Arizona. 


The Federal Energy Administration 


has yet to decide the price at which 
Alaska's north slope oil can be sold in the 
lower 48. The decision may hinge on 
what the owners of, the transalaska 
pipeline are allowed to charge in transit 
fees. 


U.S. domestic demand for crude oil 


currently averages about 19 million 
barrels a day. of which nearly 9 million 
barrels is imported. 


Oil experts say Alaska's oil will not 


automatically reduce reliance on im- 
ports, but it will reduce the rate at which 
imports increase over the coming years. 


These questions of destination and 


price sometimes seem slight when com- 
pared to the many construction and en- 
vironemntal obstacles engineers sur- 
mounted in getting the pipeline to the 
sea. 
* 


It is tempting to compare the building 


of the transalaska pipeline with a giant 
project like the building of Egypt's 
pyramids. In fact, the problems it posed 
were more like those that would be en- 
countered by a construction project on 
the moon. 


The men who built the pipeline were 


often charting unknown territory. They 
had to build their own access roads, their 
own housing. Aircraft brought their 
supplies and equipment. The same air- 
craft took away the wastes generated by 
the construction 
job. The builders 


operated in temperature ranging from 90 
degrees fahrenheit to 80 degrees below 
zero — where exposed human skin would 
freeze solid in 30 seconds. 


And through it all. they tried to leave 


the environment as they found it. 


The pipeline snakes southward from 


the Prudhoe Bay field, through the 
Brooks Range of mountains, across the 
Yukon on the first bridge ever built 
across the river, down through the 
McKinley Range of mountains and on to 
the sea at Vaidez. 


On a map, the pipeline looks like a con- 


tinuous ribbon smoothly flowing from 
north to south On the ground, the 
pipeline zigzags, rises and falls like a 
tortured snake. At its highest point, it 
reaches 4,700 feet above sea level. At its 
lowest, it burrows a dozen feet un- 
derground. 


The pipeline, the largest single 


privately financed project in U.S. 
History, was designed, built and will be 
"operated by the Alyeska Pipeline Servfce 
Co., a consortium made up as follows: 


Standard Oil of Ohio Pipe Line Co., 


33.347c: British Petroleum Pipelines, 
Inc., 15.84%; Atlantic Richfield Pipe 
Line Co.; 21%: Exxon Pipeline Co., 20%; 


Mobil Alaska Pipeline Co.. 5%; Union 
Alaska Pipeline Co., 1.667c; Phillips 
Petroleum Co., 1.667o: Amerada Hess 
Corp.. 1.50%. 


Probably the most striking fact about 


the pipeline is that oil is flowing through 
it a bare nine years after the oil itself 
was discovered on the north slope. Ac- 
cording to the builders, that could have 
been four years earlier but for legal 
delays created by environmentalist op- 
position. 


Ed Patton. chairman and chief 


executive officer of Alyeska, pleaded for 
greater official understanding in future 
projects, pointing out not all the 
problems faced by builders were posed 
by nature. 


"In building and preparing to operate 


the transalaska pipeline we have had to 
obtain permits from 56 different govern- 
ment agencies," said Ed Patton, "this is 
ridiculous... 


"Future projects should be more 


realistic in what we call the compoun- 


ding of risks." Patton said. "One should 
not have to design for a combination of 
the world's greatest flood occurring 
simultaneously with the world's greatest 
fire. That doesn't happen. 


'One example will suffice: Our struc- 


tural design is such that the world's 
greatest earthquake occurring directly 
beneath any structure would not cause 
oil leaks." 


The concern over protection of the en- 


vironment, whether court-ordered or 
adopted by the Alyeska company at its 
own initiative, was shown throughout 
construction. In the early days even 
human wastes were flown out of Alaska 
to treatment plants in the lower 48. 


A beaver pond was carefully relocated. 


- Construction was held upnearChandalar 


while a flock of wild sheep completed 
their lambing. One camp and a road 
were relocated to avoid a nesting area 
used by the peregrine Falcon, an en- 
dangered species. Alyeska planted 1.4 
million willow cuttings to hide the 
pipeline from wildlife. 


At certain points the pipeline was 


buried for a stretch of 100 feet to accom- 
modate a caribou crossing. At other 
points the pipeline was raised higher 
than usual so that moose could pass un- 
derneath. To avoid disturbing some 
streams used by spawning salmon, con- 
struction workers waited until the 
streams were frozen solid and then 
passed the pipe deep underneath. 


Safety precautions are a continuous 


concern. Alyeska has set up a mul- 
timillion dollar security force designed 
to move in a matter of minutes if ever 
the pipeline develops a leak or a fire- 


Sections can be closed off by 151 valves 


positioned along the pipeline and a com- 
puter terminal in Vaidez will monitor the 
flow of oil at all times. 


Security against sabotage is more dif- 


ficult to guarantee. The steel pipe will 
resist an accidental bullet, but Patton 
warned "there is always going to be 
some kind of nut who could do some 
damage. . ."

Washington — The OSHA leopard still 


hasn't changed its spots despite a new 


' administration with all its high-sounding 


promises of bringing "common sense" 
to decision-making. 


Thai's the opinion of three con- 


gressmen after meeting with Dr. Eula 
Bingham. the new director of the Oc- 
cupational Safety and Health Ad- 
ministration. 


And because so many doubts remain 


unresolved, say lowan Charles Grassley. 
Nebraskan Virginia Smith and South 
Dakotan James Abdnor. farmers and 
small businessmen aren't about to have 
some relief from bureaucratic harass- 
ment. 


In fact, the three aren't all that certain 


that OSHA won't attempt to end-run the 
Congress which has exempted farmers 
with fewer than 25 employees from in- 
spections by refusing to allow funds to be 
expended for that purpose. 


The trio has been in the forefront of the 


attacks on OSHA for its missteps under 
previous Republican administrations. 


"Without the specific action of 


Congress, farmers cannot expect to get 
any breaks on OSHA." predicts Abdnor, 
noting that questions on whether 
farmers could expect to be exempted 
from OSHA scrutiny were met with a 
round-about "no". "She says she un- 
derstands the independence of farmers, 
but believes that farms are dangerous/' 


The basis for Dr. Binghanf$ feeling in 


Ibis area and her insistence that farmers 
should be required to wear seat belts on 
tractors is intriguing. The reason is that 
her lormcr husband was pitched from a 
tractor, suffering serious arm injuries. 


Grassiey Uanks the seat belt proposal 


will have the same recepUon from 
farmers as the interlock system on cars 
had jrom the general public: "Farmers 
want protection from the hazards of 
their occupation. Bat in many instances 
the only way those hazards can be dealt 
with is by exercising care and caution. 
not by cnarting regulations." 


Mrs Smith, who has been skeptical 


Irom the outset of Uie bom-again "'com- 
mon sense" OSHA. is concerned that Dr. 
Bintfham "will continue to oppose any 
exemption for farmers and ranchers 
even though she admitted it was very dif- 


ficult, if not impossible, to conduct on- 
farm inspections." 


On the other hand. Smith is happy that 


Dr. Bingham recognizes OSHA's respon- 
sibility to offer small businesses 
assistance and consultation. However, 
Grassley would have preferred a firmer 
commitment in this area. 


The lowan also sees a bit of hope in 


Bingliam's pledge to eliminate OSHA's 
harassment of small businessmen and 
nit-picking regulations, declaring that 
"it's about time OSHA threw out those 
Mickey Mouse rules and concentrated on 
its intended object of protecting workers 
and employers from hazards on the job." 


But Abdnor's expectations are not as 


high as Grassley"s are: "I was very dis- 
appointed that after all her talk about 
eliminating petty harassment of 
business, (she) still believes OSHA 
should be allowed to stage unannounced 
inspections without a search warrant." 


To Abdnor. "this has been one of the 


biggest objections South Dakota 
employer* have had: They can be in- 
spected and found guilty of violations 


without having any good means of fin- 
ding out just which standards applied to 
them." 


The congressmen couldn't pin down 


Dr. Bingham on discarding publications 
like the "manure is slippery" one which 
caused an uproar in the farm community 
and in Congress last year. 


How much stock are the congressmen 


putting on Bingnam's stewardship of the 
embattled agency or at least on her 
assurances? Not much. 


"Only time will tell how serious the 


new director is about helping small 
businesses meet health and safety stan- 
dards." comments Grassley. " . . . 
Because of the nature of the 
bureaucratic beast, we must continue to 
prod and oversea ... to ensure that they 
are performing their tasks and not simp- 
ly harassing the public." 


"It will be a matter of-wait and see.'" 


says Abdnor. 


"I remain skeptical." adds Smith. 


"Only time will tell whether or not the 
changes she expects to make actually go 
into effect."

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Storms have not ended drouths in western half of U.S.

Denver - Despite late May 


rainstorms, huge portions of 
the interior and coastal 
western states continue to suf- 
fer moderate to extreme 
drouth conditions, according to 
federal, regional and state of- 
ficials. 


In California, the hardest-hit 


state, now in its second drouth 
year, there have been no 
significant weather changes 
for the past month, said Bill 
Clark of the state drought task 


force. 


City of Los Angeles bfficials 


have announced a mandatory 
domestic water rationing plan 
to start July 1. Mandatory 
rationing already has been In 
effect for some time in San 
Francisco and surrounding 
Bay Area communities. 


The Metropolitan Water 


District, a water "wholesaler" 
that sells water to San Diego 
and other, major southern 
California cities, has cut back 
deliveries, It expects some 
cities to follow with rationing, 
the state spokesman added. 


Timely rains have produced 


near normal conditions In the 
vast wheat belt that extends 
from the high plains of Mon- 
tana to Texas. But western 
W y o m i n g and western 
Colorado still are in the grip of 
the dry spell. 


Denver, which along with 


southern California, depends 
on snow runoff from the 
Colorado River system for a 
lot of its household water, 1m- 
posed mandatory lawn 
watering regulations two 
weeks ago. The Denver Water 
Board also has limited the 


number of new water taps to 
be issued this year.. 


Two major agricultural 


areas of California, the San 
Joaquln and Central Valleys, 
now expect their July tomato 
crop to be about 20 per cent 
lower than normal, state of- 
ficials say. 


Because of cutbacks of sur- 


face water for irrigation, 
farmers in these areas have 
tried to get as many new 
ground water wells dug as 
possible. "It's pretty hard to 
find a well driller who is not 


busy. They are booked 100 days 
ahead," said Clark. 


In—Oregon, the rich 


Williamette Valley growing 
region has been helped enor- 
mously by recent localized 
rains, said the Western States 
Water Council. But conditions 
in eastern and southern 
Oregon, as well as eastern 
Washington and much of 
Idaho, have not improved. 


The lack of precipitation in 


western Wyoming and western 
Colorado continues to plague 
cattle ranchers. Wyoming of- 
ficials estimated that more 


than half of its counties would 
suffer shortages of hay to feed 
livestock. As a result, many 
.ranchers are selling their beef 
much earlier than usual. 


While the recent rainstorms 


to some extent have eased the 
danger of forest fires, Califor- 
nia officials said they expect 
the fire danger in the Sierra 
Nevada Mountains to become 
critical within a few weeks. 


The trouble with the recent 


rains, various 
officials 


explained, was that they 
helped pastures grow and 


seeds germinate but did hardly 
anything to fill up depleted 
reservoirs. 


The Los Angeles rationing 


will require a 10 per cent cut in 
water use as registered on in- 
dividual meters. Families that 
do not show this reduction may 
be fined. 


In Denver, home owners 


may water their lawns for only 
three hours every third day. 
The Denver Water Board said 
it hoped this would reduce con- 
sumption by 20 per cent com- 
pared with last year's figures.

Washington (UPI) - Cana- 


dian researchers, in an un- 
precedented finding, have 
linked saccharin and other ar- 
tificial s'weeteners with 
bladder cancer in men, the 
Food and Drug Administration 
(FDA) said. 


The FDA called the finding 


"a major new development." 


The Washington Post 


reported Sen. Edward 
Kennedy, who had proposed a 
delay in the FDA's proposed 
saccharin ban, has decided not 
to take any action until he 
hears from FDA on the study. 


FDA spokesman Wayne 


Pines said the new study, to be 
published in the authoritative 
British medical journal. 
Lancet, was conducted by the 
nation 


National Cancer Institute of 
Canada. 


Pines said the FDA believes, 


on the basis of the new infor- 
mation, that cancer risks to 
saccharin or cyclamate users 
are greater than once thought. 


The Canadian tests do not 


show increased incidence of 
cancer in women who use 
saccharin, and Pines said 
researchers have been unable 
to d e t e r m i n e why the 
sweetners adversely affect 
males, and not females. 


The FDA has proposed ban- 


ning saccharin starting this 
summer, based on earlier 
Canadian laboratory tests of 
rats, but there was strong op- 
position in congress to the 
plan. 


Whether congressional op- 


ponents of the ban will change 
their minds based on the new- 
information is unclear. 
• • 


"What this Canadian study' 


does is make our case' 
stronger," Pines said. "And 
we think that this is a major 
new development and that it is 
i m p o r t a n t 
that 
it be 


scrutinized by the scientific 
c o m m u n i t y , 
a n d 
also 


scrutinized by the public." 


The calorie control council, 


an iniernational association of 
suppliers of diet foods and 
beverages, reacted by citing 
other studies which show no in- 
creased incidence of bladder 
cancer among saccharin users. 
It suggested the Canadian 
itudy "should undergo the 
most critical review and 
analysis." 


Soviet emigre fears link of parapsychology, espionage

Paris — An emigre Soviet 


physicist says the Soviet Union 
has been doing secret work in 
parapsychology, with what 
appear to be military and 
police purposes. 


A French scientist and 


former intelligence agent, 
Jacques Bergier, has written a 
book saying extrasensory 
perception, one of the theories 
studied by parapsychology, 
may be used in espionage, 
thought control, surveillance 
and as a form of weapon. 


The' Soviet emigre, August 


Stern, is a son of Dr. Mikhail 
Stern, an enddcrinologist who 
was Imprisoned before being 
allowed to leave" the Soviet 
Union in March. August Stern 
spent several years in a secret 
Siberian laboratory in the late 
1960s trying to find a physical 
basis for psychic energy or 
"psi particles," as they are 
called. 


Soviet concern on the issue 


was demonstrated in the case 
of Robert tolh, a Los Angeles 
-world 


Times correspondent, who was 
interrogated in Moscow by the 
KGB. the security police, and 
was accused of having 
received "state secrets" about 
parapsychology. He was 
allowed to leave for home after 
protests by the U.S. govern- 
ment. 


The incident -had the ear- 


marks of an entrapment, in the 
view of diplomats and others. 
There is no sign that the 25- 
page document on parap- 
sychology handed to him on the 
street jus.t before he was 
seized contained important in- 
formation. However, there is a 
record of Soviet sensitivity and 
August Stern's information in- 
dicates parapsychology is a 
matter of concern to the 
authorities. 


Stern said he was told before 


leaving the Soviet Union two 
years ago that an even more 
secret laboratory than the one 
he knew in Siberia had been set 
up in .Moscow under the direc- 
tion of the KGB. 


Parapsychology covers four 


specific fields of nonphysical 


p h e n o m e n a . They 
are 


telepathy (transmission of 
thought without use of the 
senses), extrasensory percep- 
tion, telekinesis (transmission 
of motion without any evident 
use of physical energy) and 
clairvoyance (the ability to see 
distant or future events 
without physical intervention). 


Most scientists remain skep- 


tical that such phenomena ac- 
tually exist, but there are 


• researchers,throughout 
the 


world dedicated to proving 
and, if possible, explaining 
them. 


In 1975 some Soviet parap- 


sychologists were persecuted 
and .the whole subject was 
publicly attacked. 


Later, on June 13, 1975, 


Soviet leader Leonid Brezhnev 
urged the United States to 
agree on a ban of research and 
development of new kinds of 
weapons "more terrible" than 
anything the world has known. 
American arms control 
negotiators have tried to find 
out from their Soviet counter- 
parts what he had in mind, but 


they have not learned anything 
more than that he meant 
"some kinds of rays," accor- 
ding to U.S. officials. 


After his initial detention a 


week ago. Toth was reported to 
have quoted from a statement 
made by an employe of the 
Academy of Sciences who had 
been called by the authorities 
to examine the documents'in 
his possession. The statement 
referred to "psi particles" and 
said "this material is secret 
and shows the kind of work 
done in some closed scientific 
institutes of our state." 


Stern's reminiscenses of the

was in a separate building, and 
the door could be opened only 
by a coded lock with the code 
changed every week.

Rights resolution 
introduced at OAS 


St. Georges, Grenada (AP) 


— The United States and three 
other countries introduced a 
strong human rights resolution 
Saturday at the general 
assembly of the Organization 
of American States (OAS). 


It calls for a strengthening of 


the inter-American human 
rights commission and an end 
to "torture, summary execu- 
tion and prolonged detention." 


The resolution, cosponsored 


by Venezuela, Costa Rica and

BACK TO "O" STREET 
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Warren memoirs show character of one of great U.S. chief justices

(c) Chicago Dolly New* 
Bill Alexander, one of my 


relentless opponents in the 
Jack Ruby case in Dallas, once 
said Chief Justice Earl Warren 
should not be impeached — he 
should be hanged! 


This was the sort of 


extremist statement that un- 
hinged Ruby's mind when he 
saw a similar sentiment on a 
billboard at the time of John F. 
Kennedy's 
assassination. 


Members of the John Birch 
Society and others to the right 
of Daddy Warbucks may have 
agreed with Alexander's Stone 
Age view of Warren, but the 
presently accepted judgment 
clearly is that Warren was one 
of the two or three most in- 
fluential chief justices in the 
history of our country, ranking 
only slightly below John 
Marshall. 


Thus Warren's posthumously 


published memoirs 
("The 


Memoirs of Chief Justice Earl 
Warren" by Earl Warren) 
must be considered a work of 
first-rank importance, because 
of the light the book casts upon 
the map's character and 
career. 


I like to recall Warren's 


tender treatment of Ruby 
when that misguided killer of 
Lee Harvey Oswald appeared 
before the Warren Commis- 
sion. (The story is not told in 
this book.) Warren, chairman 
of the commission, examined 
Ruby courteously, kindly, with 
full appreciation of Ruby's dif- 
ficulties (he was then under 
sentence of death). When Ruby 
could not read something 
shown to him, the chief justice 
loaned him his own glasses. 
Later, when I asked Ruby what 
he thought of Warren, he 
replied that Warren was a very 
nice man, but naive! 


Long ago. 1 spent some time 


with him in his Supreme Court 
chambers. We did not discuss 
profundities. We both were 
relaxed, I because he made me 


Review 


feel at ease, he because that 
was his nature. There was 
simplicity and candor and an 
utter lack of pretentiousness. 
It was as if we were old 
friends, although I had only 
seen him, distantly, once or 
twice. 


This folksiness — as well as 


his complete integrity — 
comes through in the book. 


In the style it is not great, 


because Warren did not pre- 
tend to be a literary figure and, 
in any event, he did not have 
the opportunity to revise what 
he had written. Death (in 1974) 
overtook him after he had set 
down only a first draft. 


But what the book lacks in 


polish, it more than makes up 
in content. He who would know 
the uncommon man, who rose 
from the most humble birth — 
the son of a Norwegian im- 
migrant — to the highest level 
of authority in his native state 
of Calfiornia and then on the 
national scene, must study this 
book. It is a highly compressed 
account of a long and eventful 
career. Warren does not pad or 
pontificate. The platitudes are 
few. 
He sets down the bare 


bones of things, without adorn- 
m e n t . Much is gleaned 
between the lines, rather than 
through direct statement. It is 
a story all of us ought to know. 


The public, overvaluing sen- 


sations and given to skep- 
ticism, tends to be more in- 
terested in the Warren Com- 
mission Report than in his in- 
comparably greater work on 
the Supreme Court or as gover- 
nor of California. Here there is 
a classical dichotomy. On the 
one hand, there is general es- 
teem for Warren, and, on the 
other hand, extreme doubt 
about the famous official in- 
quiry, into the assassinations 
of President John F. Kennedy, 
Lee Harvey Oswald and the 
hapless police officer J. D. Tip- 
pit. 


Some of the'very people who 


praise Warren as chief justice 


and public official downgrade 
the commission he headed and 
the report it produced. 


It is not enough to phrase the 


inquiry? Can such a good man 
have produced so false a 
report? True, the balanced 
judgment remains that this no- 
ble man did not produce 
anything so evil as some 
profess to believe. 


Warren was sensitive to the 


matter as he composed his 
memoirs. He devotes many 
pages to a summation of the 
evidence of Oswald's sole 
guilt. In my opinion, he did not 
set forth all of the more per- 
suasive evidence, but he did 
say enough to establish the 
basic point that there is in- 
disputable proof that Oswald 
shot Kennedy, and none that 
Oswald was involved in any 
conspiracy. 


Why, 
then, do so many peo- 


ple persist in thinking there 
was a conspiracy and that 
either Oswald was a part of it, 
as a mere dupe, or that he had 
nothing to do with the slaying? 


You get the feeling that 


Warren blames the notorious 
Mark Lane, author of "Rush to 
Judgment" and an evasive 
"witness" before the commis- 
sion, for having so grossly 
deceived the public, although 
he does not mention him by 
name. In the Warren Report 
and proceedings, you get this 
impression rather pointedly. 


There is something in human 


nature unable to accept a sim- 
ple story when princes fall. 
There must be more to it than 
that, they reason. They should 
read this book and ask: Could 
such a man as Warren have 
been part of any design to dis- 
tort the truth, or could he even 
have been the foil of others? 


Warren does not tell of the 


suppressions of facts by either 
the FBI or the CIA, because he 
did not know them at the time. 
Reprehensible as such con- 
cealments were, they do not 
add up, in the end, to any dis- 
proof of Oswald's guilt, nor do 
they connect Ruby with him in 
any way. other than having 
senselessly killed Oswald that 
Sunday morning in the base-

ment of the Dallas police 
headquarters. 


Earl Warren was not vindic- 


tive or petty, but he did not 
hesitate to castigate those per- 
sons or organizations in public 
life whom he felt were deser- 
ving of rebuke. He is especially 
critical of the national 
o r g a n i z a t i o n s 
of 
two 


professions d o m i n a n t in 
national life — the American 
Medical Assn. (AMA) and the 
American Bar Assn. (ABA). 


His distrust of the AMA 


dated back to his years as 
governor of California, when it 


thwarted and distorted every 
effort to provide health care 
for the needy — for which 
W a r r e n , an unorthodox 
Republican, fought. 


His animosity toward the 


ABA dated from his years as 
chief justice, when he felt the 
organization did not fulfill any 
role of leadership in creating 
understanding of the rulings of 
the court, but instead, was part 
of a reactionary pack that 
would have reduced the Bill of 
Rights to shreds and patches. 


Warren quietly resigned his 


ABA membership 
after 


making certain that his dues

There are few more 


shameful incidents in the 
history of the organized bar, 
and it is well, that Warren has 
told the whole story. It is for- 
tunate, too, that the associa- 
tion does fulfill its respon- 
sibilities often enough to es- 
cape complete censure. 


Warren was a lifelong 


Republican, winning as such 
many times as county at- 
torney, attorney general and 
governor of California, and as 
a losing candidate for vice 
president on the Dewey ticket 
of 1948, when Harry Truman — 
Warren's kind of man — won a 
surprise victory foretold by 
Warren's wife. 


For a person with such high 


political ties, Warren was 
almost completely devoid of 
partisanship. His aim always 
was to campaign and to serve 
without regard to political 
shibboleths. In this book, you 
find him praising Democrats 
often 
and 
criticizing 


Republicans more often. His 
closest associates appear to 
have been men like the 
Democratic leader Robert W. 
Kenny, who once described 
Warren to me as the best 
Republican in the country. 
Kenny felt that way even when 
he was Warren's opponent for 
the governorship, and lost 
almost with joy. 


In this book Warren 


denounces his own actions in 
connection with the relocation 
of Japanese-Americans during 
World War II. While he 
explains the situation, he does 
not forgive himself for this 
monumental wrong, in which 
Franklin Delano 
Roosevelt 


was at least equally to blame. 
It was a wrong condoned by the 
Supreme Court with the 
blessing of some of its liberal 
members. Such is the baneful 
influence of war. 


It was ironical that Dwight 


Eisenhower, antithesis of all 
for which Warren stood, ap- 
pointed him chief justice. 
President Eisenhower soon 
bitterly regretted that appoint- 
ment, calling it the "worst 
damn fool mistake" he bad 
ever made. As Warren writes: 
Eisenhower attempted to use 
improper influence upon him

Eisenhower pointedly 
told Warren of Davis' great 
virtues and defended the view- 
point of those who were op- 
posed to desegregation — they 
were simply keeping their 
lovely young girls away from 
the blacks! Of course, 
Eisenhower did not have

Warren

Eisenhower's refusal to lead 
the country in the con- 
stitutional area was the chief 
cause of the long delay in the 
acceptance of principle of 
equal protection of the laws 
and that we are still paying the 
price in civil dislocation. 


Every American should be 


required to read Warren's ac- 
count of the school cases. He 
gives himself too little credit 


for the landmark decisions, 
collectively known as Brown v 
Board of Education. It is 
doubtful that the court, always 
badly split, would have 
• 


reached unanimity, as yet un- ' 
broken in this area, had it not 
been for Warren's benign in- 
fluence. This story is spelled 
out in Richard Kluger's 
m o n u m e n t a l 
"Simple . 


Justice," which should be read

as a companion volume to

Warren's book.

Carter CAN build a base in Congress

In a chat, the other day, Vice 


President Walter Mondale got 
to musing on the change that 
has taken place in Congress 
since he came'to Washington a 
dozen years ago. "Congress," 
he said, "is a different place

"When I first came the place 


was dominated by a few 
whales — people like Sen.

In describing that change, 


Mondale went to heart of the 
trouble the Carter administra- 
tion has recently been having 
with the Democratic Congress. 
The difficulty is not, as the 
President and his men are 
often pleased to assert, with 
the special interests. 


The difficulty is with the new 


spirit pervading Congress. It is 
a maverick- spirit which 
features independence over 
cooperation, getting on over 
going along, kicking the 
system over supporting it. It is 
the same spirit that dominates 
the Carter administration, and 
which brought Carter to the 
presidency in the first place. 


When he is working with that 


prevailing spirit, Carter tends 
to enjoy success — even 
striking success — in 
Congress. Thus his basic 
reorganization plan for the 
government shot through both 
Houses. 


Victories he has scored in 


the past 10 days of intense 
battling fit the same pattern. 
He was able to mobilize a fair- 
ly large majority on the House 
Ways and Means Committee to 
sustain a key proposal of his 
energy program which called 
for wellhead taxes to be paid 
by the oil companies out of the 
higher profits they will realize 
from rising prices. He won 
that fight by organizing diffuse 
independent sentiment against 
the big, bad oil companies. 


Another Carter victory, last 


week, came in the bitterly 
fought contest over water 
projects. The leading pork- 
barrel specialists in the Senate 
(Robert Byrd of West Virginia 
and Russell Long of Louisiana) 
and the House majority leader 
had all rebelled against a 
Carter move to kill 18 water 
projects. The Senate voted 
overwhelmingly to authorize 
the projects. 


In the House, Carter lined up 


the freshman and sophomore 
members in a revolt against 
the old-time pork-barrel 
system. The system prevailed 


in a 214-194 vote, with most 
Democrats going against the 
President in voting to fund the 
water projects. But of 
freshman and sophomore 
Democrats 68 supported 
Carter while only 38 broke with 
the administration. 


Their support, and the close 


vote which resulted, caused 
the Senate to pull back. Now 
the prospect is for agreement 
on a limited number of water 
projects and a semi-victory, at 
least, for the administration. 


But Carter failed entirely 


when he did not run with the 
anti-system sentiment. His 
proposal for a tax on gasoline, 
for instance, looked like a 
straight-out assault on the 
millions 
of 
ordinary 


Americans who use their cars 
in day-to-day living. His 
proposal for rebates on' gas- 
saving cars looked like a bonus 
for the foreign producers In 
both cases, the proposals were 
very short on details. So both 
proposals went down in the 
Ways and Means Committee 
by lopsided votes. 
What all this -says is that 
there are the makings of a 
Carter base in Congress. He 
can build a bard core of sup- 
port, particularly among 
newer members who march to 
the same anti-system music 
that marks his cadence. 


But in order to attract this 


hard core of support, the Presi- 
dent will have to do some 
things he does not seem to like 
much. He will have to work 
very 
hard 
at 
the 


backscralching, patronage and 
flattery which are the cement 
of all legislative majorities. 
He will have to stay on the 
reform side of issues. He will 
also have to fill out details of 
programs instead of pushing 
them through quickly without 
full consideration of the fine 
points. Last, he will nave to 
forgo the big-think foreign 
policy issues thai entrance him 
and concentrate on the 
domestic issues

State water policy questions 
will force legislative answers 


Residents of Corning, la., are living 


with a daily water rationing directive of 
(jnl\ 30 gallons per person. It's due to the 
prolonged lack of precipitation in the Cor- 
ning region The community's lake supply 
ol Wuter is shrinking rapidly. 


Much closer to home, three families in 


\\allun — just east of Lincoln — last week 
reported their domestic water wells have 
dried up They attributed that condition to 
an increased number of irrigation wells 
drilled by nearby farmers 


Despite abundant rainfall received in 


manv sections of Nebraska this spring, the 
realist would have to expect water 
rationing would be the fate for a number of 
Cornhusker communities before 
the 


summer of 1977 ends 


This is apt to occur as ever more irriga- 


tion wells are sunk and established wells 
deepened where water tables continue to 
show declines. 


The pattern may be generally sum- 


marred as increased competition for use of 
ihe re:>ource of water — for domestic use, 
lor a g r i c u l t u r e , for i n d u s t r y , for 
maintenance oi stream life and bordering 
trees and undomesticated vegetation. 


The Nebraska Legislature continues to 


display its customary timidity about 


making a judgment where vital competitive 
interests powerfully clash. Nevertheless, 
various groups are volunteering their 
recommendations 
about water consump- 


tion priorities, given an inadequate 
resource supply. 


Last week the Lower Platte South 


Natural Resource District came out for a 
minimum stream flow law, of sorts. The 
NRD suggests a state law stopping 
groundwater irrigation pumping if that 
pumping brings a "harmful" reduction in 
surface water. 


State Geologist Vince Dreeszen tied the 


potential impact of such a limiting statute 
with possible court interpretations of what 
is meant by "harmful." 


Dreeszen should be advised Nebraska 


judges probably would take extended 
winter vacations in Iceland before they 
make such a political, public policy deter- 
mination. Repeatedly, Nebraska courts 
have said such crucial lines and judgments 
are for legislative bodies to make. 


Sooner or later, the Legislature will 


find it can't escape the fundamental respon- 
sibility of writing public policy on water 
questions. Time will run out. Places to bide 
will disappear. 


Back to curbstone justice 


Away from his impressive bench, Chief 


Justice of the United States Warren Burger 
consistently sounds an important public 
theme 
New, non-formal ways must be 


lound to handle and resolve small disputes, 
e;>peciaHy for the poor. 


Once upon a time, before millions of 


Americans understood they had such things 
as meaningful rights and protections under 
the Constitution and statute book, it would 
have been unthinkable that minor flaps 
between citizens would become a court 
staple Parenthetically, however, one ought 
to acknowledge that the early years of the 
Nebraska Supreme Court were dotted with 
cases involving livestock trespass and other 
"property rights claims, we today might con- 
sider trivial. 


To slow the tide of often emotional but 


relatively small cases before the judicial, 
the chief justice has been advocating in- 
novative remedial approaches. 


Now the Justice Dept. appears to be 


taking Burger up. Doubtless, Atty. Gen. 
Griffin Bell's service as a federal judge 
made him sympathetic to the chief justice's 
pleadings 


Experimentally, the Justice Dept. is 


planning neighborhood justice centers. The 
preliminary agenda envisions experimental 
forums in Los Angeles, Atlanta and 
another, perhaps, in the Midwest. 


The idea is to draw mediators from the 


community, with help available 
from 


paralegal assistants. 


People could then bring their 


arguments to the mediator to settle 
grievances, rather like a small claims 
court. 


Deputy Asst. Atty. Gen. Paul Nejelski 


observes that traditional urban 
neighborhood mediating instruments, like 
the beat policeman or the minister, have 
faded. These were individuals who knew the 
neighborhood, 
its inhabitants, their 


problems, their idiosyncrasies — and made 
human allowances. 


In a manner of speaking, the scheme is 


to reestablish this sturdy relationship. If 
the pilot succeeds, it would be beneficial to 
many who have soured on ever getting fair 
shake in this society, while simultaneously 
easing the judicial workload.

Our No. 1 growth 
industry: Watergate 


Five yean after Ihe famous burglary, 
tens of millions have been made from it

A lot of people made money on 


Watergate. Bad guys, good guys, lit- 
tle guys, chiefs. 


They all learned, as Richard 


Nixon told John W. Dean III In 
another context, that cash "could be 
gotten." 


Nixon,'of course, got it from TV. 


Others got it by being lawyers, 
lawyer-authors, principals-turned- 
writers, reporters-turned-authors, 
movie makers and even sellers of 
bourbon with the magic word 
"Watergate" on the label. 


In the five years since five 


burglars were caught in the act on . 
June 17, 1972, Watergate has 
become a growth industry. 


Estimating the size of the take is 


as productive as trying to pry the 
identity of "Deep Throat" from Bob 
Woodward and Carl Bernstein. Suf- 
fice to say it's in the tens of millions 
of dollars. 


Lawyers, who get up to $250 an 


hour, did-a land office business with 
68 individuals and 20 corporations 
charged with crimes — and who 
knows how many others who sought 
counsel because they feared they 
might be. 


Booksellers could fill a section 


with confessions, defenses, 
revelations and analyses. The 
Government Printing Office had 
volume upon volume of Watergate 
testimony, exhibits and discussions 
to sell A record company hoped to 
be allowed to sell copies of White 
House tapes. 


Watergate — the buildings, not the 


scandal — has taken its place as a 
tourist attraction alongside the Lin- 
coln Memorial, the Smithsonian and 
the pandas at the National Zoo. 


Tbe serious money went to a 


chosen few. 


The 1976 edition of "Books in 


Print" has 53 entries under the 
heading of Watergate. The list is not 
complete because, for example, the 
biggest hardcover seller — 
Woodward and Bernstein's "The 
Final Days" — is listed in a 
different category. 


Both book and authors earned the 


Nixon judgment of "trash," but 
Simon and Schuster sold 630,000 
copies in hardcover. Sales figures 
for the paperback version aren't 
complete, but there is a clue to what 
they might be. "Woodstein's" first 
book, "All the President's Men," 
sold 280,000 copies in hardcover and 
4.62 million in paperback. Both 
reporters became millionaires. 


"The fastest selling book I've ever 


seen in 14 years was the 'White 
House Transcripts,' all paperback," 
says Michael Fox of the American 
Booksellers Assn. The Bantam issue 
of the transcripts sold 1.9 million 
copies. Dell's version sold 1.7 
million. The books were grabbed up 
before it was known the transcripts 
were inaccurate and cosmetically 
edited. 


"There is always a bandwagon 


effect in publishing," Fox says. 
"Any time you get anything hot, you 
find publishers doing a me-too 
book." 


"Blind Ambition," John Dean's 


confessional, sold 223,600 copies at 


' last listing. Leon-Jaworski, giving 


the prosecutor's side, hit the best- 
seller lists with 205,000 copies of 
"The Right and the Power." CBS 
reporter Dan Rather, writing about 
Nixon's "Palace Guard," racked up 
a paperback sale of 1.038 million. 


You can read about Watergate 


from all sides. 


The Nixon side, due next year, 


will bring him an estimated $2 
million. The participant side is 
represented by Dean, Jeb Stuart 
Magruder, Charles Colson and 
James W. McCord, with H.R. 
Haldeman and John N. Mitchell yet 
to come. Haldeman, after the recent 
Nixon-Frost interviews, spiced up 
the sale of the prospective work by 
saying, "1 have to challenge Presi- 
dent Nixon's story of the cover-up." 


The prosecution side has weighed 


in with Jaworski's book, another by 
Watergate trial lawyers Richard 
Ben-Veniste and George Frampton 
and one by the prosecution staff 
press spokesman, James Doyle. The 
Senate Watergate Comittee's 
majority counsel, Samuel Dash, as 
well as minority counsel Fred 
Thompson, each have books. 


The observer side leads off with 


Woodward and Bernstein, then 
comes Anthony Lukas, Barry 
Sussman, Theodore White, George 
Higgms, William Satire, Elizabeth 
Drew, Jimmy Breslin, Clark 
Mollenhoff, Dan Rather, Frank 
Mankiewicz and humorist Art 
Buchwald 


And there's a wife's side. Mrs. 


John Dean contributed "Mo " Mrs. 
Jeb Magruder has a book. The only 
key figure who has not yet entered 
the literary lists is John J. Sirica, 
the hero-judge — and he is thinking 
about it 


All, of course, is not going into 


bankbooks. Legal costs of

That 
doesn't include what the Justice 
Department had to spend — and still 
is spending to defend Nixon et al in 
suits involving their official 
capacities.

Henry Ruth, third in a succession 


of special prosecutors, commented 
on the closing of the special 
prosecutor's office: 


"My guess is that by the lime all 


the lawyers, defendants, former 
Presidents and former prosecutors 
get through talking and writing 
about Watergate, the taxes on the 
royalties will pay for wbat we 
spent."

Kiddie porn bills feared unconstitutional

Washington (DPI) - There 


may be legal and constitutional 
problems with a congressional 
move to curb the child por- 
nography market, so while the 
justice department favors the 
general idea, it is urging cau- 
tion. 


Deputy Attorney General 


Peter Flaherty told the Senate 
J u d i c i a r y 
Committee 


Thursday his department 
wants to cut down on the 
sexual exploitation of children, 
but said pending legislation is 
too vague because it would 
have banned a movie like "The 
Exorcist." 


Flaherty criticized the bills 


for failing to distinguish 
between material deemed 
obscene and that which is 


protected by the first amend- 
ment under the supreme 
court's obscenity guidelines 
requiring a judgment on "the 
whole" rather than a part. 


The bills set fines and prison 


terms for persons who permit, 
intice, induce or coerce a boy 
or girl under age 16 to take 
part in sexually explicit ac- 
tivities for promotion and dis- 
tribution through the mails or 
in interstate commerce. 


The legislation was spawned 


by the growing number of por- 
nographic books, magazines, 
films and slides featuring 
children. 


Flaherty did strongly en- 


dorse another key provision, 
however, which would provide 
boys the same protection girls 


now have from being taken 
across state lines for prostitu- 
tion. 


What is wrong with the 


legislation, 
Flaherty 


explained, is that it "would 
forbid the manufacture and 
distribution of a film con- 
taining one brief scene of 
prohibited conduct and 
otherwise innocuous." Such a 
prohibition, he said, would 
cover "The Exorcist," a movie 
which includes a scene where a 
child simulates masturbation. 


He said the bills also should 


make clear that the 
prohibitions are aimed at those 
who intend to sell child por- 
nography materials. 


"The present definition of 


'promoting'.-.. would make it 


an offense for a person to 
photograph his consenting 
minor wife engaging in sexual- 
ly explicit conduct and 
t h e r e a f t e r 
carry 
the 


photography in his wallet in in- 
terstate commerce," Flaherty 
said. 


He said the statutes "may 


very well infringe upon the 
right of privacy and should be 
linjited to commercial ac- 
tivities." 


The measure should be 


tightened, he said, to improve 
chances of winning obscenity 
convictions. The department 
wants a bill to cover these 
offenses so the FBI and the 
U.S. Postal Service could have 
'' investigative .jurisdiction.''

Madison, Wis. — This un- 


iversity town is in turmoil over 
a recall action against a Dane 
County judge who is accused of 
making sexist remarks last 
month at a hearing on rape 
charges against three youths. 


The controversy was set off 


May 25 at the dispositions! 
hearing of a 15-year-old West 
High School student, charged 
with two other youths in the 
rape of a high school girl in a 
school stairwell. 


The case against the other 


teen-agers had been disposed 
of, and there was a dispute 
between the prosecuting at- 
torney, a woman, and Simon- 
son over the sentencing. In the 
discussion, the judge said that 
Madison was known as a 
sexually permissive communi- 
ty and asked, "Should we 
punish a 15- or 16-year-old boy 
who reacts to it normally?" 


Simonson then decreed that 


the youth be permitted to stay 
at home under court supervi- 
sion, rather than be placed in a 
rehabilitation unit. 


The reaction was stormy. 


There has been picketing, 
m a r c h e s 
a r o u n d 
t h e 


courthouse by women wearing 
b i k i n i s 
a n d 
other 


demonstrations, led by the 
National Organization for 
Women and other women's 
groups. Petitions for a recall 
election appeared quickly, and 
opponents of the judge are well 
on their way to obtaining the 
21,000 signatures needed to put 
the recall on the September 
ballot. 


Few persons believe Simon- 


son w o u l d s u r v i v e the 
challenge. The Madison papers 
have called for his resignation 
or recall, as have the Madison 
City Council, the Dane County 
Board of Supervisors and the 
Board of Education. 


The controversy has brought 


- the issue of rape more sharply 
before the public, but it also 
has generated conflict between 
whites and this city's small 
black community. The girl who 
allegedly was assaulted was 
white; the three boys were 
black. The Madison papers did 
not identify the race of the 
youths involved, but the fact 
surfaced later in community 
discussion. 


"We're sensitized to rape 


and we're sensitized to 
feminism in this community," 
said Anne Gaylor, a member of 
the National Organization for 
Women, who, with her 
daughter, organized the first 
picketing of Simonson after 
they heard of his remarks on 
television news. They and 
other women accuse Simonson 
of blaming the crime of rape 
on the victim rather than the 
attacker. 


"This is a controversy over 


sexism, not racism. We've 
tried to keep the two issues 
separated," she added. 


Madison has been plagued in 


recejit months by a series of 
rapes, several of which, the 
police believed, were com- • 
milled by a single black man. 


Leaders of the 4.000 black 


residents among Madison's 
population of 172.000 are not so 
sure that sexism is the only 
issue. They and a few whites 
are concerned about the future 
of criminal justice here as it 
affects blacks, especially 
black men charged with 
assault. 


Eloise Anderson-Addison. 


member of the boards of direc- 
tors of both the Madison Urban 
League and Ihe iocal branch of 
the National Association for 
ibe Advancement of Colored 
People, poLited to a 20-year 
sentence given recently in an 
unrelated rape case.

Refugee ship not 
allowed to dock

Singapore — A few miles out 


from this City of wealth, in 
Malaysian waters, a vessel 
that has been looking for a port 
for nearly four months stands 
at anchor She is the 1,570-ton 
oil tanker Leap Dal Her cargo 
is not in her hold but on her 
Single deck 


The Leap Dal — the name, 


ironically, means good luck in 
Cambodian — is carrying 249 
Indochmese refugees 
They 


have lived on its open deck 
since January, waiting 


At first they waited to go to a 


country that would give them a 
home Then they lowered their 
hopes to finding a country that 
would recognize their 
existence and let them ashore 
at least temporarily until one 
government or another 
decided to let them come to 
stay 
* The passengers of the Leap 
Dal mainly Laotians, include 
99 children two of them born 
on board, and 62 women, the 
oldest 82 


Exposed as they are to the 


rigors 01 the rainy season on an 
•open deck of a ship that cannot 
move under its own steam or 
communicate with the outside 
world, open to the risk of a 
blaze from the dozens of 
cooking fires on board, it is 
tiearly miraculous that neither 
epidemic nor catastrophe has 
struck the Leap Dal thus far 
Jhose concerned have come to 
•fear that the ship's luck — such 
as it is — rriay run out before 
help comes 


The Leap Dal, built in New 


Jersey about 30 years ago, was 
chartered by the World 
Conference on Religion and 
Peace and its Asian branch 
lasi January to cruise the sea 
lanes leading south from Viet- 
nam to pick up as many as 
possible of the Vietnamese 
who set out from their coun- 
tries in fishing craft in a 
search for more freedom than 
their country presently offers 


The ship was diverted by its 


first director. Thich Nhat 
Hann. a well-known leader of 
antiwar forces in Vietnamese 
Buddhism, and some of his 
assistants Instead of directing 
the ship to the sea lanes, they 
loaded it with refugees already 
in Thailand, either from camps 
or those living illegally in 
Bangkok 


Apparently the Buddhist 


leader intended to send the 


ship to Australia, there to 
release its passengers to run 
ashore and dramatize to the 
world the plight of the In- 
dochmese refugees 


In a report by Dr Homer A 


Jack secretary general of the 
World Conference on Religion 
and Peace, who is based in 
New York, it is suggested that 
an unscrupulous assistant to 
the Vietnamese monk sold 
places on the ship for $800 


Shipboard 
interviews 


brought denials and ridicule of 
the possibility that many of the 
refugees could have raised 
such sums Some said they had 
raised what money they could 
to help buy supplies and equip- 
ment for the voyage Others, 
the majority, pointed to their 
pitiable present condition and 
their narrow escapes from 
their countries and asked how 
people like them could have 
paid for a place on the Leap 
Dal 


All the refugees interviewed 


recalled the enthusiasm 
generated when rumors spread 
through Thailand's refugee 
community of a ship that 
would take as many as 1,000 to 
a safe haven in Australia 


They stressed that their life 


in Thailand had brought them 
so close to despair that they 
were ready to grasp at any 
possibility 


Their despair was deepened 


in the last four months Scanti- 
ly protected from the elements 
by tarpaulins stretched 
overhead 
they have spread 


their thin rattan mats to fill 
every inch of the rusty, wet 
deck Their children get their 
only exercise climbing on the 
tanker's pumps and other 
fixtures, leading to many pain- 
ful falls 


Their total hygienic equip- 


ment is a set of makeshift 
toilets installed behind sack 
curtains and hanging over the 
outside of the ship There is no 
lighting equipment, so nights 
are long and even duller than 
days 


Because water is scarce, all 


that the Singapore branch of 
the World Conference on 
Religion and Peace sends out

genetic disease or mental 
retardation that could have 
been averted 


Milunsky, of Harvard 


University, is one of the 
world's top geneticists He 
knows how -simple tests of two 
persons before they marry or 
conceive can predict whether 
babies born of that union will 
be normal — or if there is a 
chance some of the babies will 
be imperfect 


That is called genetic 


counseling Some authorities 
feel it is every person's right to 
know what kind of blueprints 
for the development of new life 
they carry in their genes — 
which they, of course, in- 
herited 


M i l u n s k y , 
assistant 


professor of pediatrics at Har- 
vard Medical School, also is 
director of the division of 
genetics at the Eunice 
Kennedy Shnver Center for 
Mental Retardation 
in 


Waltham, Mass , and a 
medical geneticist at the 
Massachusetts 
General 


Hospital in Boston 


Another kind of predicting is 


done once a woman has had a 
fetus in utero for 14 to 16 
weeks A small amount of fluid 
is withdrawn by needle from 
the sac in which the baby is en- 
cased in a watery environ- 
ment 


By analyzing this fluid, 


which takes one to two weeks, 
a scientist can tell whether the 
fetus is normal and even iden- 
tify the sex 


This process is called am- 


mocentesis — a word that 
derives from the name of the 
fluid, ammo, in the baby's 
prenatal environment 


Milunsky talked about 


genetic counseling and am- 
mocentesis during an inter- 
view 


He has written a book on the 


topics for laymen called 
'Know Your Genes " 
Milunsky feels what's between 
the covers is of immediate im- 
portance to the personal health 
of high school seniors, persons 
in their child bearing years 
and those 45 to 50 


In middle age, for example, 


knowing about your genetic 
heritage can tip you off about 
being predisposed to diabetes, 
cancer or other disorders 


Just knowing, according to 


Milunsky, can help you.to take 
steps Avoiding lifestyles that 
might trigger the emergence 
of these conditions, for one 
example of a step 


Or, in the case of cancer, it 


can alert you to be on the 
lookout for early symptoms — 
said to be the best time to seek 
medical help 


Milunsky said each of us 


carries at least four to eight 
harmful genes which we may 
pass on to our children or 
grandchildren 


In fact, about one in 10 per- 


sons in western society is 
seriously affected by a genetic 
disease, mental retardation or 
a birth defect 
That's 22 


million in America alone 


"The birth of a defective or 


retarded child has always been 
one of the most feared 
tragedies to confront parents,' 
Milunsky said 


"Toda), however, through 


genetic counseling and new 
techniques of prenatal 
diagnosis and earner detec- 
tion, couples can selectively 
have healthy, unaffected 
children ' 


Milunsky describes the 


procedures in the book and dis- 
cusses their accuracy, and 
their applicability 


"You have a right to know 


jour genetic heritage," he 
said 


"And jou alone have the 


right to choose among the 
medical options that may be 
available 


'To have options, however, 


you must know year genes " 


If ammocenlesis shows, for 


example, that the fetus is 
going to be bora with limbs 
missing, the parents may, 
among choices, consider abor- 
ting that pregnancy and trying 
again 


Milunsky said doing am- 


niocentesisjust to determine 
Jl»c sex of the baby — for farm- 
Iv plaimmp purposes — is "an 
inappropriate nse of a very 
expensive and scarce 
technology 


The real value of am- 


mocenlesis is presenting 
couples with the option of 
preventing the tragic birth of a 
child doomed to marital or 


physical crippling or a short, 
pdin-filled life 


Milunsky thinks it is short of 


a m a z i n g that the new 
technology for the avoidance of 
tragedies is not being used 
widely 


A survey showed, for exam- 


ple, that only 6% of the preg- 
nant women in Massachusetts 
took advantage of am- 
mocentesis — freely available 
in that state 


However, if all pregnant 


women in the United States in 
a given year had am- 
mocemesis, the incidence of 
mongolism could be reduced 
25% 


That is because something in 


the amniotic fluid shows up 
when the fetus is mongoloid 
and the parents often elect an 
abortion, if they know 


The older a woman bearing a 


child, from the age of 35 up, the 
greater the chance of 
producing a less than perfect 
infant 


What do you do if the genetic 


heritage of you and your hus- 
band are such that you can 
never have a perfect child9 


Milunsky listed some of the 


options

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No-fault auto insurance found more effective than liability 


Washington (AP) - A new 


federal survey of no-fault 
automobile insurance plans in 
16 states concludes that no- 
fault provides quicker and 
more equitable benefits than 
does the traditional liability 
system 


"No-lault automobile' in- 


surance works," said the 
Department of Transportation 
(DOT) 


The report said the 16 states 


with full-fledged no-fault in- 
surance plans "would appear 
to confirm the basic soundness 
of the theory and the feasibility 
of the theory's implemen- 
tation " 


Sen Warren G. Magnuson, 


D-Wash , chairman of the 
Senate Commerce Committee, 
reledsed the DOT study He 


said he will use it in hearings 
beginning June 27 on his 
proposal for federal no-fault 
minimum standards 


"The DOT study confirms 


that good no-fault laws are 
working efficiently and effec- 
tively to compensate auto acci- 
dent victims," Magnuson said. 
"Perhaps now we can enact a 
uniform, sensible statute and 
stop this foot-dragging " 


Compensation for injuries or 


damage in auto accidents 
traditionally is funded by 
liability insurance. Under that 
system, blame has to be fixed 
on one party whose insurance 
then coinpensates the victim. 
Both parties often have to hire 
attorneys and wage long, 
expensive legal battles before 
any benefits are paid out. 


The delay in payments, in- 


equitable benefit awards and a 
large build up of court cases 
led to a movement to sub- 
stitute no-fault for the liability 
i n s u r a n c e 
system. 


Massachusetts was the first 
state to pass a no-fault plan in 
1970, 
15 other states have 


enacted comprehensive no- 
fault plans and other states 
have adopted parts of the con- 
cept. 


In the 16 states studied by 


DOT, 
no-fault insurance had 


three common features, man- 
datory economic loss benefits 
were available to all victims 
regardless of fault; these 
benefits replaced liability in- 
surance for compensating the 
same loss; and victims were 
restricted in their right to sue 


for damages for such in- 
tangibles as "pain and suf- 
fering." 


The states studied are 


Colorado, 
Connecticut, 


Florida, Georgia, Hawaii, 
Kansas, 
K e n t u c k y , 


Massachusetts, Michigan, 
Minnesota, Nevada, New 
Jersey, New York, North 
Dakota, Pennsylvania and 
Utah. 


The report concluded that: 
—No-fault plans provide 


more adequate and equitable 
benefits than the liability 
system, especially for serious- 
ly injured accident victims and 
for victims of single-car ac- 
cidents where no second per- 
son could be blamed. 


For example, a Colorado 


bicyclist who ran a stop sign 


and was hit by a car covered by 
liability insurance so far has 
run up $8,201 in medical bills. 
None of those bills would have 
been covered by liability in- 
surance because the bicylist 
could not have successfully 
sued the car's driver, who was 
not at fault. 


Under 
n o - f a u l t , 
the 


bicyclist's bills are covered 
because the system pays her 
medical costs regardless of 
fault. 


Connecticut estimates that 


25 per cent more accident vic- 
tims recover for economic 
losses under no-fault insurance 
than under fault. Kentucky 
said that of the 53.8 per cent in- 
crease in the losses incurred in 
its first year of no-fault in- 
surance, about 16 per cent 


were persons who would not 
have gotten benefits under the 
. tort system. 


—Payments are paid 


.promptly for economic losses 
under no-fault insurance, a 
marked improvement over 
other plans, DOT said. 


Almost all auto accident 


claims in Michigan are settled 
within 30 days, and 59 per cent 
of the no-fault claims are 
settled within three months 
and 91 per cent within six 
months in Colorado. In 
Massachusetts, 63.3 per cent of 
its no-fault claims are paid 
within 90 days compared to 
only 40.5 per cent for 
traditional liability claims. 


—Insurance premiums can 


be lowered when no-fault 
benefits are coordinated with 


benefits from other sources. 


"Significant net premium 


savings appear to be available 
to policyholders in states 
which mandate the coordina- 
tion of no-fault auto insurance 
with other public and private 
insurance coverages," the 
report said, noting that New 
York, New Jersey and 
Michigan have had particular 
success. 


— The cost of administering 


no-fault auto insurance 
probably is lower, the report 
said, because claims are 
simpler to make and fulfill. 
But the DOT study said it now 
has no way to document this 
assumption. 


— The backlog of court cases 


involving auto accident claims 


' is substantially eased under a 


no-fault system; according to 
experience in Florida, 
Massachusetts, New Jewsey 
and Michigan, the report said. 


— Seriously injured auto ac- 


cident victims are more likely 
to seek effective rehabilitation 
under no-fault systems' 
because they are more assured 
of being reimbursed for the 
enormously costly medical 
process. 


Under normal litigation 


procedures, the determination 
of whether there will be any 
reimbursement can take 
months or years and the needs 
of the injured are neglected in 
the interim. 


Ownership of rare meteorite disputed 


Riverside, Calif. (UPI) - A 


three-ton meteorite, second 
largest ever found in the 
United States, plunked onto the 
desert from outer space "hun- 
dreds of years ago" and it 
may take another couple of 
years to determine who it 
belongs to 


The three miners who dis- 


covered it while searching for 
a gold mine say finders 
keepers — to them its worth "a 
million dollars " But the 
Smithsonian Institution also 
wants it, as does a scientist at 
UCLA 


Marines, using a heavy duty 


helicopter, dragged the huge 
nickel-iron object of a rocky 


canyon in the Did Woman 
Mountains 170 miles east of 
Los Angeles Friday. 


The meteorite, 4 feet high, 3 


feet wide and 2>/i feet thjck, 
was placed on a flatbed truck 
and taken to the Bureau of 
Land Management office in 
Riverside, where it will be dis- 
played for two weeks. Then it 
goes to the Smithsonian in 
Washington, D.C , where 
scientists plans to slice it open 
for study. 


"A meteorite is like a book," 


said curator Dr Roy S.Clarke. 
"It has to be opened before it 
can be understood " 


David Friburg, Mike Jen- 


druczak and Jack Harwood, all 


of Twentynine Palms, found 
the meteorite in March, 1976, 
while looking for a legendary 
Spanish conquistador gold 
mine 


Jendruczak said he was 


drawn to the reddish-brown 
and black rock because it 
looked out of place among the 
tan and gray boulders littering 
the rugged slopes. 


"I tapped it," he said, "and 


right away I knew what it was. 
I'd seen pictures of meteorites 
in school and I've seen them in 
museums, so I was pretty sure 
it was a meteorite." 


Friburg said the three 


contemplated hiring a com- 
mercial helicopter to lift it out 


themselves, making a 
documentary film of the 
process which they would sell. 
They sent chips to John T. 
Wasson, A UCLA chemist and 
meteorite expert. 


Wasson said the sample 


showed a rare type of 
meteorite, "type IIB." If sub- 
sequent tests prove this, it 
would be the 15th such type 
found in the world. 


Eventually, Clarke came out 


to examine the meteorite and 
claim it for the Smithsonian 
under the 1906 Antiquities Act. 
He said he discussed a finder's 
fee for the miners, which they 
refused. 


The miners are claiming the 


rock is theirs under the 1872 
Mining Act. They say they 
could get at least $1 million be 
selling chips to scientists. 


Wasson agrees with the 


miners that the meteorite 
should stay in California, 
either at UCLA o- the Los 
Angeles County Museum of 
Natural History. 


But the talk of money 


worries him. He said he is 
afraid the miners will com- 
mercialize the object by 
breaking it up into small 
chunks, perhaps selling them 
as paperweights or mementos.

Washington — A United 


States intelligence agency ac- 
tivated electronic surveillance 
of the presidential mansion in 
South Korea in 1975 and 
produced specific reports on 
Korean bribery of American 
congressmen, according to 
sources connected with the in- 
quiry into the Korean scandal 
here. 


The State Dept. compiled 


these reports and others and 
turned them over to the Justice 
Dept in the late spring of 1975, 
the sources said. The reports 
sparked life into a plodding 
federal inquiry into allegations 
of Korean attempts to subvert 
American officials, they said. 


This indicates U.S. officials 


knew even more than previous- 
ly has been disclosed about the 
wide-ranging, partly covert 
and allegedly illegal Korean 
efforts to influence American • 
policy, legislation and. public 
opinion toward South Korea. 


But legal specialists have 


noted the difficulty of using the 
information obtained from 
electronic surveillance in a 
court or a congressional in- 
quiry. Under U.S. law, infor- 
mation on American citizens 
obtained in an electronic in- 
telligence operation cannot be 
used m law enforcement 


An account of the electronic 


surveillance of the Blue House, 


%the executive office of Presi- 
dent Park Chung Hee of South 
Korea, was pieced together 
from information obtained 
from officials, former officials 
and investigators were 


Last fall, news reports of the 


Korean lobby investigation, 
centering on Park Tong Sun, a 
Korean businessman 
in 


Washington, said the U S Cen- 
tral Intelligence Agency (CIA) 
had placed a listening device, 
or "bug." inside the Blue 
House. 


The surveillance was said to 


have produced information 
about a 1970 meeting in which 


Park, Park Tong Sun and other 
Koreans planned on operation 
to persuade American con- 
gressmen to favor South Korea 
w i t h votes and p u b l i c 
statements 


Those reports, however, 


later were said to have been in- 
correct. The sources said the 
CIA had gotten its information 
from informants in the Blue 
House and that several plan- 
ning conferences, not just one, 
had been held in the summer 
and fall of 1970 


They also said American in- 


telligence had obtained elec- 
tronic intercepts of Korean 
telephone and cable traffic 
between Seoul and Washington 
at that time, and thereby had 
gained valuable information 
about what was going on. 


The sources went on to say, 


however, that American of- 
ficials in the mid-1970s planned 
a long-range project to get 
electronic intelligence from 
the Blue House itself because 
some U.S. officials distrusted 
Park. 


These officials were dis- 


turbed, the sources said, by 
Park's repressive domestic 
politics and by a fear that he 
might make a secret deal with 
the Communist 
North 


Koreans, with whom the South 
Koreans 
were 
then 


negotiating. 


Precise details of the sur- 


veillance technique could not 
be determined. The sources 
said the operation had to be 
executed carefully because of 
the diplomatic risk involved. 


Specialists in electronic 


devices said it appeared to 
have been a beamed radio 
wave, a method that would 
overcome the problem of get- 
ting through the security sur- 
rounding the Blue House and 
the risks of hiring Koreans to 
enter the executive office. 


The technique, a specialist 


said, does not require an in- 
strument inside the room 
targeted for eavesdropping. 
The radio wave is beamed into 
the room, moved around until 
it finds an object to vibrate 
against, and then transmitted 
back with the voices and noise 
in the room. 


This technique can be used 


whether there is a line of sight 
between the transmitter and 
the target, and the radio wave 


can go through walls and glass. 
The American embassy and 
the residential compound of 
American diplomats in Seoul 
are close enough to the Blue 
House to permit use of such a 
device 


By early 1975, the sources 


said, the system was producing 
intelligence for the National 
Security Agency, which under- 
takes electronic surveillance 
missions all over the world. 
One set of the intelligence 
reports, according to a source 
who has seen them, specifical- 
ly described acts by American 
citizens that were violations of 
American law. He declined to 
elaborate, but another source 
said the reports referred to 
congressmen taking Korean 
bribes 


FBI infiltrated ACLU from 1920-1943 


Chicago (AP) - The FBI in- 


filtrated the American Civil 
Liberties Union (ACLU) from 
1920 to 1943 and kept dossiers 
on leading members such as 
Clarence Darrow. Helen 
Keller and Supreme'Court 
Justice Felix Frankfurter, the 
Chicago Daily News reported 
Saturday. 


The newspaper said in a 


copyright story that the in- 
filtration was personally 
supervised by J. Edgar 
Hoover, who was director of 
the FBI from 1924 until his- 
death in 1972. 


A spokesman for the FBI 


said the bureau would have no 
immediate comment on the 
report. 


Frankfurter's file, according 


to the report, said that as a 
Harvard professor he was con- 
sidered a "dangerous man by 
United States government 
employes." He was appointed 
to the high court in 1939. 


Attorney Darrow's file said 


that through his defense of 
John Scopes in the celebrated 
Tennessee "monkey trial" 
radical 
groups 
were 


"capitalizing ... on evolution 


and gaining entree ... to cer- 
tain coveted circles." Miss 
Keller, the famed blind and 
deaf author and lecturer, was 
said to be a "writer on radical 
subjects." 


Others on whom dossiers 


were kept, according to the ac- 
count, included: 


-William Alien White, 


nationally renowned author 
and journalist, described as "a 
member of the Foreign Policy 
Assn., a radical organization 
affiliated with the American 
Civil Liberties Union." 


—Nobel laureate Jane Ad- 


dams, founder of Chicago's 
Hull House, who was viewed 
by the FBI as a "zealous and 
consistent supporter of radical 
and 
revolutionary 


movements." 


The newspaper said it ob- 


tained FBI files containing this 
information as a result of a 
freedom of information suit 
filed in U.S. District Court in 
Washington, D.C. 


It said the files showed that 


Hoover personally supervised 
the surveillance, down to ap- 
proving a $5 expenditure to 
take out an ACLU membership 
in a fictitious name.

The agriculture, economy 


and climate of Nebraska are so 
diverse you could write a book 
about it. Maybe two or three. 


Two atlases — one on 


Nebraska agriculture, the 
other on the state's economy — 
are now available at book 
stores. 


And Merlin Lawson, Lincoln 


director of the project to 
create three atlases, can hard- 
ly wait for autumn. That's 
when the final one, on the 
climate of Nebraska, goes on 
sale. 


Lawson, an assistant 


professor in the University of 
Nebraska-Lincoln Geography 
Dept., seems most enthused 
about the third atlas. He's a 
specialist in paleoclimatology 
(climates of the past and how 
they've changed). 


To dispel first impressions, 


he stresses that the three are 
"certainly more than books of 
maps . . . the text deals with 
trends, history and patterns 
(on the maps). in an attempt to 
explain them." 


There are, yes, maps by the 


hundreds, most of them in 
color. 


James Williams, editor of 


the agricultural atlas, feels the 
three volumes will "serve as a 
benchmark of facts and 
statistics. 
Their 
historical 


perspective tells Nebraskans 
where their state has been, 
how trends developed and 
where they're headed. 


"The reading matter is all 


very non-technical," he added. 


Given top priority in the 


project was the goal that 
readers would have a better 
u n d e r s t a n d i n g 
of 
in- 


terrelationships. "We wanted 
people to grasp, for example, 
how the location of ground 
water influences selection of 
crops or why swine are raised 
in one area but not another," 
explained Richard Lonsdale, 
editor of the economic atlas. 


The volumes, in a graphic 


way, deal with quality of life in 
Nebraska, he continued. 


The 
themes 
of 
in- 


terdependence and diversity 
run like threads through the 
text. 


Lawson says he believes that 


even native Nebraskans "will 
be amazed at this diversity 
because I grew up in New York 
state, 1 had envisioned 
Nebraska 
as 
more 


homogeneous. Frankly I 
thought of it as one big, flat 
cornfield." 


The atlas project really 


began in the spring of 1973, 
with the arrival of Chancellor 
James Zumberge on the UNL 
campus. 


Lawson and the late Bert 


Wallace, director of the 
Bureau of Business Research, 
decided to mention to the new 
chancellor at a reception that 
the Geography Dept. had the 
capability of producing 
atlases. "The public thinks 
that's what we do anyway." 
noted Lonsdale, a geography 
professor. 


Zumberge asked for a 


proposal. The idea of a 
"climatic" atlas was approved 
and underwritten from the 
chancellor's 
discretionary- 


fund. 


When completed, the three 


atlases will represent an $80,- 
000 "investment in understan- 
ding," Lawson said. About 
$50,000 is from the chancellor's 
fund. $27.500 from the Old West 
R e g i o n a l 
Commission 


(through the State Office of 
Planning and Programming), 
and 52,500 from the Nebraska 
Bicentennial Commission. 


None of the 71 contributing 


authors involved were paid; 
most were experts in their 
field. 


Lonsdale feels the initial 


press runs (2.300 copies of the 
economic atlas and 2,000 
copies of the ag atlas) were too 
conservative. "When I taught 
at the University of North 
Carolina. I saw 10.000 copies of 


a similar atlas sold, and their 
per capita income is a good 
deal less vigorous than in 
Nebraska," he said. 


(The ag atlas is priced at 


$12.95, the economic atlas 
$14.95, and the climate atlas 
tentatively at $10.95.) 


In retrospect, what lasting 


impressions did the atlases 
leave on the editors? 


Williams, who's a soybean 


breeder- and professor of 
agronomy on East Campus, 
says he "couldn't help but be 
impressed by the amount of 
capital needed by agriculture 
today." 


Lonsdale said he was in- 


trigued with the fact that 
"Nebraska shows up as having 
only half the manufacturing 
you would expect it to have, 
based on the size of its popula- 
tion ..." His specialty is the 
impact of industry on small 
towns. 


Lawson. who wrote about 


half of the climate atlas, 
believes it may out-sell the

earlier volumes. Nebraskans 
seem to be intrigued by their 
weather, he says. 


The Nebraska climate, he 


says, is "one of the most 
variable on earth. You can 
have a 150-degree temperature 
range, from a winter day. at 
minus 47 to a summer pgf- 
boiler that's been known tq,hit 
116 degrees." 
-,.'. 


Lawson says he marvels.at 


the way Nebraska — ;its 
livestock, people, agriculture 
and industry — have adapted 
to this rough-and-tumble 
climate. 


Williams, noting that his 


ancestors crossed Nebraska to 
settle in California, says he 
"used to feel that it took the 
hardiest of people to cross the 
Plains ... but I've decided the 
hardy ones were those who 
turned the sod and settled the 
prairie."

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Skyrocketing prices are pushing folks into buying homes now

Dan and Charlene Masters finally have 


a place to hang their hats. 


The Masters have been in their own 


"home sweet home" for four weeks now, 
and they couldn't be happier. 


Fearing they may be priced out of the 


home market, they forsook apartment 
living for a place of their own — while 
they still could afford it. 


Now unlike other Lincolnites — young 


and old. couples and singles — they 
figured they "may as well buy now or 
pay more later." 


their first home is complete with 


three bedrooms, fireplace and other 
extras, amenities that people a decade 
ago rarely expected with their first 
place. 


And the Masters arc typical of another 
rlnside 


trend. They've bought in one of the 
newer areas of Lincoln. 


The young couple settled on a home in 


southwest Lincoln because the taxes and 
land were less expensive. Mrs. Masters 
said. Buying there, they found, they 
could get more house for their money. 


Some sources say the cost of a home 


has doubled since 1970 and that the 
average new house may cost nearly $80,- 
000 by the end of the decade. 


Fewer families can afford a home 


today, according to national statistics. 
Only 26'; of al! famihcs could afford a 
new home in 1976. compared to 46'i. in 
1S70. Kxislinp homes were within reach 


1 -95'. of ail families in 1970. but last 
year, oniy 36'* of the nation's families 
could buy one. 


Nationally, the new home today costs 


an average of $45.000 to $50,000. 


There is a rush to buy, both to fulfill 


the American dream before it's too late 
and as an investment. 


Lincoln's rapid growth, particularly 


into newer, peripheral areas, has not 
been without a social cost. 


The schools, for example, have 


witnessed a "generally large shift of stu- 
dent population from the center into the 
periphery." said Supt. John Prasch. The 
school board was "not caught by sur- 
prise ... but the rapidity of it in the past 
year is a liltie bit surprising." 


The shift has resulted in under-utilized 


buildings, such as Elliott, Rilcy and 
Browne) 1: and crowded buildings, such 
as Zeman.

Princeton, N.J. — In a first 


assessment of the public's at- 
titudes regarding 
welfare 


reform, now being debated, 
these important facts emerge: 


1. The response given most 


often (52%) is to improve the 
investigative and screening 
process. 


2. The response given next 


most often in the survey (28%) 
is that those who are able to 
work should work. 


3. The change sought next 


most often (26%) is that more 
aid should be given to the 
deserving. Often overlooked in 
discussions of welfare is the 
fact that 90% of welfare 
recipients are old or disabled 
or are women with small 
children. 


4. Work programs are named 


next most often in the survey 
(!2% i as a desirable change in 
the welfare system. Actually, 
Gallup surveys over recent 
decades have found solid 
majorities of persons of all 
ages in favor of a revival of 
CCC camps and their urban 
counterparts. 


President Carter has said 


the existing federal welfare 
systems should be replaced by 
a new program that would 
guarantee jobs for those who 
can work, a "decent income" 
for those who cannot and in- 
come tax credits tor the 
working poor. 


As the debate begins on the 


President's welfare plan, the 
Gallup Poll went to a carefully 
selected cross-section of peo- 
ple — rich and poor, urban and 
rural — with this question: 


"Congress will soon begin to 


consider many reforms in the 
way welfare is handled in the 
United States.

Factory-built homes gaining popularity in lower price range

house you purchase may be wheeled to

With the price of conventionally built 


homes zooming, manufactured homes — 
mobiles, modulars and components — 
are breaking into the market 


This industry (manufactured homes) 


won t ever take the high-end market," 
Martin Huff, director of the Nebraska 
Manufactured Housing Institute, said, 


but as stick built developers (building a 


home board by board on site) vacate the 
lower to moderate price range ($25,000- 
$35 000) we re g«ng to take hold " 


But wait, first a few definitions 


What s the difference between a mobile 
and a modular home7 


It s hazy According to Jack Daniel in 


the Housing and Environmental Control 
Division State Health Dept, which en- 


forces manufactured housing codes, the 
rule of thumb is that the mobile home 
has a permanent chassis underneath, 
whereas the modular is placed on a foun 
dation 


But there are other distinctions 


Interior walls of modulars are drywall 
construction, in the mobiles, they are 
panelled Modulars are built under the 
Uniform Building Code, the same as any 
site built home Mobiles are built to 1976 
U S Housing and Urban Development 
mobile home code But, they both can 
have wood siding and conventional 
roofing, just like site-built homes 


To complicate matters further, there 


are what are called component or pan 
'elled homes Houses built in factories, 
and then transported in panels to the site 
and then nailed together World Homes 
in Gretna and Wausau Homes, manufac- 
tured in Ottumwa, Iowa, are such 
houses 


In the first half of 1976, mobile homes 


garnered 96% of the new housing market 
under $20,000 and 73% of the under- 
$30,000 market, according to Manufac- 
tured Housing Institute figures And 
when modular sales are added, 


manufacutred housing's share of the 
market increases, Huff pointed out « 


In Nebraska 704 mobile homes were 


sold during the first half of 1976, accor- 
ding to the latest State Health Dept 
figures 
While statistics are not 


available for modulars for the same time 
period, the Health Dept reports 298 were 
sold so far in 1977 It was not known how 
many of these units stayed in the »tate 


Huff doesn t look at these figures as 


representing a boom 'But business is 
good,' he said 


Persons in the industry and those that 


inspect the homes are quick to point out 
that modular homes are equal to site- 
built homes 


A 2x4 is a 2x4 and an assembly line is 


just more efficient,' Tom Gartner of 
Gartner Homes on West 0 St, explained 


You just take the standard house and 


apply the Henry Ford assembly line 
procedure with controlled conditions and 
you pass the reduction in cost on to the 
customer 


' There is absolutely no different 


between the modular and the conven- 
tionally built home, except the modular 
is built in a factory,'' he said 


The mam advantage to manufactured 


homes comes when someone wants to 
put up a single home in a rural area 


' When you get out in the Sandhills'and 


you want somebody to come build you a 
house — they 11 just laugh at you," Huff 
said 


Bob Peterson of Peterson Construction 


Co , which holds a franchise for Wassau 
Homes, said that "even though on site 
operations may look inefficient, a well 
organized one is still competitive, par- 
ticularly in a tract situation 
However, 


•he said, manufactured housing will make 
a steady gain, mainly in rural areas, 
where it is cheaper to put up a Wausau- 
type home because of the shortage of 
construction labor 


Costs are definitely a plus feature of 


manufactured homes Whereas site built 
homes run about $23 50 a square foot on 
the national average mobiles run about 
$12 74 and modulars about $15-$19 All 
figures exclude the land costs and mobile 
and modulars include appliances 


But the financing angle gets tricky 


Mobiles, because of their history of 
depreciating instead of increasing m 
value, are usually treated as personal 


property by financial institutions State 
law sets a maximum of 12 years on 
mobile home loans explained Gene Uher 
of State Federal Savings and Loan Assn 
which made more than $1 million in such 
loans during May and will probably hit 
$10 million for the year 


But the trend is changing as tight 


housing markets and more durable 
homes start forcing mobile homes to ap 
preciate in value Uher said 


He said there are efforts in the state

approved bill now before the Senate

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Homebuilding boom is on in Lincoln

'.; A cold, lonely frame casts its eerie 
; shadow in the late afternoon sun announ- 
;cing to all that it soon will become a 
- house, and then a home. 
I The sight is a familiar one in Lincoln 
today. Homebuilding has reached a 
fevered pitch. 


In Lincoln, building permits issued for 


single family homes during the first five 
months of this year totalled 596, up 33 
over the same period last year, said 
Chuck Brazie, executive vice president 
of the Lincoln Homebuilders Assn. 


-What's happening here is part of a 


. nationwide homebuilding boom. Experts 
; predict that two million dwelling units, 
• 1.4 million homes alone, will go up this 
year, the most since 1972. 


Lincoln has nearly reached its eastern- 


most boundaries and builders now are 
tilling pockets in that sector of the city. 
Northeast Lincoln has almost reached 
the ridge line beyond which expansion is 
prohibited 
until the year 2000. One 


builder expects south Lincoln to reach its 
limit within eight years. 


Most new activity is in south, 


southwest and northwest Lincoln, with 
Some in the northeast. 


Builders and developers insist that 


Lincolnites are ready to consider homes 
outside the south, southeast and east sec- 
tions of the city, for years the high de- 
mand areas. 


The newer developments are more 


centrally located, closer to people's 
places of work and have easy access to 
downtown and Gateway shopping, 
developers say. 


A l t h o u g h developments to the 


southwest and northwest are gaining 
acceptance, one builder says that 
prospective buyers aren't buying where 
they want. 


Many are being forced to the west, 


says Dan Cuda of Village Manor Estates, 


a southwest Lincoln development of 43 
homes ranging from about $35,000 to $45,- 
000. Lincolnites "don't want to live" in 
the newer areas "but, 
due to the 


economics, they have to." 


Lots in east, south and southeast Lin- 


coln cost from $10,000 to $12,500 and up; 
those in newer, west areas now go for 
$6,500 to $8,000. a savings of $50 to $60 a 
month on the mortgage payment, Cuda 
said. 


Most homes constructed in the 


northwest and southwest are in the me- 
dian price range, $30,000 to $50,000. 


New developments in west Lincoln in- 


clude Landon's addition, 
21st 
and 


S u p e r i o r : the Highlands, near 
Kawasaki; Northwest Territory, NW 1st 
and Adams; Coddington Heights, Cod- 
dington and W. South St. In addition, 
builder-developer Hub Hall expects con- 
struction to begin next year in Green 
Prairie Heights, west of Arnold Heights. 


New building activity in south Lincoln 


includes Seven Oaks at 27th and Old 
Cheney Rd., and Rolling Hills, near 14th 
and Pine Lake Rd. 


One builder said that savings and loan 


institutions estimate there are more

than 600 unsold new homes on the 
market. 


Builders don't want that kind of inven- 


tory. 


"I've made some mistakes" building 


on speculation," Hall said. "I have had 
as many as 45 on inventory. That's too 
many. It costs too much to hold them." 


Some builders are more comfortable 


building lower priced homes on specula- 
tion. 


"We don't have as many spec homes in 


the higher prices," said Bob Rentfro of 
Crestwood Homes. "We feel the market 
is limited, quite limited, in the higher 
priced home. There are only so many 
$75,000 buyers. But there are a lot in the 
$39,000 range that haven't found a 
home." 


Lending institutions and realtors also 


are getting into the action, primarily to 
diversify, he said. Many builders now 
can handle every aspect of the home 
market — from developing through 
building and selling and financing. 


There is the potential, during boom 


times, for "fly by night" operators to 
build homes and make a quick buck, 
Brazie said. As a result Nebraska 
homebuilders are pushing for legislation 
requiring builders to be licensed, he said. 


However, most builders in Lincoln are 


"high quality, high integrity" people, 
Brazie said. 


And many are developing a social con- 


science. 


Most "contractors are becoming more 


and more enlightened (that) what's good 
for the community is good for them" 
said John Maxwell of Belmont Construc- 
tion Co. 


Prospective buyers in the Highlands 


are provided maps of planned develop- 
ment, including school, parks, shopping 
centers and industry, in addition to 
copies of the "declaration of covenants, 
conditions and restrictions," developer 
Joel Katleman said. 


Homeowners also are urging 


developers to help them protect their in- 
vestments. 


Hall has made an agreement with the 


Kahoa Neighborhood Assn. not to allow 
high-traffic business — fast food . 
restaurant, service station or carwash — 
on the corner of 70th and Adams. 


A sign on the corner lot proclaims his 


intentions to all who pass by. "No one 
living there (Hallcrest) and no one 
moving in will not know there will be 
commercial development on that corner 
and what it's going to consist of," Hall 
explained. 


"We want to be as good neighbors as 


we can." he said. "It's good for builders 
and developers — rather than having 
neighbors be surprised about what's 
happening — to let them know well in ad- 
vance" what's in the offing regarding 
commercial development, apartments 
or townhouses."

remodeling." Hall said. "If 
they have a new home, they 
can move right in." 


Mrs. Kay Luthan, 501 Haver- 


ford Dr.. said the main reason 
she anil her husband Fred 
decided to remodel was 
because their present location 
offered a nearby school and 
park for their four children. 


The Luthans recently cut 


away the roof of their house to 
expand it from four bedrooms 
to six. 


Satisfaction with the present 


location also convinced Mrs. 
Alice Majerus and her husband

"We're very happy in this 


neighborhood," she said. 


The Majeruses have im-

Majerus said they did not do 
the work themselves because 
they did not have time to do the 
major jobs.

customers, she said. But she 
added that they get many calls 
asking lor recommended con- 
tractors. 


Doty said do-it-yourselfers 


run into trouble because 
they're not aware of the 
building codes. 


He said employing a contrac- 


tor can be cheaper because he 
can get lower rates for 
materials and for a plumber or 
electrician. He also said people 
run into trouble when they 


don't know how to use the 
materials they buy. 


Bob Lockwood, remodeling 


superintendent of Tartan 
Construction Co., said do-it- 
yourself quality doesn't com- 
pare to professional. He said 
some people start building 
when they don't know how to 
do what they want. 


"So many people get the job 


half-way done and never finish 
it," he said, adding that they 
often live with it that way. 


.Building permits often are 


forgotten by the amateur 
builder also, he said. 


Building permits are needed 


for any kind of addition or 
remodeling. The cost is pro- 
rated on the amount of the 
total construction cost. For in- 
stance, a permit on $1,000 of 
construction costs $6.50 and for 
every $2,000 after that $2.50 is 
added. 


Depending on the construc- 


tion, a new room costs for $55 
to S75 a square foot, Lockwood 
said. 


The cost of construction 


materials and labor increased 
8.9% during the last year, 
reports they McGraw-Hill In- 
formation Systems Co. in New 
York. However, home im- 
provement financing has not 
increased.

Federal. State Federal and 
First Federal — recorded 
about $65 million in mortgages 
during the first five months of 
1977, King noted. 


"Getting $65 million in 


savings in those five months is 
going to be pretty tough," King 
said. "It's just not going to 
happen." 


Going to the home loan bank 


costs more than lending from 
local deposits, King said, but 
that's not what has driven In- 
terest rates up a notch. King 
said actions of the government 
— particularly the Federal 
Reserve Board — have pushed 
rates upward. 


Home buyers are borrowing 


not only in the face of higher 
interest rates, but spiraling 
construction costs as well. 


The 
typical 
L i n c o l n 


mortgage, says Joyce Hoff, 
State Federal assistant vice 
president, "now unfortunately 
is in the high 30s" or into the 
$40,000 bracket. "It's kind of 
sad." 


Many buyers are lightening 


the down payment load by get- 
ting mortgages insured by the 
Mortgage Guarantee In- 
surance Corp., she said. 


• 
On insured mortgages, she 


said, S&Ls are allowed to loan 
90% of the purchase price or 
value of the property, rather 
than the conventional 80% 
limit. 


That would cut the down pay- 


ment on a $60,000 home from 
$12.000 down to $6,000, and the 
buyer does not have to qualify 
for Federal Housing Authority 
or Veterans Administration 
loans, the most popular low- 
interest, low down payment 


mortgage offerings. 


Few people look at the 


sticker price of a home in 
deciding whether to buy, Mrs. 
Hoff said. 


"Not loo many stay in the' 


home for the full term of the 
loan," she said. "If they still 
can afford the greater monthly 
payments, they start looking 
for a new home again." 


Officials also think in- 


creasing numbers of persons 
are buying homes as a hedge 
against inflation. 


With a 1070 down payment 


and 970 interest, a buyer pays 
about $290 a month on a 
mortgage on a $40,000 house.' 
Assuming a 5% inflation rate, 
ihe -same house would cost 
more than $65,000 ten years 
from now, and the buyer's 
monthly mortgage 
payment 


would be about $472. That's a 
$182-a-month penalty 
for 


waiting 10 years to buy a home. 
And the difference would be 
even greater if inflation ran at, 
say, 7%. 


Ring of Commercial Federal 


predicts area lending in- 
stitutions "are going to be 
capable of meeting demand, at 
about the same price." 


Even if housing costs con- 


tinue to rise, experts say, 
Americans will continue to do 
all thev can to own a home.

Water plays important landscaping role 


"Water — clear — cool —

)f the National Bureau of Standards in- 
volved an uninsulated, 22-year-old home 
n Gailhersburg, Md They tried a vane- 
y of insulation products, to find out 
«hich ones save the most fuel dollars. 


Results were monitored with infrared 


)hotos 


A fuel-cost savings of 52% was 


achieved on the one-story frame home, a 
ranch design 


A full 24% of the savings came from 


the installation of storm windows; the 
window area was about 16% of the 
exposed wall area. The storm windows 
alone were almost equivalent to all other 
insulation used. 


Insulating the walls resulted in a 


further 15% savings, floor insulation 8%, 
and ceiling insulation 5%. 


Insulated floors? 
Floors above unheated areas — crawl 


spaces, garages and basements — can be 
insulated for increased comfort. 


Why do some apparently well- 


insulated homes end up with high energy 
posts7 


In a couple of words: sloppy 


workmanship. A poor job of installing in- 
sulation, failure to caulk cracks around 
window or door frames and inadequate 
weatherstnppmg can rob you of tremen- 
dous amounts of energy. 


Some tubes of caulking compound and 


weather stripping items could, in short, 
be one of your best penny-for-penny in- 
vestments. 


"I'd weatherstrip first, then think 


about the insulation," said Tom Arkfeld, 
chief applications engineer for Lincoln 
Electric System. 


"Wmtery air streaming in can 


exchange all the warm air in a home in 
one heck of a hurry. It's the reverse in 
the summer," he continued. 


A recent Consumer Reports article 


agrees that "a great deal of heat can be 
lost from an otherwise well-insulated 
house through air leaks . " 


It suggested caulking first then 


weatherstrippmg the gaps, to reduce 
winter heat loss and summer heat gam. 


"You'll also eliminate uncomfortable 


drafts," it continued "(Those drafts, by 
the way, often signal that weatherstnp- 
pmg is needed ) 


"Other bonuses: weatherstrippmg 


helps keep soot, dust and other airborne 
contaminants out of the house. It 
cushions the bang of a smartly closed 
window or door, and it may even stop 
doors and windows from rattling in a 
sharp wind." 


An item that's been around several 


years but which just seems to be coming 


into its own is the roof or gable exhaust 
fan that's turned on by a thermostat, 
typically when the attic air reaches 85°. 


The manufacturers claim it's impor- 


tant to reduce that attic heat But Clancy 
Woolman, marketing director for 
Cengas, says that such a fan "doesn't 
really save much energy ... you pay to 
run the fan, don't you? If you have six in- 
ches of ceiling insulation, you don't need 
one " 


Arkfeld has his doubts too "Those fans 


are controversial, that's why we're 
doing a two-year study on several houses 
to find out if they're effective and really 
save energy 


"Many houses already have free ven-' 


Illation — the louvers under eaves and 
stationary roof vents. But if you can't put 
those on your house, I'd say go to exhaust 
fan " 


If in doubt about such fans — Arkfeld 


suggests putting the same dollars into 
more attic insulation. 


If there's already an attic exhaust fan 


in your house, you might consider this 
idea. 


Rewire it so that it's controlled by a 


handy wall switch. 


In the cool of the evening, open the 


windows for cross ventilation. 


Turn the furnace fan to a constant- 


operation setting. 


Turn on the attic fan. 
Then turn on ceiling exhaust fans in 


baths and your kitchen. It's certainly a 


And 
way to get sidle air moving, 
remember, moving air cools 


There is one problem with the idea If 


it's a humid day, you're bringing all that 
moisture into the house — something 
which an air conditioning unit would 
have to battle the next day 


Bids will be your best bet 


If you plan to insulate a home 


that's never been insulated, take the 
time to get bids It could save you 
hundreds of dollars. 


This especially applies to in- 


sulating exterior walls — a project 
which even the handiest do-it- 
yourselfer can't tackle 


Insulating material, whether it's 


cellulose, mineral or urcthane 
foam, must be blown into wall 
cavities by a firm which has the 
specialized equipment 


Bids were received recently on in- 


sulating the exterior walls of a one- 


story Lincoln home that's more than 
50 years old 


The owner stipulated the walls of 


the 1,344 square-foot homes were to 
be insulated up to the standard of 
most new homes 


The bids — including insulation — 


ranged from $353 to $998 (the top 
figure was said to be a special 
"discounted price") 


In four years, possibly even three, 


the owner figures he'll have saved 
enough on heating and air con- 
ditioning to return him the low bid of 
$353.

louse that has no insulation in

The soiid foam insulation 


also is being widely used in 
basements where moisture 
might be a problem, much of 
this insulation is impervious to 
water, notes Bryan Beckler, on 
the office staff at Sutherland 
Lumber 


Foam - 
impregnated 


sheathing is proving popular 
with builders, says Bob 
Wiechert, sales manager at 
Pauley Lumber. It's replacing 
the asphalt-coated sheathing 
that's more commonly placed 
just below a home's siding 


A new urethane foam sealant 


is available in aerosol cans. It 
is said to be effective in 
preventing air and moisture in- 
filtration around windows and 
doors, beneath still plates and 
through joints and cracks in 
framing. 


'•Quite a few builders are 


going ahead on their own and 
putting the 12-inch ceiling and 
six-inch (exterior) wall in- 
sulation," Wiechert continued. 


While Beckler thinks the 


builder is more likely to offer 
thicker insulation to the buyer 
as an extra-cost option, he says 
emphatically that the con- 
sumer is much more conscious 
of products that may cut his 
utility bills 


"It's hard to keep a lot of 


things like attic fans, caulking, 
ueathcrslripping and some 


types of insulation in stock 


"Right now being a supplier 


or installer of these products is 
definitely a good business to be 
in " 


Triple glazing of windows 


(removable storm panels in- 
stalled over insulating glass) is 
increasingly being used on 
homes in locations which have 
winters as severe as Lincoln 
The third panel increases the 
insulating value of such win- 
dows by more than 357°, ^he 
manufacturers claim. 


Ellis McKay, sales manager 


for the SealRite Windows plant 
in Lincoln, says that use of the 
storm panel to achieve triple 
glazing is "a big item in the 
Minnesota market but is just 
starting to catch on in the 
Plains area " 


It's the sale of insulated 


casement windows that have 
really taken off for SealRite. 
he said. About two-thirds of all 
its casement windows now use 
insulated glass. 


During 1973, before utility 


bills became a major factor in 
the ability of a person to own a 
home, about 20rr of SealRite's 
window sales involved in- 
sulated glass. For the six- 
month period that ended May 
31. about 46ro of all its window 
sales had insulated glass. 


SealRite is also marketing 


bronze-colored reflective glass 
panels that the manufacturer- 
says can cut the solar heat load 
on home air conditioning by up 
to half They're installed like 
storm windows.

A warm, comfortable home 


next January depends on what 
you do between now and 
winter, the National Better 
Heating-Cooling Council 
warns And it offers a check 
list on things you should be 
doing. 


Work from the ground up, 


advises the Council. Walk 
around the house and look for 
cracks in the foundation walls. 
If you find any, seal them with 
cement or steel wool Either 
way you'll keep out drafts and 
any mice who may be looking 
for a warm winter haven. 


Windows, doors and shingles 


come next Replace any loose 
caulking around doors and win- 
dows There are new sealants 
on the market which are easy 
to apply with or without a 
special caulking gun. 


As for the shingles, replace 


any that are broken or missing 
— both roof shingles and 
siding, tack any that are loose, 
check flashing. 


Check over gutters and 


leaders. Make sure they are 
sound, attached properly, and 
clear of debris. If you've had 
trouble with icy buildup in the 
past, you might want to install 
a heating wire to keep ice from 
forming 


Now^ for the indoors Is your 


home insulated7 An adequate- 
ly insulated house will be 
warmer in winter and cooler in 
summer — and insulation is a 
big factor in reducing fuel 
bills. 


If there is no insulation, it is 


strongly recommended that 
you have some installed at 
least in the attic Because heat 
rises, insulation in the attic 
will prevent it from escaping 
immediately. There are ways, 
also, to have insulation blown 
into sidewalls. 


If doors and windows rattle 


and let the breezes in, in- 
vestigate the numerous 
weatherstrippmg 
products 


available for do-it-yourself in- 
stallation. And consider storm 
windows and doors if these are 
not already in place 


Finally comes the heating 


system itself Whether you 
have hydromc (modern hot 
water), warm air or an elec- 
tric resistance system, basic 
maintenance is required. If 
you're not sure of yourself, this 
is the place for professional 
maintenance. 


Hydromc systems should be 


checked for adjustment of con- 
trols A few drops of oil may be 
needed in the circulator. If oil 
'or gas-fired, the burners 
should be adjusted and the 
chimney cleaned. Baseboard 
heating panels and radiators 
should be cleaned and dusted 


In homes heated with forced 


warm air systems, the motor 


and blower should be oiled, and 
the belt drive adjusted or 
replaced if necessary 
The 


filter and all registers should 
be cleaned and dusted The 
controls should be checked 
Again, oil or gas-fired burners 
should be adjusted and the 
chimneys cleaned. If there is a 
humidifier, the water supply 
should be on and the humidifier 
in good working order 


If the house has electric 


resistance heating, make sure 
there are no breaks in the 
wiring and check the controls 
in each room. All heating units 
should be clean. Dust, if 
allowed to accumulate, can be 
an effective insulator Inside a 
heating unit, it can prevent 
much of the heat from getting 
into the room where it is 
needed 


Whatever the system, make 


sure all thermostats are in 
good working order so they 
w i l l 
keep 
a 
desired 


temperature level One impor- 
tant aspect here is to make 
sure thermostats are located 
correctly 


If the> are mounted on "out- 


side" or ' cold ' walls, they 
may record low temperatures 
and call for heat constantly, 
keeping the room too warm. 
On the other hand, if they are 
put in a normally warm room, 
such as the kitchen, or near a 
radiator, lamp, television set, 
or in a place exposed to 
sunlight, they will show high 
temperatures and not call for 
heat at all, keeping the house 
cold The most desirable ther- 
mostat location is on an in- 
tenor wall, away from any 
source of heat or cold

As much as half of that 


energy can be lost through 
ceilings, windows and walls if 
there isn't adequate insulation 
or winter-proofing, it pointed 
out. 


And if a home is heated by 


gas. MRI said, as much as 35"r 
of Ihc space heating energy is 
vented out of the bouse through 
a flue. 


MRI said Ibc second major 


source of energy consumption 
in the borne is water beating, 
accounting for about 16% of an- 
nual energy consumption A 
low water temperature setting 
would help here, MRI .said. 


Energy consumption by an 


oven-range accounts for about 
.Y> of energy usage in the 
home, MRI said, followed by 
lighting at about 4«.

The great outdoors can be 


made even more so by conver- 
ting some of the little used land 
surrounding a home into an 
outdoor room. An outdoor 
room offers additional living 
space by expanding a home 
beyond the confinement of its 
walls.

A small fire in the home can 


emphasize the enormous job of 
protecting the family from 
fire's big killer, smoke inhala- 
tion. 


That was one woman's 


experience when she froze at 
the sight of thiee-foot-high 
flames leaping from a frying 
pan and licking her cupboards. 


"It all happened so fast. I 


had forgotten about the oil in 
the pan and had left the room 
for only a few seconds. What if 
I had taken a nap — I shiver 
when I think of the heavy 
smoke and oily webs that were 
left on the ceiling within that 
few 
m i n u t e s before 
I 


smothered the fire." 


Now she wants a fire alarm 


and asks how you choose one. 
Which type is best? How long 
do they last? 


These questions were put to 


Jim Miller, president of Inter- 
matic, makers of many kinds 
of home security devices and 
several kinds of smoke alarms 
that are "not different from 
others that also have the UL 
(Underwriters Laboratories) 
seal of approval," he says. 


"If you are using one smoke 


alarm — and one would do for 
a house of about 1,000 square 
feet — it is best to put it in the 
stairwell near the bedrooms. 
You must be able to hear it." 


A second alarm could be in- 


stalled in a family room if 
extra protection is needed, he 
advises And some people like 
to put extra ones outside 
sleeping areas that are spread 
out. If there are several stories 
in the house, the alarms could 
be installed at the top of each 
stairway leading to a bedroom. 


Although Miller makes both 


the photoelectric alarm that 
plugs into an outlet and the 
ionization alarm that can be 
put on the ceiling with two 
screws, he uses the ion model 
in his own home at Spring 
Grove, 111., "because it works 
a bit faster and time is impor- 
tant in a fire." Smoke alarms 
give early warning at a time 
when the invisible products of 
combustion are being released 
and even before the smoke or 
smoldering stage. 


The alarm is an irritating, 


beeping whine which should 
disturb even a heavy sleeper. 
And if there is a dog, there will 
be a double alert — most dogs 
howl when the alarm sounds. 


"Unlil a few years ago there 


were only expensive thermal 
sensors that would cost in the 
thousands to install. When a 
fire starts it is not very hot, 
usually, except directly above 
the fire, so a number of these 
sensors would be needed to 
adequately protect a home. 


"The 
ion dual chamber 


smoke 
a l a r m 
was 
a 


technological breakthrough 
because it senses the change in 
the air. You don't need little 


sensors. One smoke alarm can 
do a good job," he explains. 


Fire experts have estimated 


that more than half of all 
deaths from fire are due to 
smoke inhalation, rather than 
to heat and flames, Miller 
points out. In Chicago where 
many big fires have occurred, 
the city council is considering 
legislation that would require 
smoke detectors in apanment 
houses of more than six units. 
There are also alarms that can 
be wired into house voltage 


"It is important to test an 


alarm before it is put on the 
ceiling," Miller cautions. 
"When batteries are low a 
chirping sound will emanate 
from the alarm." Batteries 
should last a year or more. 


Will cigar and pipe smoke 


trigger the alarm7 Probably 
not, Miller says, but if you 
have a smoke-filled room of 
people, you could be in for a lit- 
tle excitement. 


We are coming into an era 


that may open up other low- 
cost protective devices in the 
home, he adds. Miller recently 
became involved in energy 
control devices because he 
believes "the house of the 
future will not have every 
room heated all the time. We 
will heat rooms when we want 
to use them," no different 
perhaps from our colonial 
ancestors who used fireplaces. 
Miller is touting a light-weight 
portable heater — invented by 
an Israeli — that can be 
c a r r i e d 
to rooms for 


supplementary heating or used 
to heat quickly small rooms 
such as bathrooms. His son has 
been experimenting with one 
in his cool college dorm, he 
said.

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No mountains or lakes, but it's friendly 


By Harry Jackson 
Lincoln may be a great place to live, 


but you wouldn't want to visit here - a 
statement that's strange but mostly 
true. 


"Lincoln's got everything but the 


mountains and big lakes of some resort 
areas." said David Wolfin, industrial 
development specialist with the Lincoln 
Chamber of Commerce. 


And even though it's not a vacation 


spot, outsiders rank the city as tops as a 
place to raise a family, hold a job and 
even walk the streets at night in safety. 


A study by the Midwest Research 


Institute of Kansas City, Mo., ranked 
Lincoln third in the nation for livability 
among cities of its size. 


Only LaCrosse, Wis., and Rochester, 


Minn., ranked higher in a list of 95. 


Lincoln got A's in economic, social and 


health and education advantages, a B in 
environment and a C in politics. The 
study didn't give its reasonings on, how it 
rated the categories. 


No. Lincoln's not a resort: The largest 


lake in several miles is comparatively 
small; there are no grand amusement 
parks; you can walk up the highest point 
in the area with little trouble. 


The overall crime rate here is average 


according to 1975 statistics, although the 
rate of violent crimes is much lower 
compared to the nation. 


Lincoln had 5,606.7 crimes per 100,000 


persons listed in the FBI's big seven, 
about 400 above the national average. 
But while the nation averaged 9.6 


murders per 100,000, Lincoln averaged 
only 2.2. 


The city had 4,104.6 thefts over $50 


while the national average was 2.804.8. 
But there were only 45.5 robberies and 
199.3 aggravated assaults while the na- 
tion averaged 218.2 and 227.4 respective- 
ly. 


In short, you're more likely to have 


something stolen from you in secret than 
be robbed at gunpoint here. 


One dark spot is that Lincoln averaged 


28.2 forcible rapes while the national 
average was 26.3. But rapes usually run 
higher in college towns. And with 24 
home-office insurance companies and 
the state government the number^of 
single women clerical workers is higher 
than normal. 


At the last census, there were 5,000 


more women in Lincoln than men. 


Wolvin said taxes in Lincoln were hard 


to compare to other cities although 
they're neither higher nor much lower 
than anywhere else on the average. 


Now that you're a safe streetwalker, 


you're probably looking for something to 
do — amusement. 


There are numerous drinking places 


although none that can really be called 
swanky. But if you're into the more 
civilized fun the family entertainment 
picture is good. 


Lincoln has about 4,640 acres divided 


between 58 city parks. Also, city or- 
dinance requires any subdivision being 
built must include a certain percentage 
of land for green space. 


There are nearly 40,000 seats worth of 


public entertainment facilities here not 
counting the football stadium, 12 golf 
courses, six bowling alleys with a total of 
106 lanes, 20 public tennis courts, and 
NCAA and small college sports 
programs underway here constantly. 


After you've played, you may need to 


ask forgiveness and there's ample space 
offered for that in the city's 163 churches 
spread among 44 denominations and two 
Jewish congregations. 


As for jobs, know how to do something 


and you'll probably get hired 
somewhere. 


The 1976 average monthly unemploy- 


ment rate was only 4.1%, which has 
dropped to about 3% this year, less than 
half the national average. 


Now that you've decided to stay you'll 


have to find a place to live. If you want to 
buy a house, you may be In for a suprise. 
It costs. 


Housing here runs high, though not as 


high as some of the larger urban areas 
from which many Lincolnites come. 


If you do buy a house, count on the 


valuation increasing virtually hour to 
hour. 


Now you'll need a place to send the 


kids to school. 


Lincoln's school system has a list of 


accreditations as long as your arm and is 
considered high quality. 


The city exceeded 31,000 students 


enrolled in public and private schools. 
There are 49 public schools and 26 
private, including parochiaj and non- 
public schools. 


And if you'd like to talk the brood into 


staying in town to go to college, there are 
three universities and an elaborate com- 
munity college waiting for students. 


Culturally, Lincoln sports a nationally- 


known art gallery at Sheldon as well as 
one other art gallery and two historical 
museums. In addition there are eight 
sources of cultural enterntainment in the 
form of the music and theater arts. 


If you want to take a trip out of Lincoln 


for some reason, there are 23 arrivals 
and 23 departures from the airport — 
which will be increased soon with three 
more Chicago flights — as well as air 
charter service, rail services and buses. 
And, if need be, you can even hitchike out 
on one of four interstate highways into 
the city. 


House roofs need 
tender loving care 


Homeowners frequently take 


their roofs for granted. As long 
as it's seemingly doing Its Job 
of protecting toe bouse and its 
contents against the weather, 
most people don't even think 
about it. 


But the roof, like other 


major elements of a home, 
deserves not only better treat- 
ment but more attention. It 
should be inspected at least 
once a year. Even better, says 
the Asphalt Roofing Manufac- 
turers Association, is a twice a 
year inspection in the Fall and 
Spring; the same time gutters 
and downspouts are checked to 
be sure they are free of leaves 
or other debris. 


The association recommends 


that roof inspections be con- 
ducted from the ground using 
field glasses. Walking on the 
roof is both dangerous and may 
damage the shingles. 


The purpose of these inspec- 


tions is to look for signs of 
damage or aging. Signs of old 
age include curled, cracked or 
broken shingles, which in- 
dicate the roof has dried out 
and become brittle. 


If the roof has been on the 


bouse for several years, it's a 
good idea to check for signs of 
leaks from the attic, using a 
flashlight; look for water 
stains or tiny shafts of light 


from outdoors. 


Best of all. try to determine 


the age of the present roof. A

roof of standard shingles, 15 
years old or older, is probably 
ready to be replaced.

an on the roof inspection. Not

Proof of improvement cuts 
gain tax on sale of home

So your children arc grown 


and you plan lo sell your home 
and move into smaller 
quarters, but that house you 
bought for $10,000 thirty years 
ago is now worth $60,000.-What 
do you do about the $50,000 
capital gain you'll realize if 
you sell? 


The Nebraska Society of Cer- 


tified Public Accountants has a 
number of suggestions. 


First of all, they say, are you 


sure your cost basis is only 
$10,000? You can add to what 
you paid for the house all 
expenses incurred in acquiring 
it, including legal fees, title 
search and title insurance 
costs, brokers' commissions, 
survey and appraisal fees. 


Also, go back through your 


records and see if you can't 
find evidence of capital im- 
provements you have made, 
which would increase the basis 
and thus reduce the capital 
gain. A capital improvement is 
any permanent change that in- 
creases the value of the 
property. It includes not only 
Such things as added rooms, 
dormers, .central air con- 
ditioning and the closing in of a 
porch, but also new walks, 
driveways, storm windows, in- 
sulation and landscaping. 


U you don't have receipts or 


canceled checks to substan- 
tiate improvements made 
years ago, perhaps the records 
can be reconstructed with old 
photographs or testimony of 
neighbors. 
Improvements 


made with your 'own labor 
can't be added to the cost 


basis, except for what you paid 
for materials. 


In addition to raising the 


basis, don't overlook anything 
that will bring down the 
adjusted sales price. This 
would include not only fees 
paid to brokers and lawyers 
but also the costs of adver- 
tising the house and any "fix- 
up" costs incurred during the 
90 days preceding the signing 
of the sales contract. 


A second suggestion is to 


delay the sale of the house until 
after reaching age 65, for then 
the profit on the first $35,000 of 
the adjusted sales price is 
exempt from capital gain tax. 
Only one member of the couple 
has to be 65 for both to qualify 
for this exemption. 


Also; if in selecting smaller 


quarters you have a choice 
between renting and buying, it 
might be wise to buy, since 
that way at least part of the 
tax on your capital gain is 
deferred. (Until recently it

was possible in some cases to 
avoid the capital gain tax on 
appreciated value by leaving 
the home to one's heir, but the 
1976 Tax Reform Act ended 
that provision.) 


To defer a capital gain lax on 


a home sale by reinvesting, the 
replacement home must be 
purchased within a specified 
interval, so careful liming of 
the sale and acquisition of the 
replacement is essential. 


• 
YOU might also want to make 


the sale fall during a year in 
which you realize capital 
losses, so these can be used to 
offset part of the gain. In other 
words, if you have been holding 
stocks or other assets that 
have fallen in value, the year' 
in which you sell your house 
might be the time to get rid of 
them. 


Another possible way to 


reduce the capital gain tax is 
to make the sale of the house 
an installment sale,.since tax 
is due only on the gain made 
during eacfy tax year. The tax 
on $10,000 a year for the next 
five years is less than-the tax 
on $50,000 in one year. And if 
the installment sale delays 
realization of the gain until 
after retirement, when your in- 
come and tax brackets are 
.lower, so much the better. 


To qualify as an installment 


sale for tax purposes, no more 
than 30% of the price may be 
paid during the first year. 


If, after following one or 


more of these suggestions, you 
still end up with a bundle o 
taxable income, the CPAs 
offer still another way to hole 
down the tax: income 
averaging. If you are eligible 
this lets you spread the income 
over five years, which reduces 
the tax rate. 


And if you are still unahppy 


with your tax prospects, this 
final suggestion: many retiree 
couples, instead of selling the 
old homestead, convert it into 
an investment by renting it to 
others, 
which 
makes 


maintenance expenses anc 
depreciation tax deductible. 
Unlike salary or wages, renta 
income does not diminish 
Social Security benefits.

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Heat pump-making comeback 
with its double energy punch 


HEAT 


Shown above are the cooling cycle of a heat pump 
(top) and the heating cycle (bottom). Two types of 
heat pumps are used in homes — room units and 
central system units. Designed for window, 
through-the-wall and free-standing installation, 
room units discharge warm and cool air directly 
into the conditioned area (one or two rooms). Cen- 
tral units can heat and cool a whole house. 


The somewhat confusingly- 


namcd "heat pump" is making 
a strong comeback, spurred by 
the winter of 77 which did for 
heating fuel what the gasoline 
crunch did for gas prices. 


Reason: The heat pump 


offers energy savings over con- 
ventional electric heating 
systems at a time when more 
and more homes are being 
powered by electricity. And, 
despite its name, the heat 
pump can cool as well as heat 
your home, providing year- 
round comfort in a single 
heating-cooling package. 


What's a heat pump? 
A little over-simplified, it is 


an air conditioner that can be 
reversed. In summer, it pulls 
heat out of the air inside a 
house; in winter it pulls heat 
out of the outside -air and 
pumps it into the house. A 
typical unit sits on a slab out- 
side the house walls; the only 
attachments it needs inside are 
a (Tooling-heating coil and 
ducts to carry warm or cool air 
through the rooms. 
• It isn't a new idea — actual- 
ly, heat pumps (or "reverse 
cycle air conditioners") have 
been on the market for more 
than 25 years, and more than a 
million of them are now in ser- 
vice throughout the U.S. But 
early models developed a lot of 
troubles — and got a poor im- 
age as a result. Problems in- 


cluded not enough knowledge 
of the stresses to which sealed 
parts were subjected; the ac- 
tion of refrigerants in the 
reversed cycle; and lack of 
trained personnel. Until a few 
years ago, heat pumps were 
sold primarily in mild climate 
areas of the U.S. 


Most of these troubles have 


been solved over the years — 
with better equipment, better 
controls, more experience and 
understanding. The addition of 
a small heater to supplement 
the inside coil can overcome 
effects of quite harsh outsidf 
temperatures, for example, so 
that heat pumps can function 
•well in almost any climate. 


Rapidly rising costs of con- 


ventional fuels like oil and 
natural gas have of course 
helped the economics of the 
heat 
p u m p 
— 
w h i c h 


doesn't need "fuel" at all, 
but does use electricity to run 
its fans and compressor. 
Installation costs are still 
somewhat higher than gas or 
oil fired, or electric resistance 
heating systems. But operating 
economies appear to more 
than makte up for 
this 


difference, over a period of 
lime. 


According to the Federal 


Energy Administration, yearly 
energy costs for a heat pump 
system were consistently less 
than for an electric furnace- 


central cooling system, and 
roughly comparable to oil 
heating and central cooling 
systems. 


But, in view of continuing in-, 


creases in costs of gas and oil, 
and definitely limited supplies 
of these materials from 
domestic sources, it seems ob- 
vious that the heat pump will 
come out as most economical 
in a short time. The "fuel" it 
needs is supplied from a cen- 
tral power plant, which can de- 
pend on relatively abundant 
coal, as well as hydro-electric 
and nuclear power, and thus 
should not show the spec- 
tacular price increases that 
other fossil fuels have shown 
and will continue to carry.

For parents whose children have left 


home and for other persons anticipating 
retirement, the prospect of maintaining 
a large home may seem overwhelming. 


Lincolnites over 50 who are ready to 


exchange the familiarity of the old 
homestead for more convenient living, 
may wish to consider a new retirement 
community north of town on 27th St. The 
Tabitha New Community is planned to 
stretch over 300-plus acres from 14th to 
27th Sis. north of Superior St. 


In the Autumnwood section, a few 


s i n g l e - f a m i l y dwellings and 65 
townhuuses already dot the landscape. 
Forty-one condominium units and 100 un- 
its of federally subsidized low-rent 
housing are to be built soon. Eventually 
the area will contain about 2200 living un- 
its. . 


Area residents belong to the Tabitha 


.New Community Neighborhood Assn., 
which collects a monthly fee ($15) and 
provides various services, including 


snow removal and lawn care. Eventually 
the full range of Tabitha services, in- 
cluding Home Health Care, Meals on 
Wheels and Homemakers service, will 
be available. Also proposed is a 
telephone-alert system which will signal 
an on-duty nurse whenever any phone in 
the area is off the hook for more than 60 
seconds. 


Tabitha is a ministry to the aged of the 


Nebraska Synod, Lutheran Church of 
America. 


The recreational attractions of this 


community are many, including a social 
center, tennis court, open-air dance floor 
and picnic gazebo. For gardeners, a 
community plot is plowed yearly for in- 
dividual gardens. An established orchard 
of apple, peach and pear trees forms 
part of the landscape. Fishing 
enthusiasts can amble down to one of two 
ponds which are eventually to be stocked 
with fish. A nine-hole golf course also is 
planned. 


Two Autumnwood pioneers, Otto and 


Dagmar Hoiberg, moved into their two- 
bedroom house at 5501 Cloudburst Lane 
last October. 


When they moved from their two-story 


house in southeast Lincoln which had 
been home for almost 30 years, they .had 
an auction and "sold off enough to fill 
one whole house," Mrs. Hoiberg said. 


"There was no sense of being 


neighborly," she explains about their old 
neighborhood. 


Although they don't have many 


neighbors right now, Mrs. Hoiberg says 
she expects "we'll have much closer 
association with people that we enjoy" 
as the community grows. 


Hoiberg, University of Nebraska- 


Lincoln professor emeritus of sociology, 
still teaches an evening class and works 
part-time for Lincoln's Urban Develop- 
ment Dept. Mrs. Hoiberg is a 
craftswoman who enjoys oil painting, 
Danish count-stitch needlework and 
wood carving. They have four sons, all of 
whom now live in other states.

Their new home is on one level, with a 


stacked washer and dryer tucked away 
in a small utility room off the bedroom 
hallway. This is attractive and spacious 
enough to hold the treasures from their 
overseas travels, which included a two- 
year residence in Turkey. 


Mrs. Hoiberg says she appreciates 


the absence of steps in the home. It is 
well-insulated, she reports, and easy to 
keep warm. 


The Hoibergs enjoy doing lawn and 


garden work, which is one of the reasons 
they chose a house rather than an apart- 
ment or townhouse. Mrs. Hoiberg is nur- 
sing some rose bushes which surround 
the half-circle patio. 


She says she endorses the Tabitha New 


Community philosophy of active retire- 
ment. An employment service offers 
community residents first chance at jobs 
around the community. 


Taking a slightly different approach to 


retirement living, Otto and Edna 
Moeller bought one of 65 townhouses in 
Autumnwood built by Peterson Construc- 
tion Co. 


Five models are available, ranging in 


price from 523,750 to $28,950. All are one- 
level, two-bedroom units, 720 to 920 
square feet in area, with patios and 
separate garages. Doorways 
wide 


enough to accommodate a wheelchair or 
walker, and a minimum of steps are psrt 
of the barrier-free design. 


The townhouses are row houses con- 


nected by common walls, Peterson sales 
manager Larry Ball explained. In- 


Otto and Edna Moeller 


' dividual buildings contain from two to 
four living units. 


Residents own the units plus the land 


upon which they stand, as well as having 
an undivided interest in the common 
areas of the complex. Undivided interest 
means residents hold the common areas 
as a group rather than as individuals. 


The townhouses are all-electric 


homes. The highest electric bill so far 
was in January when one unit's bill was 
$56, Ball said. He estimates the average 
year-round monthly electric till will be 
about $40. 


"We like it very, very much. We 


wouldn't move," Moeller says about 
Tabitha New Community. Retired from 
the Lincoln Police Dept. in 1963, he 
married Edna in 1971. 


Their new home is pleasant, with a 


twittering parakeet, African violets and 
plenty of family photographs gracing the 
living room. Moeller says he enjoys the 
monthly potluck dinners and the com- 
munity garden plot. Mrs. 
Moeller 


attends sewing circles at the community 
social center. 


According to Ball, security is an im- 


portant attribute of this community, 
where "people look after you and you 
look after them." 


Another option for retirement living at 


Autumnwood is a condominium complex 
to be built by Carroll Thompson. The 
three-story brick structure, which will 
cost more than $1 million, will contain 24 
one-bedroom and 17 two-bedroom units. 


Village Manor Construction Co. has 


b u i l t a barrier-free house in 
Autumnwoofl which will be offered for 
sale at $33,500. Nine hundred twelve 
square feet in area, it is an all-electric 
home with a heat pump. 


Electrical outlets have been raised and 


-.light switches lowered from conven-. 
tional heights to enable a person in a 
wheelchair to use them easily. The win- 
dows are low enough for looking outside 
from a seated position. Even the fuse box 
in the attached garage is lowered for 
easy access, and the doors and hallways 
are wide enough for maneuvering in a 
wheelchair or with a walker or cane. 


A one-level, two-bedroom home, it has 


no basement and no steps. The only 
"bump" (about Vz inch) in the place is 
where sliding glass doors lead from the 
kitchen to the backyard patio. 


Dan Cuda, broker-owner of Village 


Manor Construction Co., says mortgages 
are usually easy to obtain for persons' 
nearing retirement age because they 
have built up a good deal of equity in 
their homes, resulting in a high loan to 
value ratio. Often it is necessary to 
borrow only 50% to 60% of the cost of a 
retirement home, he observed. 


Deciding whether to pay off a retire- 


ment home all at once with savings, is 
best decided on an individual basis, Cuda 
said. However, it is often advantageous 
for persons with a good retirement in- 
come to make monthly payments, 
thereby qualifying them for tax deduc-- 
tions.

In an effort to attract as 


many homebuyers as possible, 
some builders are using a 
systems approach to new con- 
struction that helps take some 
of the sting out of inflation By 
combining six wood systems 
in place of conventional con- 
struction, it is possible to 
reduce construction costs by 
more than $500 per house 


Six wood systems, which call 


for the use of western framing 
lumber and meet the FHA s 
Minimum Property Standards, 
the Uniform Building Code and 


other model codes, have been 
thoroughly field tested for 
structural stability, case of in- 
stallation and economy 


In 1970, for example, two 


identically sized houses were 
built One had conventional Ib- 
inch framing, the other 24- 
inch The 24-inch framing 
saved over $200, according to 
the National Association of 
Home Builders' 
Research 


Foundation At todays labor 
and material costs, the savings 
would add up to more than 
$300 


Additional savings in the 


cost of labor and materials are 
possible when window and door 


openings are designed to fit the 
24-inch stud spacing concept 
Because of the module design, 
wiring, insulation and plum- 
bing are easier to install 


Another system calls for the 


construction of an all-weather 
wood foundation, which 
provides a dry insulated base- 
ment or crawl space In 
Maryland, two identical test 
houses were built One had a 
concrete block foundation, the 
other a preservative treated, 
all wood foundation The wood 
foundatioon cost $300 less to 
build 


Depending on location and 


local codes savings of up to 
$J30 lor each new home arc 
also possible with the 


Plcnwood svstem which uses 
the underlluor area as a 
plenum chamber to distribute 


warm or cool air throughout

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Home photo album can brush dust, cobwebs off real estate sales

Buying a home is. for many people, the 


'single, largest, non-business investment in 
their lives. But selling a home today is a lot 
harder because values are higher and buyers 
Imd it more difficult and costly to get 
.mortgage loans. 


That's the sad picture that I've heard late- 


ly from a Inend who has been trying to sell his 
home. The house is buried among other listings 
bv the broker and there have been few 
prospects 


Well, the picture can be brightened con- 


•siderably — thanks to photography. 


I recall the example set by an AP 


photographer, Henry Burroughs, some years 
,jgo when he had difficulty selling his house. 
I'nlnrtuiutely, many ol his neighbors in subur- 
ban Washington, D.C., were in a selling mood 


also. The listing rested in his real estate 
broker's office for months and no prospects 
seemed interested. 


Then Henry, who naturally knows his way 


around a camera, had an idea. He used 
photography as his sales agent and it woke up 
the broker's office, stimulated reactions and 
sold his house within three weeks. 


He did it by photographing the best 


features of his home, inside and out. Then he 
put the prints together to make an attractive 
"House Beautiful Album," a booklet he left 
with real estate agencies. The brochure did its 
own selling. It caught the eye and attention of 
prospective buyers and promoted active in- 
terest in his home while other houses remained 
just a list of addresses. 


The mechanics of making a home album or 


booklet are simple enough. You start by 


photographing the best possible view of the 
house so that anyone seeing it would like to live 
in it. That becomes the cover shot, a full 8 x 10 
inch print. Then you photograph every 
desirable feature in the house or of the 
landscaping that makes it a selling point. 
Leaded glass windows in a setting of fine wood 
paneling; a finished basement or workshop; 
built-in bookshelves; wood-burning fireplace; 
a picture window view of the terrace or patio, 
etc. 


Each photo is printed on part of an 8 x 10 


sheet of paper leaving a blank area for a cap- 
tion or description. Then two finished pages 
are mounted together, back to back, with 
drymount tissue or rubber cement. Finally, the 
pages arc gathered together, in sequence, and 
bound together with a spiral or plastic ring 
binder, a service available from art supply or 


stationery stores. 


The captions can be typewritten and 


rubber cemented directly in place in the blank • 
spaces left for that purpose. They can also be 
done more attractively — and with more effort 
— the way Henry did it by double-printing each 
print first for the photograph and secondly for 
the caption. 


He started by typing all the captions on one 


sheet of paper, allowing trimming space • 
around each one. Then he copied all the type on 
Kodalilh film, an extreme contrast film which 
makes black, and white prints. 


The next step was to expose the 


photographs on each sheet of paper, masking 
off the area for the captions.. Each sheet was 
marked and numbered to identify, the top of the 
paper and the subject. Henry exposed six 
sheets of paper for each page because he 


planned to distribute six booklets. 
. 


After the sixth sheet of each page, the 


•photo negative was removed from the enlarger 
and replaced with the Kodalith negative of the 
caption. This was exposed in its allotted space 
with the photo part of the print masked. Then 
the -double-exposed prints were processed to 
reveal the combined 'printing of photos and 
captions. The results were neat, legible and at- 
tractive. 


The idea of a "House Beautiful Album" to 


sell a home can be'used by camera fans 
everywhere, not only when it comes to their 
own homes but as a part-time activity. It 
should interest real estate brokers or in- 
dividual property owners trying to sell their 
homes. 


It proves again that photography, like 


charity, begins at home.

As the costs of fossil fuels rise, Americans are warming 


to the use of solar power for reducing their energy bills 


But while Ole Sol s rays look promising as the energy 


source of the future, solar advocates still cannot assure you 
the moon and the stars at bill-paying time 


Interest in solar power has zoomed in recent years with 


each new rise in traditional heating method costs Pollution- 
free, virtually endless, man s oldest source of power would 
seem to be the most desirable 


However, befo™ racing out and purchasing a new solar 


heating unit, the wise buyer will shop around before commit- 
ting large amounts of dollars to some of the new devices that 
have appeared on the market 


According to federal officials, a well-designed solar 


space heating system for a home with 1,200-1,500 square feet 
of floor space could cost from $8,000 to $10,000. 


In return for that amount, the sun could supply between 


half and three fourths of the energy needed to heat the home, 
they slate 


Ot course, cost will vary depending on the climate, type 


of structure, and the personal demands placed upon the 
svstem by the home s occupants 


Dick Bourne of the University of Nebraska Construction 


Management Studies office, notes that for city-dwellers, the 
success of solar heating at present can,probably be 
measured best m energy conserved than in actual dollars 
saved 


For older homes in city areas, he said, the installation of 


dollar eliicient solar space heaters may still be a few years 
awav 


' It s hard to pay off by conventional economics 
most 


homes jusl don I have fuel bills that high," he fbserved 


Bourne added that some forecasters believe that the real 


economic advantage of solar heating will be realized as the 
demand for solar heating increases and mass production 
brings down the price of essential components 


But he explained all structures, whether large or small, 


require the same basic equipment such as condensers and 
water storage tanks As a result, he said, the use of solar 
heating at present appears more promising for apartment 
houses than private dwellings

city dwellers may be years away, solar heating for rural 
dwellers, or wherever natural gas is not available, might be 
feasible now 


Bourne also said solar heating becomes increasingly 


feasible where solar technology can be included in the total 
energy design of a new home He said new dwellings can 
take advantage of "passive" solar heating — the efficient 
use of the sun without equipment 


For example, the home's southern exposure can be con- 


structed with large windows that let in sunlight for light and 
warmth The sunny south side is also well-insulated so that 
heat can be kept out during the summer, thereby reducing 
air-conditioning demands 


In contrast, the other three sides of the home contain, 


few, if any, energy-costly exposures A well-insulated home, 
of course, will drop energy demands even further, he added 


While a total solar energy package may not be presently 


feasible for most city homes, Bourne suggested that some 
solar-powered devices may be economical 


For instance, the year-round hot water demands of a

Pardo, president of American 
Solar King Corp of Waco - 


The system, designed for 


new homes, uses electricity 
only to pump water through 14

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Diamond Bell model home triples in value since 60s 


By Gene Kelly 
The house at 4020 So. 35th in 


Lincoln, and ones like it, broke 
through some barriers when 
they were built in the early 
1960s. 


At a selling price of $21,000, 


including lot, the "Diamond 
Bell" model was the show 
home of its day. 


"$20,000 was a psychological 


hurdle, like $100,000 is now," 
recalls Clarence Krueger, who 
built his model by the dozens. 
"You jusl didn't pay more. 


"Lincoln was a red-brick, 


white-trim, 
full-basement 


town. And you just didn't break 
that lormula," he continued. 


The families of the baby- 


boom era were clamoring for 
more space, however. 


The Diamond Bell didn't 


have the built-in obsolescence 
of a Iwo-bedroom floor plan in 
a threc-or-four child per fami- 
ly life style. 


The Diamond was a popular 


model — one of the first in Lin- 
coln to have an attached double 
garage, Ki baths, a formal 


o£ 8 B B -% \

dining room and the inevitable 
full basement. It was an ail- 
bnck. " squarish" house — a 
three-bedroom that had about 
1.350 sq.ft. on the upper level 
and aboul 800 in the basement. 


The model wasn't especially 


profitable 
for 
builders. 


Krueger says. "Intense com- 
petition by contractors kept 
the m a r g i n s l i m , " he 
explained. 


What was the profit margin? 


"A goal of 5% then, and now, is 
realistic, but for some reason 
we had a number of 1 lo 37o 
profit years," Krueger said. 
"That's one reason the buyer 
got so much for his money." 


Twenty one thousand dollars 


was considered a lot of money 
then, but it was a lot of house, 
he said. 


"Anybody who bought one in 


1963 or '64, and who still owns 
it, has got himself quite a 
bargain. 


"It's worth three times what 


he paid for it." 


As a matter of fact, the 


home at 4020 So. 35th was sold 
recently for $59,500. It's only 
had three owners. 


An Almost-identical house on 


the corner of 33rd and 
Loveland Drive sold the other 
day for $54,600. 


Krueger sees an almost fun- 


ny irony in these prices: "I'm 
building a home today with 
similar square footage for $58,- 
000. 


"The Diamond Bell is selling 


above its replacement cost... 
that's fantastic," he said. 


The house at 4020 South 35th 


is nol typical of residential ap- 
preciation in Lincoln. But a 
Lincoln home which hasn't 
doubled in value during the 
pasl 15 years is a rarity. 


The home's new owners, the 


Floyd Savage family of Plea- 
sant Dale, will live in Lincoln 
bul continue lo farm. 


Mrs. Savage declined to talk 


about features of the house, 
but said she is "sold on the 
quality of its 
construction,"

new house. "It's got oak floors 
and copper plumbing ..." 


If one of the original Dia- 


mond Bell owners were to sell 
it today and buy the 
comparably-priced new 
Krueger model, would he gain 
anything? 


The 
c o n t r a s t s 
are 


fascinating. 


He would get carpeting in- 


stead of the original oak floors, 
ceramic tile in baths instead of 
plastic tile, and probably a 
split-level design instead of the 


original ranch plan. 


Most other things would be 


much the same. 


"Economics has a way of 


getting even," Krueger says 
philosophically. 


"Today a residential lot 


costs from 58,000 to $11,000.. . 
the price seems to change dai- 
ly. Fifteen years ago a paved 
lot was $1,750 to $2,350. I 
bought many unpaved lots at 
$400 to $600 — never more than 
$1,000." 


Fritz B l a t t says he 


remembers clearly there being 
a cornfield east of the house in 
1963 when he became its first 
owner. 


"We spent maybe $300 on 


landscaping, a fence and patio 
work, then about $700 for cen- 
tral air," he noted. 


Later came carpeting 


throughout the house and $2,- 
000 invested in the basement. 
This included paneling and 
completely finishing a recrea- 
tion roof, office, a bedroom, a 
laundry room and lk bath. It 
too was carpeted. 


Before they sold the house, 


the Blatts redraped and 
carpeted again. 


They now live at 3729 Chapin 


Circle. He wouldn't reveal its 
cost. "Let's keep the neighbors 
guessing," he said, then 
laughed. Several $100,000-plus 
-homes are within shouting dis-. 
tance. 


The Terrance Lyons family 


bought the home two years ago 
for $49,750. Their 1,100 sq. ft. 
home at 4610 Gertie had sold 
for 522.500. 


Terry doesn't believe he did 


much to increase the value of 


4020 So. 35th. "We replaced the 
dishwasher, painted and put 
$1,100 into a fireplace," he 
said. 


Now that Terry's taken a job 


in Cedar Rapids, he has his eye 
on a home there that's four 
years old, has some brick and 
is slightly larger. 


The price, however, is about 


$68,000. 


The most dramatic surge in 


home values has taken place 
since 1969 — both for new and 
existing houses. 


You can't use a flat figure 


for every house, but real estate 
salesmen like Jim Sanders of 
Century 21 Lancaster Real 
Estate use an appreciation 
figure of 10% a year as a rule 
of thumb. "It's really un- 
predictable," he noted. 


On new homes, Krueger 


figures he has to increase the 
price about 1% a month to keep 
up with inflation. 


The increase for existing 


single-family homes is running 
slightly more than 11% a year 
in north central states, says 
the National Association of 
Realtors. Their figures for the 
year which included April 
show a $3,600 increase in the 
median price of a home — to 
about $35,900. Nationally .the 
median price is $42,000. 


About one of every five 


existing homes being sold in 
the north central states is 
bringing $50,000 or more; this 
contrasts with 10% above $50,- 
000 four years ago, says the 
association. 


The prices of single-family 


homes have risen faster than 
family income since 1970, say 
researchers at the Federal 
Reserve Bank of Kansas City. 


Part of the increase "is 


probably due to purchasers 
demanding homes which are 
larger and contain more 
features, rather than due to 
cost increases," said a recent 
Fed newsletter. It provided 
this five-year comparison:

incomes, the newsletter says: 
''Personal income in the first 
quarter was up 9.9% from a 
year earlier. Also, rapidly- 
rising home prices in some 
areas may have encouraged 
buyers to purchase now in 
order to avoid even higher 
prices in the future."

You face remodeling job 
if Congress has its way

America's 40 million-plus homeowners will 


face one of the most extensive remodeling 
projects ever undertaken if Congress gets its 
way on energy conservation legislation. 


The various pieces of pending legislation 


are still in committees and subcommittees, 
and many details undoubtedly will be changed 
before they become law, but congressional 
determination is clear: 


Homeowners are going to insulate their 


houses whether they like it or not, and by 1935, 
as many as 90% of all existing homes will have 
energy-efficient insulation. 


Two of the more significant bills would: 
—Prevent homeowners from selling 


houses that failed to meet minimum insulation 
standards. 


—Permit homeowners to subtract as much 


as $400 from their tax bills to help pay for the 
cost of making their homes more energy ef- 
ficient. 


Under terms of a bill approved by a House 


Commerce subcommittee, the Department of 
Housing and Urban Devbelopment (HUD) 
would be responsible for setting minimum in- 
sulation standards for homes effective in 1985. 
Congressional sources said the standards 
•.would mandate insulation for attics and walls, 
storm-windows and doors, weatherstripping 
and patching of holes. 


To assure compliance, states would issue 


certificates of approval showing the homes are 
up to HUD specifications. No government- 


insured lending institution — like banks and 
savings and loan associations — would be per- 
mitted to issue a mortgage on a home that 
didn't have such a certificate attached to the 
deed.' 
, 


Thus, it would be nearly impossible for a 


homeowner to sell his house unless it met the 
HUD specifications. 


Stale officials would be empowered to 


issue conditional certificates, obligating a 
prospective home buyer to make the necessary 
insulation improvements within a certain 
period. But home-building industry sources say 
that a home without a certificate of approval 
would be as difficult to sell as a used car that • 
gets 2 miles a gallon. 


In an effort to help homeowners meet in- 


sulation costs, the House Ways and Means 
Committee tentatively approved a bill to give 
homeowners a tax credit of 20% of the cost of 
energy-related expenses up to a- maximum of 
$2,000 and a credit ceiling of $400. 


The credit, which would apply to expenses 


incurred after April 20, 1977, covers such im- 
provements as a more efficient furnace, storm 
windows and doors, weather stripping and 
electronic ignition systems to replace pilot 
lights. 


The House plan is less generous than Presi- 


dent Carter's proposed energy-investment tax 
credit, but the House bill is simpler and stands 
a better chance of passage, congressional 
sources said.

Some sound factors to consider 


Townhouse living has many 


advantages — not the least of 
which is price. With less land 
needed, and some walls com- 
bined, developers can afford to 
offer more of the features you 
want at a price within your 
.reach. 


But noisy neighbors and a 


sense of reduced privacy can 
lower your enjoyment of your 
new home. It doesn't have to 
be that way, says the Air- 
Conditioning and Refrigeration 
Institute (ARI). Learn a few 
things to look — and listen — 
for as you shop for the right 
townhouse for you. Find out 
before you buy — not after — 
what steps have been taken Jo 
assure peace and quiet in your 
townhouse unit. 


Sturdy, sound-deadenirig par- 


ty walls are important. 
Masonry walls do much to 
muffle sound from next door. 
Make sure the masonry, or 
other 
s o u n d - r e t a r d i n g 


material, extends all the way 
up to the ceiling. 


Does the patio give you a 


feeling of privacy? Some sort 
of barrier — plants, a fence, or 
even bamboo mats — between 
you and your neighbor will 
make noise less annoying. The 
sound level may not actually 
be lowered, but the noise will 
seem much less intrusive if 
you don't have a feeling of 
living in each other's laps. 


It's important to note the 


location of air-conditioning un- 
its, says ARI. Even a relative- 


ly quiet unit, located in the 
wrong place, may disturb you. 


Normal, healthy children 


make a lot of noise. What 
facilities have been provided 
for children? The community 
should have play areas away 
from the townhouses (but 
within easy line-of-sight for 
parents), or at least have units 
set back far enough from the 
street so that children have 
somewhere to play without ac- 
tually being under your win- 
dow. 


Barking dogs are a major 


irritant to families living 
closely together. Here real 
Toresight is needed, because it 
is difficult to deal with pet 
situations once they have 


already been created. Your 
homeowners' or condominium 
association's bylaws should in- 
clude a reasonable limitation 
on the number of pets allowed 
per family, and outline a fair 
procedure for dealing with 
complaints. Better still would 
be some provision for reser- 
ving one section of the develop- 
ment where dogs could be kept 
apart.

Townhouse lifestyle 'carefree' 


Although townhouse neighbors share a 


common roof and wall, no other general 
characteristic can describe the 
townhouse dweller. Most persons buying 
townhouses are in the middle to uppec 
middle income bracket, but they range in 
age from young couples to retired folks. 


Some persons may consider 


townhouses and condominiums in the 
same category. However, Bernie 
Hardesty, president of Hardesty Real 
Estate Inc., said there are no con- 
dominiums in Lincoln, only townhouses. 


Ron Brester, construction manager of 


Crestwood Homes, called it ''carefree 
living." -He said he thinks people buy 
townhouses because they want an invest- 
ment in a home, but not the worries of 
keeping up a lawn or removing snow. 


"A lot of older people are retiring in 


them so they can travel more and get 
away from the burdens of home care," 
said Gene Lingenfelder, owner of 
Lingenfelder Construction Co. 


Lingenfelder said young people are 


buying townhouses because the property 


costs less. 


Building townhouses, are cheaper for 


the construction firm because the units 
share common walls and roofs and the 
lots cost less than residential property 
lots. 


"When you save $500-600 on the cost c-f 


a lot, that savings can be passed on to the 
owner," Lingenfelder said. 


Most townhouses in Lincoln cost from 


$33.000 to about $58,500, they can run as 
high as §115,000. Most units are two- or 
three-bedroom and most are only for- 
sale. 


Lingenfelder, however, said some of 


the townhouses his firm currently is 
finishing in the Tierra area east of 27th 
St. and south of Neb. 2 may be rented. A 
one-Story home would rent for $375 a 
month. 


The closeness of townhouse units to 


each other brings advantages and disad- 
vantages. 


Don Zank, president of Custom Homes, 


said townhouse living may not be for the 
"rugged individualist" and although the 


heavier concentration of people may not 
appeal to some, he thought the advan- 
tages outweighed the disadvantages'; 


Bernie Hardesty, president of Hardes- 


ty Real Estate Inc., said he thinks 
townhouses provide more security 
because neighbors are closer than in a 
residential neighborhood. Hardesty, who 
said he lives in a townhouse, said they 
''never have robberies." 


Brester said he thinks a townhouse 


offers the owner the freedom of an apart- 
ment, but the privacy of a home. In addi- 
tion, he said townhouses provide more 
space than an apartment. While a two- 
bedroom apartment has about 800 square 
feet, a townhouse has about 1,040, 
Brester said. 


Some townhouse complexes come with 


extras such as tennis courts and bicycle 
paths. Zank said that at the complex he 
is building, the buyers form an associa- 
tion to decide what extras they want, the 
association then finances them. 


Multi-family construction is expected to improve 


Multi-family construction, 


which began a slow recovery in 
' 1976 after several years of 
stagnation, is expected to im- 
prove in 1977. According to 
Professional 
Builder 


magazine, multi-family con- 
struction is expected to total 
385,000 units this year, up 45-% 


from 1976's 265,000 units. 


"If favorable financial con- 


ditions should develop," the 


trade publication adds, "multi- 
family construction 
could 


reach a much higher level, 
perhaps 50,000 to 75,000 more 
units next year." 


Behind the resurgence in 


multi-family housing is the 
restoration of consumer con- 
fidence, rising personal in- 
comes and an urge to get into 
that garden apartment, hi-rise 
or attached townhouse before 
rents and prices go up. 


Two other contributors to 


the multi-family housing 
recovery are a growth in the 
number of people interestedJn 
such housing — singles, tjle 
divorced, childless couples, 
"empty nesters" and the 
retired.

Somewhat surpismgly, the 


report says the growth rales 
were almost identical in each 
of the four regions of the coun- 
try Existing home sales in the 
South and North Central

With 1 110,000 sales, Ae 


South became the first of the 
four regions to record more 
than a million resale transac 
lions in a single year, the 
report notes The South ac- 


counted for more than one of 
every three existing single- 
family homes sold during the 
year The percentage of the 
total for the other regions 
were 
North Central, 2817<., 


West, 197%, and Northeast, 
15 3% 


Despite the strong level of 


activity, the report says, the 
median sales price rose a 
relatively modest 7 97c to $38,- 
100 the lowest price rise since 
1973 and the first increase of 
less than 10% in three years 
However, there was a wide 
variation by region, with a 
lb 4 , increase in the West, 
9 y/, 
in the North Central 


region 6 4% in the Northeast 
and only 4 9% in the South 


The report graphically il- 


lustrates the steady rise in 
home prices in terms of the 
gorwing proportion of single 
family home resales occurring 
in the higher price ranges 
Last year 28 27o of all such 


homes sold were priced that 
high 


Not surprisingly, the report 


notes, the high-priced Western 
region led the nation in the 
percentage of homes in the up- 
per price bracket, with 41 2% 
selling for $50,000 or more and 
16 6% for $70,000 or more

"Despite the rising cost'of 


energy, buyers have not lost in- 
terest in larger homes," Pon- 
tius said 
"In 1976 sales of 


existing homes containing four 
or more bedrooms accounted 
for 26 4% of market activity, 
virtually identical to the 
preceding year when these 
larger homes represented 
26 6% of all resales " 


The growth in resale housing 


activity over the past six years 
has been spectacular, but 
highly uneven, the report 
notes During the period sales 
rose by 86% — an average of 
14"r annually — from 1,612,000 
in 1970 to 3002,000 in 1976

Planned additions can save headaches

After a hard winter, do-it- 


yourselfers may welcome 
those first spring breezes by 
rushing out to break ground. 


Sudden decisions may lead to 


incomplete planning. And if it 
is an addition to a house, it 
could be a costly venture. 


Carefully plan a new room 


project, suggests one do-it- 
yourselfer who offers this 
checklist for preparation of the" 
idea: 


— Consider the size and 


scale of your project before 
you do anything. The new room 
should be large enough to ac-

commodate the furnishings 
and people who will share it. A 
room designed with children in 
mind should hold beds and 
other necessary furnishings 
and have enough floor space so 
that youngsters can move 
about. 


One man built a music room 


around a grand piano after 
carefully measuring 
the 


piano's size. But he built it on 


such a narrow scale that he 
could barely squeeze a bench 
into the piano area, and the 
shape of the room provided no 
possibility for grouping chairs. 


New rooms must be thought 


of in terms of multiple uses for 
long-range service. Another 
owner may wish to use the 
room for another purpose and 
it may require only a few more 
feet to make it adequate. 


— Windows require plan- 


ning. In addition to selection in 
terms of styles and prices, ad- 
vantageous placements should 
be considered. Windows should 
be sized to coordinate with the 
architectural style of the 
house. And you wouldn't want 
a window to overlook an un- 
desirable view if you could 
avoid it. One architect planned 
a room so that one window 
framed a beautiful big blue 
spruce about 30 feet from the 
house. It is the kind of thing 
that might not occur to a do-it- 
yourselfer on the spur of the 
moment. 


If the room is to be rustic, 


choose wall paneling with 
care. Rough wood paneling is 
very attractive but it may be 
irritating to a child or adult 
who must sleep next to a wall. 
The wood can be treated or 
smoothed, but it is an added 
expense. It's better to choose a 
smoother wood in the first 
place. 
W a s h a b l e 
wall 


coverings are practical now 
and the opportunity is provided 


to change the decorative set- 
ling from time to time. 


— If the room is to be used 


for something different when 
its present purpose has been 
outlived, some thought should 
be given to installing multi- 
purpose ideas in the first 
place. For example, wall 
shelving is ideal for children's 
toys, games and books, and 
may also be used for adults for 
books, television, records and 
stereo. When putting up 
shelves install them with mul- 
tiple use in mind. Carpeting 
may be a better long range in- 


vestment than another 
meanwhile flooring. 


— Consider putting a closet 


in the room. Some do-it- 
yourselfers do not like to get 
involved in coping with ad- 
ditional work problems when 
they take on a big project. 
However, a closet-bath wall in 
a room could be planned and 
finished gradually while the 
room is being used. 


Do-it-yourselfers may per- 


suade themselves that a closet 
isn't necessary if there is one 
nearby in a hall. But it should 
be considered. Ditto, a half 


bath. These days bath and 
shower units are available to 
make this work less of a chore. 
With the aid of a plumber and 
the easy installation, it should 
be a worthwhile investment. 


— Lighting shouldn't be 


treated skimpily. Better to put 
an outlet on three walls than to 
use extension cords when you 
want to move furniture about. 
If ceiling light is to be used — 
new lights on tracks are easy 
to install — you may want to 
put an outlet in the ceiling, 
although lighting can be in- 
stalled in other ways.

than in the past " 


Graves said his office fields 


about two complaints each 
working day, by telephone and 
letter 


"In the case of a complaint 


we get the builder and buyer 
together and try to work it out 
If that doesn t work, the buyer 
can make d formal complaint 
If that doesn t work, we go to 
conciliation We've done this 
only 15 times so far 


"In conciliation, an inspec- 


tor who we hire goes to the

Small home repair grows into big job, cost

Tom Kulp has been living 


with a draft In his house, 
chilled every time the cold air 
seeps through his broken storm 
door, and all he can do is wait 
for summer because he can't 
find someone to fix it.

He and thousands of city 
dwellers like him are putting 
up with leaky roofs, stuck win- 
dows or peeling paint because 
a small repair job isn't 
profitable for a big contractor 
and the remaining handymen 
are too busy.

standards and the near im- 
possibility of obtaining in- 
surance have driven many 
small mechanics out of 
business and into the arms of 
larger contractors. 


"It makes it difficult for a 


man to stay in business and not 
violate the law," remarks 
Peter H. Johnson of Comfort 
Control Corp. of Hackensack, 


N.J. "The average small man 
can't cope with all the rules 
and'regulations. They can't af- 
ford it." 
.Neither can many con- 


sumers. Industry spokesmen 
estimate it costs $15-$20 an 
hour to send a carpenter on a 
job, including travel, in- 
surance, paperwork and 
employe deductions.. 


"You have to pay him while 


he travels," Ashland's Spatz 
says. "Then he sees what he 
needs, orders the materials 
and you have to send him out- 
again. When you give the lady 
a bill for $75 she thinks you're 
crazy." 


The handyman's trade often 


was passed down from father 
lo son, but now— because of 
the cost and the regulations — 
the younger worker is taking 
his skills to the larger contrac- 
ting firm rather than run his 
own shop. 


And specialization has hit 


the industry. 


• "Years ago, when you build 
a house there might have been 
12 different tradesmen there," 
recalls Herb Lindley, 62, an 
Oradell, N.J., carpenter. 
"Today you may have 60 
technicians." 


Generally its hard to find 


someone with Lindley's skills 
because he doesn't advertise, 
sometiines to avoid federal 
regulation. The repairmen 
build their Business by word- 
of-mouth. 


New craftsmen are getting 


their start at special 
vocational schools across the 
country and in union- 
contractor sponsored courses. 
The courses are filled, trade 
associations report, but 
Lindley finds that the 
professionals are retiring 
faster than'Ihe new ones are 
ready. 


"I can't find anybody who's 


interested in working," he 
complains. "To actually learn 
the trade takes years, and the 
youth of today doesn't have 
that patience. Their first ques- 
tion is, 'How much do you 
pay?1'" 


There also is the problem of 


the repairman who says he 
knows how to rip out a wall — 
until the ceiling collapses. 


They "don't know the first 


thing about reading a set of 
plans," Lindley warns. "You'd 
be surprised how many times I 
get called in to finish a job 
someone else started." 


Inflation and the energy 


crisis have only added lo the 
burden on repairmen and con- 
tractors. Families cramped 
for space can't afford to move, 
so they are turning to 
remodelers to add rooms. 


"The remodeling market is 


expanding. People are spen- 
ding a good deal of money for 
energy-saving home im- 
provements: insulation, storm 
doors and windows," says 
Joseph Nahay, executive 
director of the National 
Remodelers Assn. Nahay es- 
timated the remodeling in- 
dustry at $30 billion last year. 


A mason near New York Ci- 


ty, who asked not lo be iden- 
tified, said his business is 
picking up. 


"It's the small stuff now that' 


people have money for," he 
says. "If you want a mechanic 
in anything, he's going to 
gauge his services by what 
work there is. I'll leave a job 
for another one if it pays 
more." 


Dale Silver, president of 


American Housecraft Corp. on 
Long Island, says his firm will 
take a small job "if we feel 
there's a good chance we'll 
have something else later on. 


"It's 
a vicious circle. 


Expenses are so high the in- 
dividual wants as much money 
as we do. He doesn't want the 
small stuff anymore; it's a 
whole different world, 
different values."

for $650 so his crews could haul 
bags of grass and debris off to 
the town dump. In Northbrook, 
trash is placed on the street in 
front of the -house and 
homeowners didn't like having 


the front lawn cluttered up un- 
til the collectors arrived. 


In addition, the company 


started doing "minor" 


landscaping - digging up dead 
lawn, replacing it with new 
sod, putting in new shrubs and 
patching up hedges. 


Of course, Tracy has raised 


his prices a couple of times. 
He's up to $10 and $20 a week, 
depending on lawn size, 
obstacles and extras like 
cultivating around shrubs and 
trees. He started last summer 
with 85 clients and picked up 
another 15 or so. And expanded 
into full-scale 
landscaping, 


designing a lawn layout, 
grading, sodding and planting. 


He's in his second year of a 


horticultural degree program 
at Triton College. One of his 
f i r s t 
employes, 
Jess 


Armgardt, who is graduating 
in architecture from Harper 
College, does the designs. 


Having rung up more than 


$65,000 in revenues last year, 
and having moved into 
maintenance and landscaping 
for a number of corporate 
customers, Tracy hopes to es- 
tablish a permanent business 
with emphasis on work for fac- 
tories, corporate headquarters 
and shopping centers. Now a 
sophisticated 
businessman, 


Tracy notes that there is less 
hassle and more profit in 
catering to companies than 
there is in serving fussy 
homeowners. 


Now equipped with an $8,000 


dump truck, and having hired a 
new secretary, 15-year-old 
Anita Armgardt, Tracy has 75 
clients already in hand for the 
new summer season. He'll be 
touring the job sites, making 
sure the work is done right, in 
his $7,000 Pontiac Trans-Am.

Census: renters do buy new homes

New York (AP) - The 


National Association 
of 


Realtors has just come up with 
a finding that seems to destroy 
one of the oldest myths in the 
business of buying and selling 
homes. 


Based on the conventional 


wisdom, there is a hierachy of 
home buyers, led by the 
existing homeowner who 
moves up to a new, more 
expensive home, leaving the 
resale home to a buyer who 
previously had rented. 


Many a salesman measured 


his prospects in that manner. 
Because they believed the 
myth, commercial property 
managers often overlooked 
sales opportunities among 
renters. 
Advertising efforts 


olten were misdirected. 


Examining U.S. Census 


Bureau figures on its com- 
puters, the Realtors found the 
conventional wisdom was 
neither the convention nor 
wisdom. Previous renters, it 
found, were just as likely to 
buy new homes as were 
previous owners. 


While this might not repre- 


sent a stunning dicovery to 
you, the Realtors f e l t 
otherwise. Ken Kerin, director 
ol the economics and research 
department, calls it "perhaps 
the most startling and 
singularly important finding in 
our computer analysis." 


Because of the absence of 


census data before 1973, the 
Realtors never before had 
been able to make such a 
detailed 
study of 
the 


homebuyer. Now that they 
study is completed, the timing 
couldn't be better. 


Why? Because the market 


for housing is booming, and 
those salesmen who know their 
customers are likely to benefit 
the most from the oppor- 
tunities. 


To the surprise of a good 


many people who not long ago 
were reading of the depression 
in housing, sales through 
March were at an extraor- 


dinary, record-breaking annual 
rate in excess of 4.5 million un- 
its. 


More familiar to most peo- 


ple is a smaller figure — that 
for housing starts, which were 
at a rate of 1.5 million units in 
March. 


Assuming that those houses 


will be sold, and adding in 3.4 
million sales of existing 
homes, you arrive at a figure 
of 4.9 million as a possible total 
for 1977. Never has there been 
a year like that. 


Kerin and others who 


examine such figures have 
come to several conclusions, 
among them:

—New household formations 


alone don't account for the 
phenomenon. Motivation plays 
a large role. Many young peo- 
ple are convinced they cannot 
wait for home prices to fall. 


—Young families seem to 


feel they now have a rare op- 
portunity in the mortgage 
market, where money is abun- 
dant, interest rates are down 
slightly from last year, and 
down payment requirements 
sometimes are as low as 5%. 


There is evidence, Kerin 


says, that homebuyers today 
are more willing to extend 
themselves, to scrimp in order 
to achieve both an investment 
and a place in which to live. 
They are hedging against infla- 
tion, he says. 


Because of this, some of the 


old rules of thumb that relate a 
couple's income to the price 
they can afford, are as suspect 
as the myths about who buys 
homes. 


"People are exercising a lot 


of discretion in spending on 
housing," he says. He found in 
the study that it is hazardous 
for a salesman to categorize 
his prospect on income alone. 


One assumption has been 


that a prospect could afford a 
price 2 '/a times annual income, 
but Kerin's study found the 
range varies from 1.5 times to 
3 times. 


And, of course, that they're 


just as likely to jump from an 
apartment into a new home as 
they are to move up from an 
existing, less expensive one.

Vlias been influenced by the do-

e* Approximately one-quarter 
-of residential reroofing 
"projects in the U.S. are done 
iill or in part by do-it- 
-yourselfers, according to the 
"Asphalt Roofing Manufac- 
turers Association. Surveys 
conducted by others place the 
figure even higher. Everyone 
-agrees, however, the percen- 
-•tage has increased dramatical- 
Jy-in recent years. 


The principal reason for the 


increase is the potential 
savings in labor costs when.a 
homeowner reroofs his own 
home. But there are certain 
safety precautions to be 
observed. 


Roofing 
manufacturers 


agree that the installation of 
roofing is best left in the hands 
of skilled mechanics where the 


job is high, hazardous or too 
tricky for the average weekend 
handyman. A one-stofy home 
or garage, or a two-story home 
with a relatively low slope, 
perhaps is all a non- 
professional should attempt.

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County Board saddles up to ride after ornery budget

The Lancaster County Board, which 


has been dabbling in its annual budget 
discussions for the last couple of weeks, 
will try to get down to business this 
week. 


So far, the commissioners have only 


been tuning the calliope on their money 
merry-go-round, but this week's sessions 
should see them mounting its well-worn 
ponies for their fiscal 1977-78 ride. 


This year, the calliope's notes will be 


particularly high pitched and the pace of 
the contraption frenzied as the com- 
missioners circle round and round the 
14.28-mill levy limit. 


That ceiling, set by state law, restricts 


the county's property taxing ability. A 
mill translates into $1 in taxes for every 


$1,000 of assessed valuation. 


The ceiling is the focus of attention 


this year because the long-awaited coun- 
ty property revaluation, with its 
expected 60% to 80% increase in 
assessed values, was not completed in 
time to affect this year's tax rolls. 


The mill levy and the tax base deter- 


mine the maximum amount of tax 
revenues the county can expect in order 
to finance its budget. 


According to calculations by County 


Assessor Fritz Meyer, a mill levied 
against the county's property tax base 
will raise $684,000 this year. That means 
14.28 mills translate into $9,767,520. 


But the total of tax-supported budget 


requests already submitted and those yet 
to come will far exceed that maximum 


revenue figure. 


Clearly, the County Board will have to 


cut a few ponies loose from the merry- 
go-round. 


The commissioners' problem in doing 


that this year (as it has been during 
budget deliberations in recent years) is. 
that they have no set of priorities or 
policies on how to cut budget requests. 


Other than a few general statements 


that no new programs or personnel will 
be financed, the commissioners will 
have little to go on, except their own par- 
simonious tendencies, as they review 
spending proposals. 


That will propel them for only half a 


turn on the carousel because few new 
programs are being proposed. 


The elected officials who head county 


departments and the agency chiefs-under 
the County Board have been aware of the 
coming budget crunch almost as long as 
the commissioners, and they generally 
have prepared their budget requests ac- 
cordingly. There are only a few excep- 
tions, and Commissioners Bruce 
Hamilton, Bob Colin and Jan Gauger 


have already spotted them. 


All of this should make for a tense ride 


as the commissioners gallop toward a 
final public hearing in early August. 


The budget requests submitted so far 


by county agencies and departments are 
listed on page 20 and compared to the 


amount approved for each last year. Not 
all of (he requests are financed with 
local taxes. Other sources of revenue in- 
clude state and federal matching funds, 
state gasoline taxes and federal revenue- 
sharing funds.

Farm price vise tightening 
on farmers, moneylenders 


Art Von Seggern, half the population of Venus, holds 
court in his tiny store.

There is life in Venus (Nebraska) 


Venus (AP) — The neighboring towns 


of Mars and Star have fallen by the 
wayside, but the business of a bygone era 
lives on at Venus, population 2. 


Fresh farm milk and eggs, bolts and 


nails, livestock feed and a few pairs of 
size 5 children's shoes line the shelves of 
the Venus Store, which is kept in mint 
1904 condition by owners Ella and Art 
Von Seggern. 


"When people hear we're from Venus, 


they laugh and think we're oddballs." 
says Von Seggern. "But when I was in 
the hospital last year in Omaha, I was 
homesick. I'thought, 'If I could just get 
back to Venus.' " 


Venus, about 200 miles northwest of 


Omaha near the South Dakota border, 
was founded about 1879. It boasted a pop- 
ulation of 11 in its heyday and had a 
creamery, blacksmith shop and dance 
hall. 


Today, Mrs. Von Seggern uses long 


grocery poles and sliding ladders when 
stocking the store's high shelves where 
old jars, a dusty wallpaper pattern book 


and a leather glove used for hand-picking 
corn seem at home with the dry cereal, 
sewing notions and tea towels. 


Farmers still gather in winter around 


a pot-belly stove fueled with corncobs 
and wood. "He and I have changed the 
government a million times," Von 
Seggern said as he greeted a customer. 


Outside, gas pumps of another era 


stand beside more modern ones, and a 
fading sign in the window reminds area 
residents of the Venus Post Office, 
closed in 1959. 


Popularity keeps the store alive, one 


customer says. 


If the Von Seggerns are busy, regular 


customers like Vincent Jackson, one of 
500 people who live in nearby Orchard, 
help themselves to a loaf of bread or a 
dozen eggs then write their own charge 
slip. 


"We've seen a lot of shopping centers 


come and go." says Von Seggern. 


"But." adds his wife, "the people 


always forget to buy things and have to 
come to Venus." 


The store usually is open seven days a 


week, "whenever we're around," says 
Mrs. Von Seggern. "We open the door 
when we get up, and lock up about 9 or 10 
p.m. But if they see our light on in the 
adjoining house and they need 
something, we'll help them then, too." 


The Von Seggerns were area farmers 


when they bought the store in 1952. 
Previous owners got rid of many of the 
old items. Mrs. Von Seggem says. But 
when a customer recently spotted a 
faded box of "Pratt's Poultry 
Regulator" on a top shelf, "I sold it to 
him for the price on it." 


A guest register is filled with the 


names of former neighbors who came 
back for a visit and of sightseers who 
read about the store in local newspapers. 


But when a television station in a near- 


by city asked to do a story on the store. 
Von Seggern turned down the request "I 
was afraid we'd be overexposed," he 
said with a grin. "People come from far 
and wide, and we have to wait on them."

The fickle fluctuations of cash grain 


prices are an eternal pain in the pocket- 
book to anyone who tries to make a living 
from the land. 


But when the flow of hard dollars and 


cents dwindles to a trickle, even prime 
bottom land can look like a vale of tears. 


Nebraska farmers now face market 


doldrums, inflation that turns black ink 
to red in a wink, and the stone-gray looks 
from moneylenders who are at the brink 
themselves. 


Grain prices have declined more 


steadily than the costs of growing cash 
crops have risen. Since the summer of 
1974, the index of prices farmers pay for 
supplies and services has risen 20% ac- 
cording to U.S. Department of 
Agriculture data. 


During that time, Nebraska's average 


cash corn price fell more than a third, 
from $3.55 a bushel to about $2; wheat 
prices dropped by more than half, from 
$4-plus a bushel to near $2, and average 
grain sorghum prices toppled from about 
$5 a hundredweight to the $3.50 range, a 
30% reduction. 


Profits are pipe dreams when produc- 


tion costs exceed returns and credit 
sources dry up as quickly as the soil. 


Milford banker Alan Dunlap says low 


grain prices "are slowing down or 
paralyzing the whole local economy." 
Businesses, he said, are taking out loans 
to keep afloat until farmers can pay their 
debts. 


Loans to fanners have increased three 


times faster than deposits in the last 
year, Dunlap observed, and "farmers 
have not been able to repay operating 
expenses as they normally have been 
able to do at this time of year." 


Part of the situation is cash flow. 


Farmers aren't selling their harvests at 
the low prices. They're holding on, 
speculating that prices will rise, and 
trying to borrow money to meet 
expenses until that happens. 


Allen Kreuscher of DeWitt, president 


of the Nebraska Corn Growers Assn., 
says corn farmers are holding 70% of 
last year's crop. 


Ron Hanson, who teaches farm finance 


at the University of Nebraska, says there 
is an 18-month supply of wheat for export 
and domestic use on hand in the United 
States. And that's not counting the crop 
that is now ripe. 


Hanson says banks and other lenders 


are and have been extending loans to 
their limits and "are taking a very long 
hard look at new applications." 


Hit hardest, he says, have been 


dryland farmers, livestock feeders and 
young people just starting an operation 
or trying to expand. 


"For nonirrigators," he said, "even if 


prices were good it wouldn't make much 
difference if a farmer is getting only 25% 
to 30% of a normal yield. 


"Younger farmers bought land at pret- 


ty high prices when corn was $3 a bushel 
and wheat was $5. It's one thing to meet 
land payments at those prices, but quite 
another when corn is $2 a bushel. It's 
hard to get $2.50 corn to pay for itself." 


Some farmers have had to seek 


emergency loans, crop disaster loans or

extended loans or have had to 
remortgage their land. 


Some farmers can afford that if they 


have built enough equity. If they have, 
Hanson said, "it presents less hardship 
than one might imagine."' 


Absentee landowners have an advan- 


tage, Hanson said. Their agribusiness 
often is a second income, he explained, 
and they can afford to wait and speculate 
on prices while others dispose of their 
crops at a loss just to get operating 
capital. 


If that seems like competition, there is 


more. With wheat cheaper than corn in 
some quarters, there is an incentive to 
feed it to livestock rather than store 
another crop or take a loss by selling it. 
That doesn't help prices and demand for 
standard feed grains. 


Kreuscher acknowledged that wheat 


used as cattle feed is cutting into the 
corn market. Yet corn has been one of 
the best money-making crops, he said. 
"That's why farmers are hesitant to 
leave it, as well as the fact that they 
have equipment invested." 


Kreuscher said the only solution is for 


corn growers to reduce planting 107o to 
15%, "but it's hard to get people to do 
that. 


The bottom line is — as it has been 


since the 1930s — federal farm policy. 


Kreuscher and Dunlap say the federal 


loan program now in the congressional 
mill could open some cash flow. 
Kreuscher wants the corn price support 
to go to $2 from $1.50, but President 


Carter has threatened a veto if the new 
farm program looks too expensive. 


Hanson is less than optimistic. "Even 


if the crop loan rates were set up to cost 
of production," he said, "there would be 
very little profit margin. 


"That would continue to make things 


tough for those farmers with large 
capital investments in land'and 
equipment." 
Cities Service Gas 
to fight restriction 


Tulsa. Okla. (AP) — Cities Service 


Gas Co. said Saturday it will attempt to 
win reversal of a Federal Power Com- 
mission (FCC) order limiting connection 
of new natural gas customers in a five- 
state area, including Nebraska. 


The June 14 order directs the company 


to limit deliveries to a level it can serve 
as of next Jan. 1. 


"If those deliveries are insufficient to 


satisfy the demands of the local dis- 
tributor companies for new consumers, 
they will be compelled to restrict the ad- 
dition of new customers or seek supplies 
from other sources," the company state- 
ment said. 


"The effect of the order is to end' 


growth in term of volumes of natural gas 
transported by Cities Service . . . This 
order does not take into account the new, 
additional supplies of natural gas just 
now beginning to become available to 
our pipeline system."

Wahoo — Oh, how young they were! 
How young and proud when they 


marched "over there" to the Great War, 
to battle the Kaiser, to make the world 
safe for democracy. 


How young and proud when they 


marched out of Saunders County a se- 
cond time, to battle Hitler and Tojo, to 
finish what the Great War had only 
begun. 


And now. now are they that yoong 


anywhere but in the barracks of their 
memories? 


Sadly, no. 
Now they are old men. those veterans 


of Worid War I. those lew still alive to 
remember the war to end all wars. 


Now they are middle-aged, at least, 


those veterans who came home from 
World War II to a changed country, to a 
nation with two more wars to go. 


Today, they stand guard at the rest 


home, command platoons of salesmen, 
march in the ranks as plumbers and 
mechanics. 


Today, those wtoose youth was spent in 


war must retreat into reminiscences to 
be young again. To go back, they find 
others who were there and know and oh- 
dcrstand and swap the same stories. 


But quick as the snap of a "TetMftnm!" 


Robert Wagner is doing something about 
all that. 


Wagner is the new manager of 


Wahoo's Veterans Memorial Braiding, 
the structure that nooses the Veterans of 
Foreign Wars and the American Legion. 


It's a new assignment for the former 


.small businessman. But in two months, 
he has shaken up the troops. 


It began, simply enough, as a mop-up 


operation. 


"The place was kind of run down, I'm 


afraid. It was in bad shape. It's our 
building and something we ought to be 
proud of, but it seems like we weren't," 
he said. 


So the club manager, who also is com- 


mander of the American Legion post and 
a past commander of the VFW post, 
launched his mission. 


When the building was constructed in 


1949 and the Legion and VFW decided to 
share quarters, they took along some 
historical treasures. "But everyone was 
busy growing up and raising kids." said 
Wagner. 50. History was quietly 
forgotten. 


It took the old supply sarge — S Sgt 


Bob Wagner — to find those treasures 
again. 


He was cleaning one day when, in a 


dusty back room, be came across them. 
"They were there, row on row." 


Row on row of photographs. Old 


photographs. Old photographs of young 
men. Old photographs of young men 
going off to war. 


Mustered there in the back room, sur- 


rounded by but not surrendering to the 
dnst, were Uw photographic memories of 
Saunders County. 


Wagner hauled the old pictures out for 


an inspection and found the faces of two 
world wars. Formal portraits, 
snapshots, group pictures of entire com- 
panies. Attached notations mentioned 
IheWst Bomb Squadron, the Bengal Air 


Depot. North Africa, Company A, 314 
Ammunition Train. 


The word leaked out. There was 


history to be had. Quick action was 
needed. 


"Some people wanted to take all this 


stuff and hang it somewhere else." 
Wagner said. "Well. sir. I said it 
shouldn't be anywhere else, it should be 
hanging here. This is a veterans 
building." 


So Wagner sounded his bugle call. 


Falling in were Irma Morns. Flora 
Ewart and others to sort and catalog the 
precious items Wagner had found. 


Wagner, meanwhile, began hanging 


the old photos in the building's main 
room, calling the roll for all to honor. 
Suddenly, the proud young men had 
returned. 


Now people can drop in almost 


anytime, descend a flight of stairs and 
circle back along the walls into the past. 


Standing in one comer is a scarred and 


battered piano. Its top is covered with 
pictures of uniformed men and women, 
and it looks like a USO troupe will return 
any minute lor another show. 


From the piano, the long march 


begins. It takes onlookers to an enor- 
mous framed photo of all 100 of Waboo's 
first Legionnaires. 


Marching on. they see individual por- 


traits of stout young men Everywhere 
clear eyes gaze out, fresh as tomorrow 
morning's reveille. 


A jaunty tilt of his hat sets one private 


apart. A petty officer third nearby is 
trying desperately to achieve the 
hardened look of an old salt, but failing. 


There's not one wrinkle in his face. 


Farther down the wall is a handwritten 


letter to an old Wahoo post commander. 
The stationery reads. "General of the 
Annies. Washington." The signature 
says. "John J. Pershing." 


Last in the tour, several dark frames 


hold while certificates. Each bears a 
large gold star.

Wagner provides tours for people who

water or sewage disposal problems may find an answer to 
their problems with a Boulder, Colo., firm. 


However, there may be a slight psychological barrier for 


some people in thinking about possibly using what the firm 
has to offer. 


Pure Cycle, Corp says it has developed a system for in- 


dividual home use that makes 100% reuse of all household 
w;iter And they mean all household water. 


Hook up their system, the firm says, and you disconnect 


from whatever water supply or sewage disposal system 
MTU-S \our home 


The water recycled by the system is as good or better 


th.ui 'Ahat most municipal water systems supply, the firm 
s,ns. adding that independent laboratory tests show the 
iwu-led water exceeds minimum federal standards for 
niunuipdl drinking water 


The s\stem has obvious advantages in areas facing water 


shortages, the lirm notes. 


It might also have advantages in other areas, such as 


Lancaster County, where underground water isn't of par- 
ticularly good quality and septic systems often fail because 
ol soil conditions. 


Pure Cycle recognizes there's a problem in trying to con- 


% inee people to drink their own wastes, even though the recy- 
cle waste water may be cleaner than what they've been 
drinking for many years. 


It notes two Kansas towns, Chanule and Lyndon, 


receded sewage during the drouth of the mid-1950s. And a 
full-scale effluent reclamation plant provides about one- 
third of the water for Windhoek, South Africa. 


Aside Irorn that, the firm points out. most water use is 


realh reuse Whether your drinking water comes from sur- 
face or underground sources, it has probably already been 
used one or more times by someone else. 


In short, the basic difference between the Pure Cycle 


concept and what now prevails would appear to be relative 
proximity: Pure Cycle would do it at your home; it's now 
done by mother nature or a water purification plant for most 
people.

No place to hide? 


Harry L. Newby's is a voice in the Minnesota 


wilderness. 


Unicameral, he cries. Phooey, says the echo. 
What's this? Phooey on the unicameral system of 


legislating? And on the 40th anniversary of Nebraska's con- 
version to the one-house format? 


Newby, who is from Cloquet, recently supplied us with 


materials he is distributing in his capacity as "Chairman of 
a Committee for a One-House (No Place to Hide) Minnesota 
Unicameral Legislature." 


Nebraska's animal: a charade 


In the note he attached, Newby expressed distress over 


the attitude of John M. McMillion. McMillion, publisher of 
the Herald and the News Tribune at Duluth, said this in his 
newspapers about Newby's crusade: 


"It brought back memories of college political science 


classes when that was the Utopia being taught. Then, we 
worked as a newsman in the only state to have such an 
animal, Nebraska. On paper it looks good; in Nebraska it's a 
charade. We'll pass." 


A shocking attitude, indeed. The only reasonable thing to 


do, it seemed, was to get this McMillion on the telephone and 
see what soured him on the system. 


And, then, there was Terry 
Phooey pretty well summarizes his position, although he 


used a tangier expression. McMillion says his political 
science professors at the University of Kansas preached un- 
icameralism as an answer to everyone's prayers, but as 
managing editor of the Alliance Times-Herald in the late 
1950s he discovered the truth: Bad legislation escapes from a 
unicameral legislature. 


And, then, there was Terry Carpenter, who, as 


McMillion recalls it, led the Nebraska lawmakers around by 
the nose. 


McMillion, whose experience also includes covering the 


New Mexico legislature ("The hardest work and the most 
fun I've ever had in my life"), says two houses are superior. ' 
The competition provides more chances to catch bad legisla- 
tion, he says. 


But, then, he concedes, with this insight into our profes- 


sion, "Like most newsmen, I like to pop off once in a while." 


Well, anyway, onward, Newby. Don't let McMillion dis- 


courage you.

When the trees leave. . . 
About a year ago, a corner of my property at 43rd St. and 


Huntington Ave. was taken by the city in a curb and gutter 
project. The city took out three big trees that had shaded my 
house for many years. A city representative told me then 
that the trees would be replaced. Now, the city tells me the 
trees won't be replaced for five years. What is the city policy 
on tree replacement and how can 1 get the city to live up to 
its promises?

ACTION LINE: Rodney Schwartz, with the repaving 


division of the city, said the city does not have a policy of 
replacing trees taken in capital improvement work. He is 
surprised that anyone from the city would have told you that. 
Other city personnel confirmed that no replacement policy 
exists. Schwartz explained that your property is in paving 
district 2281 and that trees are frequently removed when new 
paving is done. In checking with the Parks Dept., which has 
a tree replacement program in an effort to retree the entire 
city, we found that the five-year figure for tree replacement 
on your property is about right. The forestry section of the 
department explained that sections are retreed with priority 
to the oldest sections according to plat number. 


Flight problem 
I bought a prepaid, two-way airline ticket in February 


for my son to fly home for a last leave visit from Palm 
Springs before he left for a year's tour of duty in Okinawa.

executive director, said the 
.stretch cited by the ad- 
ministration is above the 
Norden Dam project, and op- 
ponents of the dam want the 


project included in the study. 


"This could be a good oppor- 


tunity for (the) compromise to 
many people talk about," 
Patitz said. "The state could 
have 120 miles of the Niobrara 
preserved in its natural state 
and the O'Neill, or Norden. 
project can be completed." 


He said canoeing1 still would 


be possible above the reservoir 
and outdoor activity at the 
reservoir site would be 
available to 150.000 persons 
each year, compared to the 5,- 
000 who canoe in the area now. 


Balka quoted Dr. William V. 
Nick, professor of surgery at 
Ohio SJate University, who 
helped with the report project. 


"The study shows that cer- 


tain diagnostic and treatment 
activities, not medical 
specialties, are more likely to 
be grounds for 'claims," Dr. 
Nick said. 


"In many cases, doctors 


using the data available 
through this study may be able 
to select treatments or 
jnethods of care in which, the 
study shows, injury to patients 
is less likely."

She said citizens must be in- 


volved at all levels in the 
development of the block grant 
program: They must help iden- 
tify problems, plan solutions, 
implement the program and 
monitor it. 


Under the block grant 


program. HUD gives hunks of 
money to cities for redevelop- 
ment and rehabilitation. Cities 
develop programs and submit 
applications for funds. Lincoln 
is scheduled to receive $2.4 
million through the program 
for the 1977-78 fiscal year. 


The overall program will not 


change. Ms. Thomas said, 
but there will be vigorous 
emphasis put on ensuring that 
citizens had adequate input 
into each plan's development. 
She warned that the get-tough

policy will include withholding 
block grant moneys from cities 
which can't prove adequate 
citizen participation. 


Her speech to the workshop 


centered on how to encourage 
citizen involvement. In an in- 
terview Friday night at a 
reception held in her honor in 
the Governor's Suite at the 
Clayton House, she said she 
had noticed two immediate 
problems in Lincoln: Apathy 
and selfishness. 


She explained that both are 


common ailments in most 
other cities. The apathy, she 
said, can be abated by 
centering on issues which 
touch each individual's life. 
But that, in turn, contributes to 
what she called selfishness. 


She said the national and 


local 
trends 
toward 


neighborhood preservation is 
an important course of action, 
but it shouldn't extend so far 
that residents become blind to 
other 
neighborhoods' 


problems.

character is good, as long as 
those who cannot afford single- 
f a m i l y 
houses 
are 


remembered, she said. If they 
are 
pushed 
out 
of a 


neighborhood because of 
rehabilitation, "where are 
they going to go?" she asked. 


"We need to concern 


ourselves with the full city," 
she said. "Be concerned about 
your neighbors a little." 


She told the story of one man 


who approached his local com- 
munity development ad- 
ministrators about the 10 
potholes in his neighborhood. 
He was insistent: "Fix our 
street." But at the same public 
hearing, other neighborhood 
leaders stood up and told about 
how their neighborhoods had 
30,50 or 150 potholes. The man 
realized that other parts of the 
city were in worse shape. 


Ms. Thomas explained that 


such confrontations between 
the different segments of a 
community may 
change 


definitions of what the city 
needs or will at least provide 
the basis for setting priorities. 
Such is the importance of 
citizen involvement. 


Once citywide problems are 


defined, she said, then the 
citizens must ban together out- 
side of localized neighborhood 
organizations. "Coalition 
building is one of the most im- 
portant avenues," she 
emphasized.

propriations bill — were wasteful, unsafe or unsound 
economically or environmentally. By stopping or 
modifying the projects, most still In the early stages of 
development, Congress would save $2.2 billion over the 
next several years. 


Opponents said the projects the administration 


wanted to eliminate already had been extensively 
reviewed and approved by Congress. They argued that 
the projects, when completed, would provide water for 
residents and crops, flood control and economic 
development. 
The close vote on the amendment was considered a 


hopeful sign for the administration because it indicated that 
the House would not be able to override a possible veto of the 
appropriations bill.

Antibusing. The House voted 225-157 to prohibit the use 


of federal funds for busing students to any school other than 
the school nearest the students' home — even if desegrega- 
tion plans have "paired" or "clustered" schools. The Carter 
adminstration supports pairing and clustering — the con- 
solidation of several comparable schools within a short dis- 
tance of each other into one unit. The votawas on an amend- 
ment to a Labor-HEW appropriations bilT 


Supporters of the anti-busing amendment argued 


that the Department of Health, Education and Welfare 
was attempting to circumvent the congressional ban 
on busing adopted in 1975 by exempting the pairing and 
clustering of schools from the existing busing prohibi- 
tion. They also said that busing has resulted in total, 
disaster for American education, leading to the 
bankruptcy of sehool systems and a drastic reduction 
of school services. 


Opponents argued the amendment would cripple 


Title VI of the Civil Rights Act of 1964, which prohibits 
discrimination under any programs or activity 
receiving federal financial assistance and authorizes 
federal agencies to enforce anti-discrimination rules 
and regulations.

Voting against the amendment: Cavanaugh (D). 


Senate 


International Development. By 58-32. the Senate ap- 


proved an amendment to a bill providing for U.S. participa- 
tion in international financial institutions that would prohibit 
those institutions from channelling U.S. funds to Vietnam, 
Laos or Cambodia. 


Proponents of banning 1l.S. funds to the countries 


said U.S. tax dollars should not be used for projects in 
countries that are suppressing the human rights of 
their citizens. 


Opponents argued the amendment would violate 


the charters of the international banks, which do not 
allow individual donor nations to pick and choose 
recipient nations and would hinder efforts to account 
for Americans still missing in Southeast Asia. 
The House had previously rejected a similar amend- 


ment.

'Para-transit* a 
are mode of future for cities

St. Paul-Activated by fear 


of the astronomical subsidies 
now required for mass transit 
systems, a "small is 
beautiful" philosophy is begin- 
ning to invade the transporta- 
tion field in America's cities 
and rural areas. 


The new philosophy goes un- 


der the name "para-transit," 
nwaning shared riding, van- 
pj>olg, carpools and taxis - as 
distinct from such mass tran- 
sitntiehicles as subway cars, 
train* and big buses. 


Para-transit (PT) lacks the 


flashy appeal of dramatic new 
fixed rail systems. There's no 
powerful lobby pushing its 
expansion. Public transit com- 
panies and unions often fight it. 
Antiquated regulatory policies 
pose additional obstacles. 
Moreover, PT still is largely 
unproven — a few experiments 
have turned out to be failures 
— and there's no proof how 
many riders it may eventually 
attract. 


But if properly im- 


plemented, PT is economical, 
energy-saving and sensible. No 
sophisticated new technology 
is needed. Instead of deman- 
ding vast subsidies, PT links 
up the profit-making thrust of 
small transit 
entrepreneurs 


with the public need. 


In Minnesota, where the PT 


doctrine has revolutionized 
transportation planning, 
there's been a sobering 
recognition that rapid rail or 
more standard bus lines would 
cost immense sums and still 
not provide for most people's 
transportation needs. It was 
discovered that only 17 percent 
of Twin Cities region jobs were 
located 
in 
downtown 


Minneapolis and St. Paul, so 
that radial rail or increased 
bus corridor service to the 
downtowns — pushed by the ' 
regional .transit authority — 
made little sense. 
_ 


Subsidies for public transit 


throughout the country have 
skyrocketed in recent years, 
causing the first upturn in 
ndership in decades. Still, only 
9 percent of Americans com- 
mute to work by public transit. 
Auto usage is so dominant that 
even a 50 percent increase in 
national transit ridership 
would reduce auto travel by a 
mere 1 percent. 


When transit agencies in-_ 
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crease service for rush-hour 
demand by more than 1.6 times 
their off-hour demand, costs 
start to run wild. The added 
drivers generally can't make 
more than two productive 
rush-hour trips a day and are 
idle the rest of the time since 
unions insist on full eight-hour 
employment, often with over- 
time. The additional buses 
deadhead half their mileage 
and sit idle most of the day. In 
1975 the nation's transit 
systems added 15 million 
riders but required an 
operating subsidy increase of 
$404 million — an astonishing 
$26.93 per rider. 


How then can the number of 


private auto trips, with their 
attendant traffic congestion, 
air pollution and energy cost 
be reduced? The Minnesotans 
decided transportation plan- 
ning had to be turned on its 
head — away' from emphasis 
on new mass transit hardware 
to shared riding. 


Under the new approach, all 


vehicles are seen as potential 
transit vehicles. The idea is. 


that carpooling and vanpooling 
can sharply reduce the number 
of empty seats in autos now 
cruising the roads, thus 
achieving the goal of increased 
mass transit at a fraction of 
the cost of new buses or rail 
service. 


"We need to be liberated 


from the idea that, unless it 
runs on steel, or has a guy in 
uniform driving it, it really 
isn't transit," says Ted 
Kolderie, director of the Twin 
Cities Citizens League. 


Led by 3M, Minnesota cor- 


porations have pioneered in 
extensive employee vanpooling 
programs. This summer an 
ambitious shared-ride carpool 
and vanpool program for 
multi-employer centers will be 
launched by Public Service Op- 
tions, an offshoot of the 
Citizens League and Upper 
Midwest Council. 


Just last month the 


Minnesota Legislature moved 
ahead of other states by ap- 
propriating $5.5 million to help 
launch pi experiments in ur- 
ban and rural areas. PT 


boosters around the nation are 
lauding Minnesota's program 
because, unlike projects 
funded by the federal Urban 
Mass Transit Administration, 
grants will be free of labor 
restrictions and available to 


- private transit entrepreneurs 


as -well as "local government 
agencies. 


Labor is hostile because PT 


experiments are designed to be 
low cost, involving part-time 
drivers (fellow employees, 
housewives, etc.) or, in many 
cases, non-union employees of 
private transit 
companies. 


Twin Cities transit unions, 
whose drivers earn up to $15,- 
000 a year plus overtime, 
fought the Minnesota PT 
demonstration bill but lost. 


The way to increase transit 


options for the public, to make 
PT work, backers say, is to be 
very kind to entrepreneurs — 
to lift restrictions and let them 
come up with any ingenious 
plan they can to provide ser- 
vice with their own cabs, vans 
and minibuses, employing 
their own labor. 


Government-run transit, 


says Frank Davis, a Knoxville 
transit board member and 
University of Tennessee 
transportation specialist, is too 
costly because agencies use 
full-time civil servjce drivers 
and lack the discipline of 
private business. 


Davis has pioneered the idea 


of the transit agency as a 
broker, contracting 
with 


private providers. "We found 
more potential providers than 
you can shake a stick at," he 
says — private bus companies, 
limousine and taxicab 
operators, all competing, 
holding down costs through 
generous use of housewives, 
moonlighters, retirees and 
other part-time workers. 


By encouraging private 


express buses and vanpools, 
plus its own ridesharing 
express buses, Knoxville 
already has added 4,000 riders 
daily — enough to eliminate 
each morning a stream of traf- 
fic 19 miles long, and at costs 
as much as 50 percent below 
regular city transit service. 


But PT advances will be 


stymied, Davis says, until a 
way is found to beat down 
regulatory obstacles — the 
open-ended liability features of 
common carrier laws, for in- 
stance, which force insurance 
costs to absurd levels, and 
transit franchises that distort 
the free market for both bus 
and taxi services. 


Taken together, Davis 


charges, regulatory obstacles 
prevent 99.7 percent of drivers 
and 99.8 percent of the vehicles 
on the road from providing 
transit service for fee to 
others. Operating subsidies for 
mass transit have topped $2 
billion yearly and are rising 
rapidly. UMTA's share of 
those deficits, now $775 million 
a year, may rise to $4 billion by 
1981. 


Some transportation experts 


wonder when the subsidy bub- 
ble will burst. "If UMTA had 
never been started," Davis 
says, "I think we would have 
had a crisis that would have 
forced us to solve our transpor- 
tation problems by making 
more efficient use of what we 
already had, instead of merely 
funding the preservation of 
existing transportation in- 
stitutions." 


A possible answer is the 


voucher system that shifts the 
subsidy from the transit 
operator to the passenger. So 
far limited to the elderly and 
handicapped in a few 
localities, vouchers could be 
expanded to broad classes of 
riders. The government simply 
sells or gives riders cut-rate 
vouchers. Entrepreneurs and 
regular bus companies are 
stimulated by the increased 
ridership and voucher income 
to provide the service.. 


"The beauty of a voucher 


system," says the Urban 
Institute's Ronald Kirby, "is 
that you don't have to 
designate one and give him an 
exclusive contract. The 
government pays only for trips 
that are made. And the 
operators who provide the best 
service will presumably get 
the most riders." 


The time clearly is at hand to 


cut away the underbrush of' 
over-regulation and open- 
ended subsidies, returning to 
free market competition in 
public transportation.

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Gun dealers ' bible making former prosecutor happy, prosperous

Hastings — Gun lovers have made 


former Platte County prosecutor Robert 
Snell a very happy man. 


Collectors and dealers in guns, knives, 


German SS insignia, warfare parapher- 
nalia and some rather macabre objects 
have allowed Snell to give up his law 
practice lor the pleasures of horse 
racing. 


And Snell could care less about guns. 
A couple of souvenir shotguns adorn 


his Hastings office wall, but he is 
prouder of the drawing of the 43th and 
Van Dorn shopping center in Lincoln, 
which he now owns. 


. Snell's successful spring from his 
ownership of "Shotgun News," which he 
calls a bible for gun dealers. Among 
nearly 200,000 dealers in the nation, the 
publication has a circulation of 110,000, 
which makes it the largest in its class. 


Of course. Sneli savs. his chief corn- 


Robert Snell 


petitors aren't in his class. They actually 
print articles on guns, and "Shotgun 


News" has no news. Just ads. to the July 
1 issue were 186 pages of advertising. 


A sampling: 
• Wanted: Shrunken heads and human 


skeletons. Top prises paid. No frauds or 
monkeys desired . . . 


• SS Panzer black leather wrap-around 


tunic w/appropriate insignia and "Hitler 
jugend" cuff title . . . $700. 


• 30 different machine guns and sub- 


machine guns for sale. All live and 
registered . . . 


Whether a sportsman, a collector or an 


eccentric preparing to arm and dress 
authentically a squad from each of the 
participant nations of World War II, all 
that is needed is contained in Snell's 
publication. 


Snell, 39, has little concern for what is 


in the advertisements. "Shotgun News" 
is not on his reading list. 


"The attraction (for him) is money," 


said Snell. "It is a good moneymaker. 


What the hell?" 


There is a special attraction, however, 


for agents of the FBI and the Treasury's 
Alcohol, Tobacco and Firearms Divi- 
sion. They are among Snell's |7.50-a-year 
subscribers. "They read it religiously," 
he said. 


"Shotgun News" is popular with them 


because occasionally stolen guns and 
ammunition are advertised. The FBI 
recently investigated an advertisement 
far the special nighttime scopes used by 
the military to ambush Viet Cong 
sappers. It also is called in for mail fraud 
violations by advertisers selling nonexis- 
tent merchandise and leaving-with the 
money. 


Illegal ads bother Snell, but he says it 


is impossible to check all advertising to 
guarantee its legitimacy 


How does the 1970 president of the 


Nebraska County Attorneys Assn. feel 
about running the largest bazaar for 
firearms in the nation and perhaps the 
-world? 


"I feel about guns about the same way 


I feel abuot golf clubs," he said. "You 
can do a lot of damage with a three 
wood. As a former prosecutor, I handled 
few cases involving firearms." 


Although he hunts no more than once a 


year and is not a gun collector, Snell is a 
leading opponent of any type of gun con- 
trol. His business was hurt when mail- 
order gun sales were banned. It was only 
a temporary setback. It was soon 
realized that guns could still be 
transmitted through the mail from 
dealer to dealer. 


"Shotgun News" first started gaining 


wider national attention in 1976, when 
advertisements for mercenaries to go to 
Rhodesia were run. Snell found nothing 
unusual about the ads. Mercenaries long 
had been sought through his pages. 


Of late, the Chicago Tribune and its 


syndicated columnist Michael Kilian 
have taken an interest in the Hastings 
publication. After glancing through the 
pages of "Shotgun News," Kilian wrote: 
"Right now, I'd say the most dangerous 
place in the world could be Hastings, 


Neb. 


"The town is the home of Hastings 


I College (and gunnery school?), the 


Hastings Museum and the House of 
Yesterday. Yesterday, as in Sand Creek 
Massacre and the gunfight at the OK 
Corral." 


Snell merely smiles at the column and 


notes, wryly, that the city with the 
biggest circulation for "Shotgun News" 
is — you guessed it — Chicago. 


"Shotgun News" was launched in 4946 


by Snell's father as a four page" 
mimeographed newsletter. "It most' 
have been the right time with all those- 
GIs coming back with their .war 
trophies," Snell said. 
"" 


The publication Outgrew 'tfce' 


mimeograph machine in the basement. 
Then outgrew its home base in Columbus 
in 1972, two years after Snell bought out 
his father. He has been fighting off 
potential buyers since then. 


When Snell moved the publication to 


Hastings in 1972, he gave up his law prac- 
tice and his job as county attorney. 


Stron 
lawyer hordes will overrun Nebraska

Justice Warren Burger has 
expressed concern that the 
country may be "overrun by 
honies of lawyers as hungry as 
locusts." but University of 
IS'Jtbraska Law Dean John W. 
Strong says he has "seen no in- 
dication that such swarms are 
landing here." 


New York State Court of 


Appeals Chief Judge Charles 
Breitel recently warned that if 
money-hungry lawyers "just 
grab, grab, grab, they may be 
killing the goose that lays the 
golden egg," but Lancaster 
County Judge Jeffre Cheuvront 
asks, "who's to say "if some of 
the lawsuits being filed by fee- 
s'eeking barristers 
are 


frivolous? 


"If what may appear to be a 


frivolous lawsuit is filed and it 
results in a $100,000 judgment, 
ityeaily wasn't very frivolous, 
was it'.'" he remarked. 
^Comments like those by 
CJieuvront and S t r o n g . 
bewever. shouldn't be inter- 
preted to mean that no concern 
exists in some areas of 
Nebraska about the ever- 
increasing lawyer population 
in what may appear to be a 
litigation-happy America. 


Lancaster District Judge 


William Blue, for example, 
says that while he doesn't 
believe there's any surplus of 
attorneys in Lincoln yet. "1 
h a v e the f e e l i n g we're 
probably approaching that, and 
I expect that Omaha is at about 
the .same point we are." 


Nebraska Ally. Gen. Paul 


Douglas is of the opinion that 
there already is "a surplus in 
Lincoln, and a lot of them in 
Omaha, but in spite of that 
there are still areas of the 


state that are looking for 
lawyers." 


Nebraska State Bar Assn. 


(NSBA) Counsel for Discipline 
Robert Blair says, "It's not a 
problem here yet. but I believe 
we're awfully close to having a 
supply that exceed the de- 
mand. I've heard that concern 
expressed by other attorneys 
from around the state who say 
they're getting resumes (from 
new lawyers looking for work) 
every day. 


"I'm concerned that if we do 


get an overage of supply, we're 
more likely to start getting 
more complaints (about some 
lawyers' performance)." Blair 
said that could involve the 
filing of cases that have little 
or no merit, or charging 
excessive fees when a new at- 
torney, struggling to make a 
dollar, does land a client. 


According to figures from 


the American Bar Assn. 
( A B A ) , the NSBA, Dean 
Strong and State Supreme 
Court Clerk Larry Donelson. 
between 30.000 and 35.000 new 
lawyers are admitted to prac- 
tice in the U.S. yearly, with 
about 300 being admitted an- 
nually to the Nebraska Bar. It 
has been estimated that there 
are now more than 400.000 
practicing attorneys across the 
nation, while the NSBA's 
current membership roster 
shows a total of 2,916 
barristers who are active in 
the state. 


During the past 10 years, the 


law has become the country's 
fastest growing profession and 
the experts foresee little or no 
lessening of that pace for the 
next five years or so. what 
with 100.000 individuals now 
enrolled in America's law 
schools. 


Dean Strong, and Creighton 


Law Dean Steven Frankino — 
whose schools have a com- 
bined enrolment of some 950 — 
say that the great majority of 
their graduates stay in 
Nebraska (and/or Iowa, in 
Creighton's case). They also 
estimate that between 75% and 
90% of those persons enter 
traditional roles, although both 
men say that as the job market 
for 
practicing 
attorneys 


tightens, more and more of the 
new lawyers are using their 
degrees as a background for 
other kinds of endeavors. 


Frankino and Strong note 


that an increasing number of 
young barristers are seeking 
careers in government, private 
business — such as banking or 
insurance — and in the field of 
education. 


"Lawyers are at a premium 


in education administration 
work," Frankino observes. 


But what of those who hope 


to hang out their private 
shingle, or join an established 
law firm? Are there so many 
that some struggling new- 
comers may find increasing 
a p p e a l in " a m b u l a n c e 
chasing" and filing groundless 
lawsuits in order to collect a 
fee'.' Has attorney abundance 
created a "buyer's market" 
for large law firms that find 
graduates willing to accept a 
pittance simply to get a job? 


In Nebraska, at least, the 


answers to the last two 
questions would appear to be 
no. 


NSBA President Richard 


Knudsen of Lincoln says he 
hasn't seen any problem with 
frivolous lawsuits being filed 
in Lincoln, "although I suppose 
it's possible to pull out an 
isolated case to use as an 
example of that. I think the

Figures from the office of 


NSBA Counsel for Discipline 
Blair would seem to bear that 
out. They show that in five 
cases of reprimand and four 
cases of State Supreme Court 
disciplinary action taken 
against lawyers so far this 
year, the "newest" of the 
wrongdoers 
was a 1968 


graduate. 


Knudsen said that while 


questionable attorney conduct 
may be an existing dilemma in 
some of the more heavily pop- 


ulated and lawyered areas of 
the nation, "I guess I don't see 
it as a real danger in Lincoln, 
Nebraska." 


The NSBA head said that, in 


addition, if an attorney does 
file a meritless lawsuit or two 
"he earmarks himself with his 
brother lawyers and judges, 
and he becomes pretty ineffec- 
tive in short order. Every case 
be touches from then on will be 
suspect, even if it's perfectly 
.legal and solid." 


Concerning a possible 


"buyer's market" for law 
firms. Knudsen said he doesn't 
believe that would be the situa- 
tion in this area. 


"Law firms are still com- 


petitive, and they're willing to 
pay for talent." He said the 
salary trend for new lawyers 
"isn't downward, but up." 


Dean Strong said that star- 


ting salaries for law graduates 
"have been escalating tremen- 
dously during the past few 
years." The former University 
of Oregon law professor said 
beginning pay for a new 
member of a Nebraska law 
firm would probably range 
from about $12.000 to $18,000 as 
opposed to $22,000 to $25.000 in 
New York "which sets the 
trend for the country." 


Strong said he feels that law 


graduates with high academic 
standings have "relatively lit- 
tle difficulty" in finding jobs, 
"although the bottom half of 
the class probably finds opor- 
tunities fewer and harder to 
come by. 


Neither Strong nor Frankino 


feel that law schools should be 
called upon to further restrict 
the number of persons 
enrolling in those courses by 
i n s t i t u t i n g admittance 
requirements higher than the 
tough ones already in effect. 


"If an oversuppiy of lawyers 


does exist — and I'm not con- 
vinced of that — it must be 
handled by the courts and the 


board of bar examiners," 
declared Frankino. He said the 
courts and the examiners, who 
administer bar admittance 
tests to new graduates, "have 
the constitutional and 
statutory duty to control the 
profession. I don't perceive our 
role to be to control the access 
to it." 


Strong said he believes in the 


free market approach of supp- 
ly and demand in controlling 
lawyers' numbers. 


"The word will eventually

are confidential Bui the Son- 
dav Journal and Star knew 


about Jack from an indepen- 
dent source and asked him if 
he would be willing to talk 
frankly and on the record 
about bow his case was 
handled. 


He was. 
Wright probably isn't any 


more typical than anyone else 
who has complained. Filings 
with the division, according to 
investigator Ed Ragatz, have 
spanned a range from brutality 
durges to allegations of dis- 
courtesy, and generalisations 
are difficult.

Gallup: religious revival possible 


New York (AP) - Pollster 


George Gallup Jr. said recent 
surveys have found mounting 
evidence that the United States 
"may be in an early stage of a 
profound religious revival." 


Writing in the June issue of 


the Journal of Current Social 
Issues, Gallup said evidence 
for his suggestion included a 
rise in church attendance in 
1976 for the first time in nearly 
two decades. 


He said his survey showed 


42% of Americans attended 
church or synagogue in a 
typical week. 


"Our surveys also showed 


'church membership to be on 
tue upswing during the year,.. 


with about seven in 10 now 
describing themselves as 
church members," he wrote. 


He said six in 10 persons sur- 


veyed now say their religious 
beliefs are "very important" 
and he cited the considerable 
interest in what he termed 
experimental religion, such as 
mysticism, 
yoga 
and 


transcendental meditation, as 
further evidence of revival. 


The evangelical movement 


also appeared to be "providing 
a powerful thrust" for the 
current religious revival, he 
said.

Book of Genesis, chapter 21, of 
the importance of Beersheba 
as the cultural and religious 
center of the Israelites as they 
wandered out of Mesopotamia 
towards Canaan 4,000 years 
before the Christian era. 


Aharoni, who died after the 


discovery, cut through 60 feet 
of rock and was planning 
another 60 feet of excavation to 
reach the subterranean water 
level, the well's secret supply 
source. 


The well shaft is six feet in 


diameter and was strategically 
placed among the substantial 
buildings of the "city" of 
Beersheba, called for con- 
siderable expertise in building. 


Water was the key to 


Abraham's frontier policy as 
he followed his divine 
guidance, and his family were 
all committed to maintaining 
the great well of Beersheba. 
Here he gave "seven ewe 
lambs" to the local king, 
Abimelech, as "a witness for 
me that I dug this well." 


Abraham planted a sturdy" 


tamarisk tree, whose fruit 
yielded the substance known as 
"manna," as a further sign of 
his friendship towards the

Strong said that, in the past 


six months, the UNL Law 
School has increased its efforts 
in trying to help its graduates 
get "placed. 


"We feel that the school has 


the responsibility of giving all 
of the help we can. But ul- 
timately, of course, the burden 
is on the graduate," he com- 
mented. 


Likewise, Creighton's Dean 


Frankino says that "the jobs 
are certainly there, although it 
may be more difficult for some 
graduates to get their first 
choice. The big problem is 
lawyer maldistribution." 


Everyone interviewed 


agreed with that latter remark 
— the observation of Nebraska 
County Judges Assn. vice 
president Cheuvront being 
typical. The attorney shortage 
in the state's smaller towns 
and rural areas, he said, "is 
not unlike the dilemma those 
places are facing in getting 
doctors." 


The state's lawyer distribu- 


tion disparity becomes quite 
obvious when various attorney 
figures from the NSBA are 
applied to the one lawyer per 
800 population ratio that the 
ABA has said is needed to 
make the attorney economical- 
ly viable. 


Realizing that a com- 


munity's business and in- 
dustrial make-up plays a 
critical role in determining 
how many lawyers the area 
can support, Lincoln- 
Lancaster County's 601 at- 
torneys figure out to about one 
per 305 residents, and Omaha-

Douglas County's 1,239 
barristers represent a ratio of 
about one per 330 population. 
Across the rest of Nebraska, 
however, the 1,056 lawyers 
listed by the NSBA operate at a 
ratio of about one per 940 peo- 
ple. 


There are indications, 


however, that past lawyer 
avoidance of the non-metro 
regions is just that — a thing of 
the past. 


Knudsen said that visits he 


has had around Nebraska 
reveal that increasing 
numbers of fresh-out-of-school 
practitioners of the law are1 
settling down «t there. 


"It's not only because there 


aren't as many jobs available 
in the larger cities, but people 
are recognizing that smaller 
communities are nice places to 
live and find the good life. 
Some towns like North Platte 
and Scottsbluff and some 
others are really picking up 
young lawyers these days," he 
offered. 


As more and more new at- 


torneys .make their appearance 
on the national and Nebraska 
scenes, Atty. Gen. Douglas 
said he expects there will be 
more litigation "in areas that I 
never saw it in several years 
ago, and never thought I would 
see it in." He said that while 


many tenured lawyers are,too, 
busy to take on "close" cases., 
or those that don't hold-the 
promise of large financial 
rewards, young, not yet.esn, 
tablished attorneys with some- 
time on their hands will 
probably accept those kinds of 
matters as well as "un- 
popular" causes. 


"There's nothing wrong with 


taking on an unpopular cause. 
Sometimes 
they're 


successful," he noted. 


But what of the effects in the 


courtroom? Will already over- 
burdened dockets become even 
more jammed, and additional 
judges become increasingly 
necessary to handle the 
growing load? 


District Judge Blue, vice 


president of Nebraska's 
District Judges Assn., said he 
doesn't see any corollary 
between the increasing 
numbers of attorneys and any 
corresponding demand for 
more jurists. 


The need for new judges, he 


said, has been and will be 
brought qn by "more govern- 
ment regulations, more people 
and more crime." 


Fortunately — or unfor- 


tunately, depending upon one's 
viewpoint — there should be 
plenty of lawyers around to 
handle all of those things.

John Arkfeld 


The coach never strikes out 


By Linda Ulrich 
.John Arkfeld has never played a 


game of baseball in his life but he's 
coached and managed baseball 
teams and he has a baseball field 
named after him. 


Much too modest to feel comfor- 


table about it. he is. nonetheless, 
worthy of being called the father of 
semi-pro baseball in Lincoln. 


His involvement with baseball ac- 


tually began with Softball 22 years 
ago when he became one of the 
equipment managers in the Little 
Chief Softball program. 


It wasn't until he attended the 


first meeting of the equipment 
managers that he learned that being 
equipment manager also meant 
being coach. 


After the meeting, he checked out 


a book from the library and started 
reading and coaching. 


• As his four sons grew up in sports, 
Arkfeld's involvement grew too. In 
Addition to eight years as a Little 
Chief coach, he spent 10 years as a 
manager in the American Legion 
baseball program. 


As his older sons turned 19 and 


were no longer eligible to play in the 
American Legion program, he 
became more and more convinced 
that Lincoln needed a semi-pro 
baseball League and diamond. 
• Arkfeld went to the City Council 
•requesting funds to build a baseball 
diamond. The Council appropriated 


'. $25.000. When the bids came in at 


S7U.OOU. Arkfeld asked the Council to 
give the Capital City League the 
$25.000 and league members would 
do the work themselves. 


Arkfeld again went to the library 


and did research on how a baseball 
field should be lit. 


•'With the help of some good Lin- 


coln citizens" and contributions of 
time and equipment from several 
businesses, "we have a real fine 
baseball field." he said. 


The John Arkfeld Baseball Field, 


in the Lincoln Air Park, has 192 
lights and the only field in the state 
that is lit better is Rosenblatt 


Stadium in Omaha, Arkfeld proudly 
states. 


From May 15 to August 1, there is 


at least one game a night and more 
on the weekends. 


This year the Capital City League 


has seven teams, including a 
Beatrice team and a Daykin team. 


Arkfeld, who is the league com- 


missioner, hopes to have a state 
tournament, if not this year, the 
next and also hopes to have a 
regional 
p l a y o f f 
with five 


midwestern states participating in 
the next few years. 


It's quality ball, he said. "There 


isn't a kid on my team (Havelock 
Johnny's) who isn't playing or who 
hasn't played college ball. They all 
know what the game's all about." 


He would like to see the number of 


Lincoln teams grow to six but, even 
more, he would like to see more 
spectators at the games. 


Disabled as a result of a back in- 


jury suffered in a car accident 10 
years ago, he has devoted the last 
five years of his time and energy to 
making semi-pro baseball a reality 
in Lincoln. 


Although he disclaims his efforts, 


saying that if he hadn't done it 
someone else would have, Arkfeld 
does recall when baseball in Lincoln 
consisted of one team sponsored by 
the Moose. 


When it folded, his oldest son had 


a team for one year, followed by his 
second son and Ed Golden forming 
teams. 


Arkfeld combined the two teams. 


The second year he sponsored it, the 
team won the state championship 
and placed 13th in the nationals. 


It was a team that began with no 


field, except schoolgrounds. and un- 
iforms that consisted of t-shirts and 
sweatpants, he said. 


What does it take to be a good 


coach'' "Patience and understan- 
ding but mostly patience," Arkfeld 
replies. 


"No two players are alike of 


course and some players you have 
to get rough with and some you have 
to say 'please' to." 


He's always taught the fundamen- 


tals and he never cusses. 


In 22 years. Arkfeld has only been 


thrown out of two games, once 
deliberately to get the team fired 
up. strategy, which, he said, 
worked. The other time . . . well, 
what's baseball without its ritual? 
In Arkfeld's scorebook, ball is good 
clean family fun. 


"The whole family can be in- 


volved. We've always been a real 
close family and we've tried to do 
things as a family." 


In 1974. the year the team took 


state. Arkfeld was manager; his 
oldest son. Bob, was player-coach; 
sons Chuck and Doug also were on 
the team; son Ted and daughter 
Susie were bat boy and bat girl, and 
wife Phyllis was the sideline 
worrier. 


"I'm a great believer that kids 


have so much energy and they're 
going to burn it up on sports or on 


something else." 


Arkfeld prefers sports. His sons, 


Bob. 27. Chuck, 23, and Doug, 22. all 
lettered in football and received 
baseball scholarships; Ted, 14, plays 
American Legion ball, Susie, 13, was 
one of two girls in her junior high to 
go out for all the girls sports; and 
oldest daughter Joyce, 31, is angry 
that girls sports weren't what they 
are today when she was growing up. 


Although all sports are impoi iant, 


it's baseball first in the Arkfeld 
home. Even the poodles go to the 
games. Over the 4th of July 
weekend, Arkfeld's team will play 
nine games in six days. 


Arkfeld, who played Softball for 22 


years, decided it was time to hang 
up his glove when he hit a home run 
and none of the members of his 
family, who were in the stands, saw 
it. 


"It was the only home run I ever 


hit."

The stern, Victorian paterfamilias of 


Clarence Day's reminiscence, Life With 
Father, would not recognize his present-day 
counterpart. Whereas Day's father would no 
more have donned an apron than a dress, 
today's papa is as likely to be found pushing a 
baby carriage as a corporate merger. 


Father's Day gives rise to thoughts about 


the blurring of men's role in American socie- 
ty, and especially within the family unit. And 
also within the family that has ceased to be a 
unit. For years, divorced fathers deferred to 
the conventional wisdom that women were 
better nurturers than men. But now, in- 
creasingly, they are demanding exclusive 
custody of their children — and sometimes 
getting it. 
, 


"That whole 'male mystique' about men 


not caring as much or not wanting to be with 
their children is balderdash," said Newsweek 


editor Douglas M. Davis, who won exclusive 
custody of his two daughters after an eight- 
year legal battle with his former wife. 


Still, the legal and social bias toward 


maternal custody remains strong. It is es- 
timated that more than 11 million children 
now live in single-parent homes, but that only 
about 900,000 of them live with their fathers. 


Regardless of which parent retains 


custody — and in some cases, neither wants 
to - the high divorce rate disproves th<i 
adage that children are "the ties that bind" a 
marriage together. 


All the more remarkable, then, that 


divorced fathers should want to assume the 
double burden of earning a living and running 
a child-oriented household without the aid of 
a spouse. And it takes a determined father to 
press his case when the mother also wants 
custody. 


Despite lack of experience with, 


housework, the researchers found, the 
fathers generally got along by sharing the 
chores with the kids. For the most part, they 
managed without a great deal of outside help 
from relatives or babysitters. This is the type 
of dad that deserves a break on Father's Day.

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Arizona State claims 
College World Series 


By Virgil Parker 
Sports Editor 
Omaha — Arizona State, with a power- 


ful baseball program leaded with the 
finest scholarship players from around 
the nation, turned to a walkon pitcher to 
claim the College Baseball World Series 
championship with a 2-1 victory over 
South Carolina at Rosenblatt Stadium 
here Saturday night. 


Junior righthander Jerry Vasquez ran 


his record to 12-2 with a masterful five- 
hitter. 


"It's 
been my dream ever since 


walking on to pitch the championship 
game of the world series," the local 
product from Scottsdale, Ariz., said. "I 
tired a little in the middle innings, but 
just kept doing what I do best — throw it 
hard and keep the ball down low." 


Vasquez, who was picked in the third 


round of the recent pro draft by the 
Texas Rangers, said he expects to return 
to ASU for his senior season. "After 
pitching the championship game of the 
Western Athletic Conference and win- 
ning two games here (he also beat 
Minnesota in a third-round contest), 
they've assured me a scholarship next 
year." 


Vasquez scattered South Carolina's 


five safeties, giving up just one hit in five 
separate frames, while setting the 
Gamecocks down in order in the other 
four innings — including the eighth and 
ninth after gaining the 2-1 final advan- 
tage on catcher Chris Bando's home run 
in the bottom of the seventh. 


The fact that Vasquez and Bando 


turned out to be the heros for the Sun 
Devils may have been written in the 
stars. Both Bando, the younger brother 
of major league star Sal, and Vasquez 
were born on the same day — Feb. 4, 
1956. 


Arizona State tallied the game's initial 


run in the bottom of the third after two 
were out. Centerfielder Rick Peters 
singled to right and promptly stole se- 
cond. Shortstop Mike Henderson 
followed with a sharp single to left. 
Peters was held up at third, but South 
Carolina third baseman cat off the throw 
from the outfield and rifled the ball to 
first base where Henderson had taken a 
wide turn. 


Henderson was eventually tagged out 


in a rundown for the third out, but not 
before the speedy Peters had scampered 
across home plate. 


South Carolina tied the score in the top 


of the seventh on a towering home run 
over the right field wall by designated 
hitter Steve King. But Sando's blast 
followed in.the bottom of the seventh to 


decide the issue. 


Though King had the honor as the 


Gamecocks' DH, he had entered the CWS 
with an anemic .071 batting average. His 
round-tripper was just his second hit in 
17 trips to the plate during the series. 


Ironically, it was King who came up in 


the ninth inning for South Carolina with 
two outs. 


"I certainly didn't want to walk him," 


Vasquez said later, "but I was worried 
about him hitting another one out. I just 
challenged him with low fast balls." 
King popped out in foul territory to ASU 
third baseman Brandt Humphry and 
Arizona State had its fourth national 
championship. 


The Sun Devils also won the title in 


1965, '67 and '69, but those were under 
coach Bobby Winkles. This was the first 
crown for coach Jim Brock, who was the 
runnerup to Southern California in both 
1972 and '73. 


"I couldn't be prouder of a team," 


Brock said. "They came so much farther 
than anyone thought they 
would." 


(Arizona State was third in the CWS last' 
year, but only had three starters from 
that team return.) 


It was the second bridesmaid finish for 


South Carolina, which was making its 
fourth straight CWS appearance. The 
Gamecocks were here under the direc- 
tion of ex-Yankee star Bobby Richardson 
the other three times. 


"That was one of the greatest first- 


year coaching jobs I've ever seen," 
Brock said of Gamecock coach June 
Raines. "They have a fine team and can 
be proud of their finish." 


The championship clash was played 


before a turnout of 11,876 fans. Omaha 
continues to support the CWS in fantastic 
fashion. The turnstiles clicked 90,11? 
times for the 15 games this year, 
breaking the old record — set last year 
- by 6,662. 


One side note of interest. In just three 


of the 15 CWS games this year did the 
home team on the Scoreboard come out 
victorious. And the two teams in the title 
tile were involved in all three. 


South Carolina topped Temple, 3-2 in 10 


innings in the first round. The other two 
were both by Arizona State over South 
Carolina — Thursday night by a 6-2 count 
and in the championship game. 


Thus, the Sun Devils were the only 


"home team" that didn't have to bat in 
the bottom of the ninth — and th'ey did it 
twice against the same opponent.

Max Jensen and Shirley Deterding 


nave been selected the 1976-77 Lincoln 
Sunday Journal and Star male and 
female bowlers of the year. 


Jensen, who has been the dominant 


force in Lincoln bowling the past few 
seasons, again had an outstanding year, 
winning the City Bowling Tournament all 
events crown with a 2034 total and then 
finished third in State Bowling Tourna- 
ment with a 1923 total, an average of just 


under 220 for 18 games. 


Additionally Jensen sustained a 203 


average, second best in the city and tops 
in any five-man team league. He also had 
the fifth best series in league play for the 
year, hitting 738 at Hollywood. 


Deterding captured the female award 


by winning the State Bowling Tourna- 
ment all events crown with a 1708, 
finishing sixth in the City Bowling Tour- 
nament, maintaining a 179 average in 
leagues, which was second best in the 
city and shooting the fourth high 
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Mate Bowler of the Year.

shot.' I thought I had really been bowling 
great and all I had was 621." 


Jensen feels the turning point in his 


career was in 1968 in the state match 
play tournament in Omaha. 


"I had won the tournament when it 


was in Lincoln the year before and I real- 
ly wanted to have back-to-back titles." 
he says. "After the first day, though. I 
was way back. I called my wife that 
night from Omaha and told her I didn't 
have a chance. 


"Later that night I sat in the room and 


really thought about the next day. I came 
back and won the tourney. It was impor- 
tant because it was the first time I ever 
knew 1 could win. For the first time, I 
psyched myself up and convinced myself 
I would win. Fortunately for me. I did. If 
I hadn't. I might not ever have become a 
very good bowler." 


Like any person who projects a strong 


personality in his endeavors, Jensen is 
not without his detractors. Most often 
Jensen's ego is criticized and at times 
his intense competitiveness gets 
expressed in ways some feel do not 
reflect the best sportsmanship. 


"There is tremendous pressure, in 


bowling," says Jensen. "You're faced 
with an invisible enemy — the treatment 
ol the lanes — which can make or break 
yon, I've hardly seen any pro bowlers 
who at one time or another didn't get 
pretty upset. 


"They talk about how cool and calm 


Earl Anthony is," adds Max, "but I've 
seen him throw chairs and pound his fists 
against the wall. It gets to everybody." 


In talking with Jensen, the feeling one 


gets is that he is driven by his pride. 
rather than ego. 


"In anything I do, I want to do it 


right," says Jensen. "I used to be very 
insecure about bowling because people 
thought I was good, but I wasn't. I didn't 
know what I was doing — I didn't do it 
right.

KHATs decision frustrates area Royal fans 


II you're a major league baseball fan and live in extreme 


South Lincoln, your listening appetite for Kansas City Royals 
games might be satisfied. 


But if you can't zero in on Crete's KTAP (102.9 on the FM 


dial). then you merely join an inordinate number of Capital City 
baseball enthusiasts who prefer something different in their 
day-to-day diet from the airwaves. 


Harry Argue, a director for the Nebraska Bankers Assn., is 


one of the frustrated casualties of Lincoln's KHAT-FM, which 
dropped from the Royals Radio Network this season. 


Argue wrote Kansas City management, asking if a steady 


schedule of televised Royals games on Cablevision had anything 
to do with the absence of regular radio broadcasts. 


Robert Fromme, general manager of the Royals Radio 


Network, assured Argue that was not the case. 


"We feel badly about it," Fromme said. "We certainly 


oflered the games to KHAT — even offered to pay them money 
to carry the games — but Jim Treat and Larry Campbell at the 
station elected not to join the network this year." 


According to Fromme, Treat and Campbell said "there had 


not been any response in the previous years. That's too bad, 
because 1 bet I've received 30 letters from Lincoln this season, 
asking why the games aren't on." 


Argue sees the result as another example of an insecure 


radio station, believemg there must be calls, letters and a 
general pat on the back, so everyone knows ole Joe Fan is 
listening out there. 


How ridiculous. First, even though there are the inveterate 


ians who'll listen to each hit and every out far all games, most 
radio interest in the Royals is like it is for most other program- 
ming 


That is. you turn the radio on when it is convenient in your 


time schedule. You may choose to listen only for a couple in- 
nings to catch that action and get the score to beat the 10 o'clock 
sports report on television. 


II it's a particularly interesting game, you're likely to stay 


tundd longer than planned. In summer months, baseball can 
become a consistent radio companion whether you're painting 
the house or tanning the body.

For some reason, stations carrying baseball insist on a 


direct line of communiation from their listeners. Do they 
expect, or better yet do they get, a call every other night, 
saying. "That was some kind of country music you had oikthere 
tonight, podnah I hope you don't ever think of taking it off?" 


Argue feels compelled to add one more comment. 
"Royals tickets are being sold this year in the main lobby of 


the First National Bank Building," he points out. "In the past 
month, I have been in there two or three times a day and have 
yet to not see someone buying tickets. 


"Obviously, there is substantial interest in major league 


sports here in Lincoln, expecially now that the distance to 
Royals Stadium has been trimmed in both time and miles with 
the long-awaited completion of Interstate 29 from Nebraska 
City to Kansas City," Argue says. 


"It would really be nice," he adds, "if some Lincoln radio 


station would enhance that interest by again broadcasting the 
games " 


Fromme wrote Argue that a Lincoln station can still join 


the network "It's their decision," he^said. "I begged KHAT and 
wrote every other station in town with no success." 


Treat told Argue that Topeka's WIBW, the Royals' flagship 


station, had negotiated with Crete's KTAP-FM before contac- 
ting KHAT "and that he saw no need for two stations in the 
same area to carry the games He did, however, admit that 
KTAP could not be picked up all over Lincoln." 


If, more ammunition is needed to justify Lincoln's solid- 


based support for the Royals, here's an interesting example.

Although Osborne emphasizes that the CFA can't pass any 


new rules or regulations without the approval of the NCAA as a 
whole, he says that several proposals seemed to have general 
sympathy during the Atlanta meetings. 


"Standardising the academic requirements for a student- 


athlete to gain admission to college is one," Osborne says. 
"Another is to raise the overall scholarship limits from 95 to 
105. so we won't have to cut players off scholarship toward the 
end of their career." 


Osborne says another proposal would be to return the 


coaching staff size to 10 assistants. It was reduced to eight, but 
two "part-time assistants" who are allowed to recruit can also 
be on the staff "That's kind of a fuzzy area," Osborne admits. 


The "three visit" rule is another concern of coaches. It 


centers around the "burnp" provisions of the rule. 


"We all know we're only allowed three official visits with a 


recruit in his home," Osborne says, "but if we happen to be at 
his high school and he is walking down the hall, we don't have to 
turn our backs on him to keep it from being an extra visit. So, 
it's called a 'bump' and doesn't count. 


"But some schools have badly abused the rule," Osborne 


says "They'd have a recruiter sit in the high school coach's of- 
fice every day until the prospect came in to get dressed for 
practice Then they'd have a 15 minute talk and call it a bump. 


"We need to throw out the rule or modify it so it is en- 


forceable." Osborne feels. He's on the national committee to 
study the rule. 


The NCAA leadership — especially new president J. Neils 


Thompson of Texas — seem receptive to the idea of reorganiza- 
tion That will place the CFA members in a seperate division so 
they can control their own destiny. 


With a quiet, calm approach by the CFA members, the job 


may yet get done. It will still be a revolution, but a bloodless 
one.

CFA meets 


The bigtime football universities in the country have long 


been in conflict with the NCAA. Rules governing the number of 
scholarships allowed and size limitations on coaching staffs are 
just two of the basic reasons for the tension between the two. 


For the last two years there has been talk of revolt. 


Speculation has been made that the members of the major foot- 
ball conferences would form their own organization and pull out 
of the NCAA. 


That talk heightened when the College Football Conference 


(CFA) was organized. The 80 "biggies" of college football are 
in that group 


But, instead of revolt or disharmony within the NCAA, the 


governing body of college athletics may soon become even 
stronger because of the CFA. 


The CFA held its latest meetings earlier this week in Atlan- 


ta Nebraska football coach Tom Osborne was the elected 
representative from among the Big Eight coaches to attend. 
Oklahoma coach Barry Switzer and OSU grid boss Jim Stanley 
were also in attendance. 


Voice for coaches 


"In the NCAA there has been little machinery to take into 


account what the coaches thought or had to say," Osborne says. 
"Unless the coach was also the athletic director, he had no 
voice, no vote, nor could he serve on a committee. We often 
didn't Imd out about a proposal which greatly affected the job 
we are trying to do until after it was passed." 


The CFA is different. Coaches serve on committees, make 


recommendations. The hope is that the general NCAA 
legislative body will listen to those recommendations. 


"Our first job," Osborne says of the schools which play 


major college football, "is to convince the other members of 
the NCAA that we're not a bunch of wild-eyed monsters set on 
revolution 


"Next, we need to get ourselves organized and show some 


unuy Then." Osborne reasons, "when we make some proposals 
— tell the other members that they are reasonable and needed 
by the larger schools. I think we have a good chance of reaching 
our objectives within the framework of the NCAA. 


"In the past, the major schools have been horribly 


organized, lacked unity and have been badly outnumbered by 
the smaller schools in the NCAA," Osborne adds.

Niobrara considered 


After much study has been done, the Niobrara River will be 


fonsidered for enclusion in the National Wild and Scenic Rivers 
System. 


According to Department of the Interior secretary Cecil D. 


Andrus, the Niobrara in Nebraska is one of 20 rivers now under 
authorisation for study as possible addition to the National 
Rivers System. 


Such a move would protect the river from federally 


licensed or financed water resource developments while being 
studied Congress will evaluate the findings to determine if a 
k'gisldtue act is in order to place the river in the National 
Svstem as Wild, Scenic or Recreational Rivers, or a combina- 
tion ol those categories. 


The- section of the .\iobrara authorized for study is the main 


stem from Antelope Creek to Sparks Gauging Station, or the 
portion ot river above the proposed Norden Uam site. 


Dam proponents have indicated the portion of the river 


would nut bo allected by the dam construction. Some other peo- 
ple think different. 


Czura writes 


Pete C'^ura, former Lincoln Sunday Journal and Star out- 


door writer, is among those questioning the dam. Here are his 
thoughts 


"How many darns must we build to water more cities and 


nourish more crops in order to support greater numbers of peo- 
ple who will only demand additional supplies of water? How 
num wild canyons can we destroy before the larger balance 
.slips from its fulcrum'' 


"Once we harness and destroy the free-flowing beauty of 


ih'1 Niobrara River, it will be lost forever. Isn't this too high a 
price to pjv to provide irrigation — which many ranchers and 
l.irmers in this area oppose — for the benefit of the owners of 
those 77.000 dcres (scheduled for irrigation)? In the end, we will 
only have plains ol mud and sand behind such dams. 


"We're playing with matches, unmindful of the con- 


sequences Once our rivers were clean and rich, sustaining un- 
countable numbers of living creatures in the rnud and shallows 
ol the estuaries. Today, many of our precious rivers carry 
messages which the chemistry of life itself cannot read — or un- 
derstand."

Knowing 'ropes' 
can be lifesaver 


Whiskers on men may be a 


sign of strength, but when they 
appear on synthetic ropes 
sportsmen are asking for trou- 
ble. 


Worn, frayed areas in ropes 


are obvious weak spots. But 
long before a piece of rope 
reaches this condition it un- 
dergoes other signs of 
1 


deterioration. Unless you know 
what to look for, these subtle- 
warnings will be missed. The 
net result can be a lost anchor, 
collapsed tent, broken winch 
line ... or you. 


Cordage engineers at 


Berkley's research center 
have found that synthetic ropes 
actually undergo two'different 
types of deterioration': 
mechanical wear and 
molecular fatigue. 


When a rope is subject to 


repetitive abrasion you can see 
the external wear in the form 
of broken filaments, fuzz and 
roughening. But there can also 


be internal wear occurring in- 
side the rope construction and 
this you can not see. Under 
constant loading and un- 
loading, (e.g., a bouncing boat 
tethered to a dock), the 
filaments are strained and 
work against each other. Like 
a rubber band that has been 
constantly stretched, then 
relaxed, the filaments begin to 
weaken. Your only clue of trou- 
ble is an external sign of 
whiskers and flexing the rope 
looking for a rough, crumbling 
internal structure. 


Molecular fatigue is an even 


more insidious robber of rope 
strength. Through continued 
exposure to sunlight, ozone in 
our 
atmosphere, and 


chemicals, the molecular 
structure of the synthetic 
ropes gradually begin to 
weaken and split. First indica- 
tion that something is 
happening is a visual change.

Primitive launching ramps can be overcome 


The venturesome outboarder 


who likes to try various waters 
is bound to get more enjoy- 
ment from his rig. However, 
he's apt to run into a wider 
variety of launching ramps. 
Some will be very good ones, 
while others will be primitive. 


Fortunately, the poor ones 


need not discourage the well- 
prepared adventurer. If you 
know how to handle them, they 
will rarely stop you from 
having your fun. 


If you often use very 


primitive ramps or just the 
beach, consider the old trick of 
installing a trailer hitch on the 
liont end of your car. At the 
launching site, hook the trailer 
to it Then you can see where 
the boat and car are going, and 
the rear wheels of the car are 


more likely to remain on dry, 
firm ground. 


As a hedge against getting 


stuck or being unable to haul a 
trailer up a very steep, loose or 
slippery ramp, the MerCruiser 
stern drive boating experts 
recommend purchasing a 
cable hoist at a hardware 
store. It's light and compact, 
and is easy to carry. As it can 
exert a pull of 1000 or 2000 Ibs. 
depending on model, it could 
save the day at some remote 
launching site. 


Take along a pair of wheel 


chocks to supplement the car's 
brakes on 'the steeper ramps. 
Auto supply stores carry 
various kinds, most of them 
light and easy to carry. 


Using a shackle, fit a sturdy 


pulley to the boat's bow eye. 
Run the trailer winch line 


_ through it and back to the 


winch stand. This doubles the 
winch's power and tan make it 
much easier to'winch out a 
heavy boat on a steep ramp, at 
the small cost of twice as 
many turns of the crank han- 
dle. 


When wind or current keeps 


moving your boat's stern out of 
line with the trailer when 
hauling out, run a line from the 
stern to shore. Have someone 
- hold it, and slack off or haul in 
as necessary according to your 
commands. 


Always study the water just 


off a strange ramp before 
launching. There might be an 
abrupt drop-off which could 
" hang up the trailer wheels'

tive action," said Lord 
Killanm, president of the IOC, 
at a final news conference 
after the four-day session 
"But we have strengthened our 
rules to deal with any situation 
that arrises at future games "

notice because they were 
angry over New Zealand s 
resumption of sports ties with 
South Africa 


RFE to wait 
for answers 


Prague (AP) — Radio Free 


Europe will not know for 
perhaps a year or two whether 
it will be allowed into Moscow 
to report on the 1980 Summer 
Olympic Games 


The International Olympic 


Committee has given its 
executive board powers to 
reject any applications for 
press, radio or television ac- 
creditation 


It rejected amendments to 


the accreditation rules which 
would have effectively shut out 
RFE, 
the United States- 


fianced radio network which 
broadcasts in 35 languages to 
the Soviet Union and East 
European communist coun- 
tries 


U S Olympic officials have 


said there is a danger that the 
United States might not send a 
team to Moscow if RFE is 
denied accreditation 


RFE staffers were stripped 


of their press badges at last 
year s Winter Games in 
Innsbruck after a Soviet 
protest The IOC said the RFE 
men had not gone through 
regular channels to get ac- 
credited 
They were ac- 


credited for the Summer 
Games at Montreal 
after 


pledging they would include no 
politics in their broadcasts

Wednesday 


Killanm spoke in English 


The printed program included 
the text of his speech in 
English and Czech 


The Czech version omitted a 


whole section referring 
to 


government interference in 
sport and restrictions on 
freedom of sportsmen, and 
there were two other smaller 
deviations 


Killanm-said Antonm Himl, 


president of the Czech Olympic 
Committee, had written him 
saying he was surprised and 
sorry to learn of the 
deviations, and he was in- 
vestigating further 


The IOC took no action on a 


move to restore recognition to 
South Africa, which was 
expelled in 1970 because of its 
apartheid racial policies in 
sport 


Jan Staubo, the member for 


Norway, who proposed a 
review of the South African 
question, said after the 
meeting there was no objection 
to his proposal and the way 
was clear for South Africa to 
apply for recognition 


But Killanm said, "I do not 


anticipate this happening We 
had no recommendation, and 
we have not recognized the 
Olympic Committee in South 
Africa 


"In due course, when South 


Africa feels it can abide by the 
Olympic rules, with regard to 
discrimination in sport, an 
application will be made But I 
do not think that is coming 
very rapidly " 


Staubo wants South Africa

UNL's Knoll 1 of 4 invited 
to be humanities fellows

Twenty fellows will particpate in the 


National_Humanities Institute (NHI) at Yale 
University in New Haven, Conn. 


Dr. Robert E. Knoll, professor of English 


at the University of Nebraska-Lincoln, is one 
of the four who were invited to attend. The 
other 16 applied. 


Knoll recently attended a week of 


briefing concerning the year's work. The ses- 
sion was at Seven Springs Center in Mt. 
Kisco, N.Y. 


"The National Humanities Institute, 


funded by a $3'/z million grant from the 
National Endowment for the Humanities, is 
concerned with the fundamentals of educa- • 
lion. Out of these fundamentals career educa- 
tion will develop," Knoll says. The general 
theme of thelnstitute is "The Humanities in 


. the National Life." 


"We will be concerned with basic training, 


to use an army term. We will deal with 
reading, writing, seeing and listening. They 
are as fundamental to life as they are fun- 
damental to careers." 


Knoll's graying hair is belied by his boyish 


grin and sparkling eyes. "I felt like an eider 
professor when I was in Mt. Kisco," he said. 
"The younger men treated me as if I were a 
venerable senior pedagogue." 


"Since Virginia (his wife, the former 


Virginia Koehler) made me get rid of my 
crew cut, I no longer look like a brash, young 
man," Knoll confesses with a grin. 


Born in Liberty, Knoll graduated from 


Omaha North High. Both of the Knolls 
received their BAs from the University of 
Nebraska. He has an MA and PhD from the 
University of Minnesota. He did additional 


graduate work at Yale and had a Woods 
Fellowship to do research at the British 
Museum. Mrs. Knoll has her MS in human 
development. 


Knoll and Bemice Slote, also a professor 


of English and editor of the Prairie Schooner, 
and Dr. James Miller, formerly at the univer- 
sity now at the University of Chicago, did a 
conversation program on literature on 
KUON-TV beginning in 1955 and continuing 
for several years. Because of that experience 
it is not surprising that Dr. Knoll plans to 
write six television scripts while at the in- 
stitute. "Each fellow ill prepare a course to 
be used back at his own institution," Knoll 
said. "I will write these scripts dealing with 
an introduction to the humanities. The NHI 
will make a grant so the programs can be 
produced here by Nebraska Educational 
Television." 


When Knoll talks about the year at the in- 


stitute he becomes very serious. To go there 
and talk to the other fellows during the year 
will be very useful, he says. This is the third 
year and it will be the last one. 


Knoll says the support and encourage- 


ment of each fellow to the others is par- 
ticularly good. "There are at least 60 with 20 
attending each of the tree years. Then there 
is an advisory group. I hope to get a fresh new 
view of the humanities in a time when such a 
view is needed."

Many books, small, large, hardcover and 


paperback come to this desk. A recent arrival 
is "Little Kingdoms: The Counties of, Ken- 
lucky, 1850-1891." By Robert M. Ireland, it is 
published by the University Press of Ken- 
tucky. 


Dr. Ireland, sone of Dr. and Mrs. Ralph 


Ireland, received his A.B. from the Universi- 
ty of Nebraska, earned a law degree from 
Stanford and returned here to acquire his 
Ph.D. from the University of Nebraska. He is 
associated professor of history at the Univer- 
sity of Kentucky in Lexington. 


The book recounts how the counties' par- 


ticipation in development and expansion of 
railroads gave rise to rivalries which Ireland 
compares to the competition between the 
city-states of 14th century Italy.

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Why do public stations 
air appeals for money?

New York — Some viewers deemed it 


crass, but no one was too surprised when the 
Public Broadcasting Service's recent two- 
hour farewell party for the adored British 
series, "Upstairs, Downstairs," turned out to 
be a fund-raising telethon. 


By now, solicitations for money 


expressed in ways to make the satisfied 
viewer feel that he's an ungrateful 
freeloader, have become almost as familiar 
on noncommerical television as advertising 
spots are on the other channels. 


After staging major on-the-air pledge 


campaigns in December, March and May, the 
New York public television station, WNET-13 
embarked on its third annual auction in June, 
hoping to raise $2 million. At the same time, 
WNET is tooling up for an August pledge 
week ("week" being a euphemism fora 10- to 
14-day span) while PBS executives struggle 
to dream up another blockbuster like the 
"Upstairs, Downstairs" bash that brought in 
$1.77 million nationally or the live presenta- 
tion of the Metropolitan Opera's "La 
Boheme" which helped to raise almost $1.5 
million around the country. 


"What this kind of pledging tells us," 


says John Jay Iselin, president of WNET-13, 
"is that the public will respond if it knows you 
need Ihe money and appreciates what you're 
doing. This is the best Nielsen rating there 
is." 


Meanwhile, there is rumbling among 


viewers, especially those who have already 
contributed, about the persistent badgering 
by the stations for money. 


And on another front, the Federal Com- 


munications Commission is conducting an in- 
quiry into quasi-commercial activities of 
public-television stations. While recognizing 
that on-the-air fund raising is necessary, the 
FCC nevertheless wants to preserve the non- 
commercial character of public television. 


In preparation for some rule-making on 


the issue, the FCC is looking into the conduct 
of these on-air auctions (are donated goods 
free advertisements?), the use of premiums - 
in membership drives (do they constitute 
commercial plugola?) and the policies con- 
cerning corporate underwriting (does it 
verge on sponsorship?). 


Apart from these concerns, the dreary 


truth is that in the peak viewing hours during 
the pledge periods many public television 
stations devote more time to making appeals 
than commercial stations give over to adver- 
tising. During a 10-day pledge week, WNET 
schedules 200 breaks to solicit funds. Each 
break runs six to eight minutes; there are 
none shorter than six minutes because the 
stations have learned that as soon as the pitch

ends and the programming starts up again 
the phone calls stop coming. 


"I know this constant panhandling drives 


everyone crazy," Iselin says, "but what we 
raise from the public represents 25percent of 
our operating funds." 


The intrusion of the hard-sell solicitation 


upon the noncommercial channels occurred 
around three years ago and can be traced to 
two developments at that time: the 
withdrawal of the Ford Foundation as the 
major non-governmental supporter of public 
television, which meant the loss of $12 to $15 
'million a year, and the federal government's 
long-range funding plan for public broad- 
casting. The bill authorizing five years of in- 
creased federal support for the system was 
greeted as good news, but there was a catch. 
Every federal dollar would have to be 
matched by $2.50 from other, non-federal 
sources. 


The matching formula had a dual pur- 


pose: first, to keep the stations aggressively 
searching for varied means of support; se- 
cond,''to insulate them from government 
dependency and control, since federal funds 
would constitute, at most, 30 per cent of the 
total support for all public broadcasting. But 
the unanticipated effect has been to make the 
stations think money. The whole industry is 
bent on "earning" the full federal ap- 
propriations. Paradoxically, because it costs 
money to raise money, the efforts to obtain 
the matching funds have driven up the 
expense of operating public television. 
WNET, for example, now has a full-time paid 
staff of six people to concentrate on its an- 
nual auction and a separate staff of nine 
working solely on the pledge weeks. 


Also contributing to higher costs is the 


purchase of premiums offered as in- 
ducements for larger donations — totebags,

TV reform plan 
will go to UCC

New York (UPD-"The ful- 


ly blessed human life is 
depicted with images of people 
who are rich, powerful, almost 
insajiely concerned with 
cleanliness and comfort, sated 
with commodities and unin- 
volved in any of the pain or 
tragedy of life." 


That is how the Office of 


Communication of the United 
Church of Christ sees televi- 
sion commercials — and in- 
deed much of commercial 
television — in a proposed 
pronouncement that adds, 
"Such a vision is nearly the 
polar opposite of the biblical 
portrait of what makes human 
life blessed. Television con- 
veys values and attitudes, the 
very stuff of religion " 


The pronouncement or 


resolution will be presented to 
the church's general synod in 
Washington, D.C., July 1-5 to 
form the basis for the church's 
continuing battle to reform 
American television. 


The pronouncement is par- 


ticularly concerned with 
violence and sex, and states, 
"Television has a pathological 


preoccupation with gratuitous 
violence and exploitive use of 
sex. The daily overexposure to 
brutal and dehumanizing con- 
duct endangers the moral foun- 
dation of everyone." 


The church's Office of Com- 


munication is involved in 
programs that range from 
pushing for the hiring of more 
minority group members and 
women in meaningful broad- 
casting jobs to proposed 
reform of the Communications 
Act of 1934. 


To say that the Rev. Dr. 


Everett C Parker, director of 
the Office of Communications, 
is critical of television is to un- 
derstate. 


"I certainly can't say televi- 


sion is any better than it ever 
has been," Parker said in an 
interview. "There are certain 
small trends that may develop 
— the networks won't concede 
it but they know you can bring 
togelhe'r a s u b s t a n t i a l 
audience for worthwhile 
programs.

Under the present five-year federal ap- 


propriation, ceilings increase year by year. 
The ceiling for the current fiscal year is $103 
million; for the next, $107 million and then 
$120 million. By 1980, public broadcasting 
may receive $160 million from the govern- 
ment, which means that under the 2.5-to-l 
matching formula the system will have to 
promote $400 million from non-federal 
sources in order to earn the full grant. That 
will represent a jump of about $100 million 
over the total needed to be raised the 
preceding year. 


Thus, the pressure for public contributions 


stands to be greater every year, and more so, 
because the other sources of non-federal 
monies are shrinking. Strained by inflation, 
the budgets of most stale governments are 
being slashed, with inevitable reductions for 
their support of public television. Univer- 
sities and school systems also have fiscal 


problems, and those that operate public- 
television stations can barely afford to keep 
them going. Aid from municipal governments 
and agencies is also in decline. 


Corporate underwriting is not growing 


fast enough, and as for foundations, there 
appears not to be another Ford Foundation in 
the wings. 


Statistically, one of every 10 viewers 


responds to the on-air pitches for funds and 
becomes a supporter. This gives rise to the 
theory, held by many in the public- 
broadcasting field, that the way to increase 
contributions is to expand the size of the 
public-television audience through more 
varied and appealing programming. Every 
1,000 new viewers is likely to yield 100 more 
pledging "members." 


The reasoning may be sound; yet, 


executives of the system concede that it 
becomes harder to turn on new viewers to 
public television when the long harangues for 
public donations are such a turn-off.

though they are making so 
much money, to experiment. 
One network does something 
like 'Roots,' then they all do it 
and it dies. 


"For a while I thought they 


were backing away from 
violence, but I guess not. 
Television is just as violent as 
ever. 


While Parker is critical of 


many aspects of television, in- 
cluding its enormous profits, 
his basic objection and that of 
his church is the distorted and 
often immoral picture of life 


that the medium presents, par- 
ticularly to children. 


"Kids soak up knowledge," 


he said, "and the one thing 
they are most interested in is 
adult behavior. Their curiosity 
about adults is far greater than 
their curiosity about each 
other. 


"The only place the child 


sees adult behavior that is 
always the same — and always 
antisocial — is on television." 


He went on, "What they see 


on television is that the 
average population is unable to. 
take care of itself politically, 
that town officials are venal, 
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that the only way to maintain 
law and order is by the man in 
the white hat who rides in from 
outside, that people are stupid, 
that women are stupid, and 
that adult behavior is what is 
shown on 'Kojak.' " 


The United Church of Christ 


believes changes cah be made, 
and the reforms in the Com- 
munications Act would make 
the FCC more responsive to 
public pressures. Parker gives 
short shirft to those who main- 
tain it is up to parents to 
oversee the television their 
children watch. 


"You can't control your 


youngster in relation to 
television," he said. "Televi- 
sion is too powerful a force, too 
all-pervasive: You have to 
have television responsible for 
part of the parental job, just as 
you expect the school to do 
part of UK parental job. 


"Instead television is not 


only taking your kids, but rip- 
ping you off in the process.

dozen of the poems are solid 
from starl lo finish — and 
that s a pretty fair percenlage 
for any poel, new or olherwise 


Another reason is that most 


of the poems reflect a tension 
thai Ihe poet does not atlempl 
lo resolve easily 
Marcus 


wavers belween doubl and 
hope, belween despair and 


faith, and the wavering seems 
totally honest 


The tension is heightened 


when Marcus introduces his 
mother and father and cannot 
bring himself to accept his 
Jewish upbringing Seven of 
the last 17 poems deal with this 
problem, it is as if the dilem- 
ma had been postponed until 
midway through the book, at 
which point it could no longer 
be avoided 


So Marcus confronts it, and 


two or three of the poems are 
intensely personal, and 
agonmng In the mosl obvious 
of Ihis group, "Problems of 


Identity," Marcus 
finds 


himself alienated from both 
the Jew and the Gentile, and at 
the start of the final stanza he 
poses a cosmic question "Is it 
possible that God/ is weighted/ 
with a sad division like this'" 


The best of this group is 


"Long Distance," which 
follows two other poems that 
deal with his father's death 
The telephone seems yet to be 
ringing, though the father is 
dead, but even so the son can- 
nol find his way to a facile 
forgiveness It is a tough and 
honest poem 


The poet s father does little 


to relieve the poet's tension 
The same is true of his mother 
He is left, at last, with his mosl 
immediate family 
his wife, 


his son, his daughter Poems 
like ' At Last the Mountain,' 
"Kinships," and "A.Wmter 
Celebration for My Son and 
Daughter' 
help to provide 


relief in a world where the 
poel s hands in one of Ihe 
earliest poems "are fretting 
themselves/that nothing is 
ordered/and everything 
wrong " 


The book ccrlainly has its 


flaws, some of Ihem more than 
obvious 
Too much of the 


language is trite ("fond depar- 
tures ' and loving brightness" 
and ' longing breast' ), too 
many of the phrases are 
cumbersome ("our melting 
spectrum / of nourishment"!, 
and too many of the poems are 
either loo self-mdulgenl or so 
prosy they flatten out to 


• become merely clumsy narra- 


tion ("Two Meelings" is 
perhaps Hie flattest of all) 


Even so, the solid poems are 


here, too, replete wilh a len- 
sion that I found compelling, 
and they deserve to be read

And now we have a little 


something in the way of epic 
fantasy for the adults 


There's no denying that The 


Sword of Shannara is an epic in 
the generally accepted defini- 
tion of that term Its theme is 
nothing less than the imminent 
destruction of all that is good 
and beautiful in the world by 
all that is evil and base 


And it most assuredly is a 


fantasy, wilh elves 
gnomes, 


Irolls, magicians and all 
manner of myslical beings 
wrapped up in a grand quest 
stretching across 726 pages 


The story — the quest — is as 


simple as it is ancient Young 
Shea Ohmsford, the product of 
a human-elf union, is plucked 
from peaceful obscurity as the 
adopted son of an innkeeper in 
Shady Vale Told he is the last 
living heir of a great elf king, 
Shea is set on a quest lo 
recover Ihe. Sword of Shannara 
with which to do battle against 
Ihe evil Warlock Lord, Ihe 
Power of Darkness, who has 
Ihese many years been 
gathering strength 
in his 


mountain fastness and at last 
is read> to move against Man 
and his allies 


Shea is accompanied on his 


quest by a vanely of com- 
panions, including the for- 


midable Allanon, a historian by 
trade but a man who possesses 
great strength of character 
and a knowledge that long ago 
passed from most men's 
minds 


Shea becomes separaled 


from mosl of his company, and 
Ihe final burden of taking up 
the Sword of Shannara — and 
of avoiding the grasp of the 
Warlock Lord before the quest 
is completed — falls heavily on 
his frightened shoulders 


An epic fantasy, surely But 


what, if a n y t h i n g , dis- 
tinguishes this novel as- an 
adult epic fantasy and, 
presumably, fulfills a need 
that children's fantasy is in- 
capable of supplying9 


It was written by an adult — 


a lawyer, no less — who lives 
in Sterling, III, aboul 60 miles 
due west of Chicago But that 
doesn't qualify it Neither does 
it deal with sex, excepl in Ihe 
most chaste terms 


And it is not, truth to tell, 


particularly well written 
Brooks apparently is incapable 
of writing a noun or a verb 
wilhoul an adjective or adverb 
leading the way or trailing 
behind, slowing the readers 
progress in a mess of cliches 
as he strains lo be eloquenl 


Whal makes Sword an adull 


fantasy is simply this It is 
packaged, marketed, sold and 
advertised as adult reading 
material The dual publishers 
— Random House and its sub- 


sidiary, Ballanlme — are 
expending a great deal of time, 
money and energy to convince 
people that this is indeed 
proper reading material for 
adulls and Ihey needn't be em- 
barrassed lo be seen with a 
copy in public 


The superb illutralions (one 


full-color center foldoul and 
eight 
b l a c k - a n d - w h i t e 


drawings) by the brothers 
Hildebrant set this book apart 
from the volumes of sword- 
and-sorcery dross that are 
spread over paperback 
bookshelves 


Other books have qualified 


as contemporary adult fantasy 
on their intrinsic merits The 
Lord of the Rings by 
J R R Tolkien (to whom 
Brooks owes such an obvious 
debl), Ihe Dancers al the End 
of Time trilogy by Michael 
Moorcock and the ongoing 
Amber series by Roger Zelaz- 
ny qualify as adult because of 
their sophisticated ideas, lush 
prose and solid story lines. 
Compared with these, Sword is 
naive, even childish in parts 


Bui as a simple sword and 


sorcery tale, Sword is a 
notable success, a tale told 
with verve and often backed 
with a fine sense of mood that 
will provide many nights of 
exciting reading for adult and 
child alike

has achieTed much. He is 
the most widely syndicated 
political columnist in the 
world: some 990 newspapers 
carry his column, distrib- 
uted domestically and over- 
seas by United Features. 


Anderson also appears on 


the ABC-T7 show "Good 
Morning, America" and some 
200 radio stations affili- 
ated with Mutual Broad- 
casting. He publishes a 
"business letter," writes 
books and articles, and 
lectures at least once a 
week for a $2500 fee. He 
employs a staff of 10 re- 
porters and helps train 
six interns a year. 


He is the father of nine 


children and the grand- 
father of two. He works 
in Washington, D.C., but 
resides in Bethesda, Md. 
He claims that during the 
Bixon Administration, "I 
was probably the most 
harassed reporter in the 
nation." 


Last Sept. 27th, Ander- 


son, a practicing Mormon, 
filed suit against various 
agencies and employees of 
the federal government— 
Richard Nixon, Henry Kis- 
singer, John Mitchell, 
Hichard Helms, Bob Halde- 
man and many others. • 


He charged that he had 


been "the victim of the 
most massive, intensive 
government harassment in 
D.S. history" and sued for 
approximately $22 million 
in damages, stipulating 
that he would donate any 
proceeds won from the law- 
suit "to other newsmen to 
fight freedom of the press 
abuses." 


If and when the Anderson 


case comes to trial in the 
D.S. district court for

the District of Columbia, 
one of its most comic 
chapters will deal with 
the Central Intelligence 
Agency. 


Although the CIA has no 


right to conduct a do- 
mestic surveillance of a 
reporter like Anderson, it 
conducted one of him and 
his staff under the code 
name "Project Mudhen" from 
January to April 1972. 


Under a freedom of in- 


formation request, An- 
derson's lawyers have 
obtained the "Mudhen" 
files from the CIA. They 
are a riot. They reveal 
that the CIA wanted to 
find out where Anderson was 
obtaining information. At 
first the agency assigned 
eight automobiles and 
agents to the project. 
Later they increased the 
number to 18 and estab- 
lished command posts near 
Anderson's office and home 
to direct the radio cars 
and photograph visitors. 


During the course of the 


surveillance, one of An- 
derson's daughters, Tina, 
whipped out her own cam- 
era and began taking pho- 


tos of the CIA agents who 
were following her. 


Says the CIA report: 


"The unidentified woman 
was driving a dark green 
or black Ford station 
wagon....Her apparent age 
was 20 to 30 and she had 
long brown hair...." The 
CIA withdrew its surveil- 
lance cars, later returned 
with rental cars. 


Jack Anderson later 


lunched at the Madison 
Hotel with the then CIA 
Director Richard Helms, 
•ho was wired with a hid- 
den tape recorder. Helms 
learned nothing. 


Last month a New York 


jury agreed that the CIA 
had invaded the privacy of 
three D.S. citizens by 
opening their mail to and 
from the Soviet Onion. The 
jurors recommended awards 
ranging from $2500 to 
$10,000. 


Anderson has asked for a 


Jury trial in his lawsuit, 
and it will be interesting 
to learn what the jurors 
recommend in his case. Can 
you imagine a reporter 
being awarded damages of 
$22 million?

way off. So declares Dr. 
Donald Fawcett, a Harvard 
professor. 


At a recent University 


of California symposium in 
Berkeley, Fawcett ex- 
plained that a contracep- 
tive pill for men would 
have a more complex func- 
tion to perform than the 
pills women use. 


"With a female," he 


pointed out. "you have to 
block the delivery of one 
ovum once a month. A male, 
on the other hand, manu- 
factures 30 million or 
more sperm cells every day 
of his reproductive life." 


Hale contraceptive pills 


have been developed pre- 
viously, but when used in 
combination with alcohol, 
they cause nausea and 
other side effects. 


Researchers in Italy, 


Fawcett said, are experi- 
menting with a pill in- 
volving acids that act 
upon supportive cells 
where sperm are formed 
rather than on the sperm 
itself. The advantage of 
this approach is that it 
would eliminate the possi- 
bility of genetic damage 
to mature s'perm cells. 
Such damage could result 
in the birth of defective 
children. 


Fawcett explained that 


the development of a male 
oral contraceptive pill 
is handicapped by a short- 
age of research funds and 
incomplete data on the 
male reproductive system. 


Its development, how- 


ever, would prove a boon 
to women whose use of 
female contraceptive pills 
sometimes causes unde- 
sirable side effects. 
The Food and Drug Adminis- 
tration, for example, in- 
sists that manufacturers 
of contraceptive pills for 
women provide labels that 
say such pills may cause 
heart attacks in women 40 
or over. 


Last year 
520.000 
Japanese 
tourists

at a

Queens County jail in New York 
City went on sick call because 
he had a racking cough. He told 


a jail nurse that he had lost a lot of 
weight and was feeling dreadful. 


"You just have a bad cold," she said. 
During the next six months, he lost 


another 60 pounds, but the jail's medi- 
cal staff continued to treat him for a 
cold. He was near death before it was 
found he had active tuberculosis. 


A state of emergency was secretly 


declared in the jail and a special team 
brought in to X-ray every inmate who 
might have come into contact with the 
TB patient. However, no attempt was 
made to track down hundreds who'd 
been exposed and released from jail; 
no one will ever know how many New 
Yorkers contracted TB from them. 


The medical care administered by 


most of the 4000 city and county jails 
in the United Slates today can be de- 
scribed in one word: appalling. Many 
sick prisoners die for lack of adequate 
treatment Thousands suffer needlessly. 
Large numbers are turned loose into 
their communities with undiscovered 
cases of hepatitis, syphilis and other 
virulently communicable diseases. 


The American Medical Association 


calls the situation "a national scandal." 
Joseph R. Rowan, who directs the 
AMA's jail programs, declares: "The 
health care in many local jails is so bad 
that it constitutes 'cruel and unusual 
punishment' Ifs a violation of the in- 


mates' constitutional rights. Further- 
more, it is a' menace lo the rest of us 
because they bring their illnesses back 
out with them." 


At last count, more than 160,000 men 


and women—and some children— 
were behind bars in city and county 
jails. Many had never been convicted 
of any offense. They were awaiting trial 
and hadn't the money for bail. The 
others were serving short terms for 
minor offenses. Under the law, serious 
offenders who are sentenced to more 
than one year go to state prisons. 
Iromcally, the experts say that condi- 
tions in local jails are usually far worse 
than those in state prisons, jails get 
much less funds to work with. 


40-second sick call 


The AMA made a survey of medical 


services in 1083 jails throughout the 
country. Its findings were shocking. 
Less than 8 percent of the jails had any 
kind of clinic. Many didn't even have a 
first aid kit Thirty-one percent had no 
doctor on call for emergencies. Fewer 
than 5 percent gave inmates a physical 
examination on admission. Regularly 
scheduled sick calls were a rarity. 
Acutely ill inmates could wait weeks 
for medical attention- If a sick call was 
held, it frequently was a charade. For 
instance, the average time per sick call 
m San Diego Jail was 40 seconds. 


Less than 15 percent of the jails had 


special facilities for the mentally 
ill. 


Generally, they were put into cells with

other inmates who often beat them 
severely for acting oddly. 


The AMA says that the need for 


better medical care in our jails is des- 
perate. A few months ago, volunteer 
AMA doctors, nurses and technicians 
went into 30 jails in six states and gave 
641 inmates thorough examinations. 
For many it was the first medical going- 
over they'd ever had. The doctors found 
an incredible amount of undetected 
disease. In one Indiana jail, 15 percent 
of the inmates had positive TB skin 
tests. In a Georgia jail, 66 percent had 
abnormal urinalyses indicating diabetes 
or other illnesses; many urinated blood. 


All told, 30 percent of the 641 in- 


mates had abnormal hepatitis readings. 
A rate of .0281 percent can be expected 
in the public at large. 


Neglect rampant 


In the course of its investigations, the 


AMA accumulated compelling evidence 
of suffering caused jail inmates by 
medical neglect. I learned of incident 
after incident like these: 


• An old inmate was seen sitting in 


his cell in a New York City jail on 
Christmas Day with a bleeding hole in 
his head. He was crying for help. Three 
days later, he was still in his cell, his 
wound untouched. 


• A man who was locked up in 


Boston's ancient Charles Street Jail after 
an automobile accident told the guards 
he had agonizing pains in his back. No 
one did anything about it He was re- 
leased on bail three days afterward and 


his family took him lo Massachusetts 
General Hospital. An X-ray showed that 
he had a fractured spine. 


• A man with an excruciating ear- 


ache begged the guards at the Duval 
County Jail in Jacksonville, Fla, for 
treatment He had to wait 14 hellish 
days before he was permitted to see a 
doctor. Dr. Kenneth B. Babcock, a vet- 
eran medical inspector who was sent 
into this jail by a federal court was 
aghast at what he found. Among other 
things, prisoners with suspected chick- 
en pox, impetigo, infectious hepatitis 
and mumps were assigned to the same 
cells with healthy inmates, "creating 
epidemic possibilities." 


He reported to the court: "It is a sad 


state of affairs and needs immediate 
correction." 


I saw many reports of abuse of men- 


tally ill inmates Some jails keep them 
in chains. One Illinois jail "calms them 
down" with cold water, using a fire hose 
from the Fire Department next door. 
In one week last summer, the Cook 
County Jail in Chicago had two cases of 
homosexual assault on young mentally 
ill inmates. 


According to the AMA, many have 


died unnecessarily in jails. One aged 
alcoholic in a Midwestern jail com- 
plained to the guards lhat he was feel- 
ing miserably ill. The guards knew that 
the man was suffering from a liver dis- 
ease, but they didn't bother to take him 
to a doctor. 


The old man sank into a coma and 


died in his cell.

over deaths at the San Diego Jail A prime 
reason for an ugly not by female inmates 
there was the inadequate medical care 


Perhaps the most chilling finding of the 


AMA was the large number of suicides that 
take place behind bars; in fact, suicide was 
(he most common cause of death in the jails 
they saw 


Depression unrelieved 


"Most inmates are in jail for the first 


time," the AMA's Joseph Rowan stresses 
"They are frightened and confused Chances 
are they have been abandoned by their 
families and feel unbearably alone They see 
no way out of their terrible dilemma, be- 
come more and more depressed, and soon 
start to think of death as the only solution 
A competent psychologist—in fact, any ex- 
perienced counselor—could probably dram 
off their high state of anxiety and get them 
to adjust to the situation Most jails don't 
have any counseling services, though They 
give their depressed inmates no psycho- 
logical support In effect, they say, 'We 
don't care'" 


The AMA survey showed that most jails 


without their own medical facilities pay 
local hospitals to care for seriously ill in- 
mates When a prisoner is hospitalized, 
guards must be assigned to watch him 
around the clock To save manpower, one 
Florida jail chained its sick inmates to their 
hospital beds It took a federal court order 
to halt this barbaric practice 


I saw the good and bad sides of the pic- 


ture at Rikers Island in New York City, where 
5100 inmates are imprisoned in four jails, 
an obsolete and run-down infirmary, and a 
dungeon-like mental health center. 


Corrections Commissioner 
Benjamin J 


Malcolm and other city officials have made 
an earnest effort to raise health care stan- 
dards on the island They have built sparkling 
new clinics in the four jails and contracted 
with Montefiore Hospital, a top-notch insti- 
tution, to operate them Montefiore has 
assigned some of its best young physicians 
to the island 


Round the clock 


The clinics are splendid, superbly de- 


signed and equipped Sick calls are held 
daily, and doctors are on duty 24 hours 


The Rikers Island Infirmary and its Mental 


Health Center are something else. Malcolm 
admits they're hideous 


Some mental patients are handcuffed to 


the iron bars of their cells to prevent them 
from harming themselves 
One middle- 


aged man jailed for a minor offense bragged 
that he had tned to hang himself "I almost 
made it. My body temperature was down 
to 65 degrees when they cut me down An- 
other 10 seconds and I'd have been dead " 


Thorough physical exams of inmates are rare. As a result, says American Medi- 
cal Association, diseases like TB and hepatitis go undetected, pose peril. 


"Ifs tragic," Dr. Stephen Zurrow, the 


chief psychologist, stated. "We have 
140 severely disturbed patients in this 
center and we don't have half the 
personnel and facilities to help them 
properly." 


Why is health care in jails so bad? 
The main reason is that jails are 


starved for funds. They get the lowest 
priority in most city and county budgets. 
But that's not all. Bonnie Jaye Anno, a 
criminologist who has inspected many 
penal institutions for the AMA, says that 
the situation is aggravated by a lack of 
cooperation between jails and local 
health departments. She found numer- 


ous places where medical help could 
have easily been provided at no extra 
cost to the taxpayers. Health depart- 
ment doctors could have screened in- 
mates for communicable diseases, for 
example, but nobody asked them to. 


An insider's explanation 


Bob Brown, a respected criminologist 


who spent 26 of his 48 years in prison 
for armed robbery and murder but who 
has since made a fine new life for him- 
self, has this to say: 


"Most inmates who go on sick call 


aren't sick. They're merely trying to get 
out of their cells for a half hour as a 
break in the awful monotony. Then 
they make unrealistic demands on the 
doctors. The result is that most jail 
doctors become very callous, and you 
can't blame them. They're protecting 
themselves; their own psychic survival 
is at stake. But it's tough on the inmates 
who genuinely are sick. They get a 
brush-off." 


The AMA has enlisted six state medi- 


cal societies—in Washington, Wiscon- 
sin, Michigan, Indiana, Maryland and 
Georgia—in a drive to improve health 
care in jails. Financed by a $500,000 


grant from the U.S. Law Enforcement 
Assistance Administration, they have 
drafted codes of minimum standards 
that are being tested in selected jails. 


Some progress has been recorded. In 


the state of Washington, inmates stay- 
ing over seven days in the Whitman 
County Jail now get physical examina- 
tions from the county health depart- 
ment. The Troup County Jail in Georgia 
has begun a drug and alcohol rehabili- 
tation program. The little Lake County 
jail in Michigan has installed its first 
treatment room. 


The Oakland County Jail, a rugged, 


maximum security institution for 500 
at Pontiac, Mich., has hired an expert 
new doctor and a second nurse for its 
spotless, three-room clinic. It now 
holds sick calls six days a week. 


AMA jail rating 


The AMA is planning a national sys- 


tem of accreditation for jails, with reg- 
ular inspections of their medical facili- 
ties by teams of volunteer doctors. It's 
urgently needed, the AMA believes. 


"We must stop taking chances with 


the health of jail inmates," Rowan de- 
clares. "For their sake and for ours."

It's official. Almost 50 per- 


cent of mothers In the United 
States work.

streets or stay home and watch 
television. 


In 1975, 27 million children 


under 18 bad mothers who 
worked, and almost a quarter 
of these were preschool chil- 
dren. Today there are cmJy 1 
million spaces available for 
children in licensed day-due 
centers. 


What happens down the road 


to a nation of idle children Is 
not clear, bat what's certain Is 
that the present condition of 
American children is not par- 
ticularly healthy. For example, 
the American Academy of Pedi- 
atrics estimates that 10 to 20 
percent of American children 
suffer from chronic handicap- 
ping conditions, of which at 
least one-third could be cor- 
rected by appropriate pre- 
school care. 


"It should be an unequivocal 


principle of our public policy 
that all children, whatever the 
income, location or marital sta- 
tus of their parents," says Sen. 
Hubert Humphrey, "have good 
nutrition, timely health care 
and the opportunity for a stim- 
ulating environment and qual- 
ity education."

deprogrammer handcuffed him, taped his 
mouth shut, threw him into a car and sped 
off to a motel. 


Once in the motel room, he handcuffed 


John to a chair and proceeded to make dra- 
matic statements right out of Ted Patrick's 
book. "We're prepared to stay here for as 
long as it takes you to promise you'll never 
return to that fake church." He ripped up a 
picture of Moon and called the Korean 
every name he could think of. Between his- 
trionics, the deprogrammer read quotes 
from the Bible, showing John how many 
had "been distorted and used out of context 
for Unification Church purposes. 


Why he joined 


John told the deprogrammer he had 


joined the Moonies for the purpose in life 
and friendship that the group offered, not 
for its religious aspects. Still the depro- 
grammer kept trying to discredit the Uni- 
fication Church on the basis of theology. 


Just before dawn of the first full day, the 


deprogrammer handcuffed John to a chair 
next to a bed and let him go to sleep. Then, 
early the next morning, he played a tape 
made by former Moonie Steve Hassan. On 
the tape, Steve explains clearly and articu- 
lately how he, as a Moonie lecturer and 
recruiter, had been encouraged to deceive 
prospective converts and withhold informa- 
tion from them. Steve's tape struck familiar 
chords for John. He began to wonder if he, 
too, had been deceived and began to con- 
fide that he was getting disenchanted with 
his life as a Unification Church member. 


He told us that he especially despised the 


lying he felt he had to do in order to meet 
quotas set for him as a fund-raiser. It really 
bothered him, he said, to tell people he was 
raising funds for a children's home that 
didn't exist Still, he felt loved and wanted 
by the Moonies. 


Good vs. bad 


So we sat down with John and asked him 


to make two lists, one with all the good 
qualities of life in the Unification Church 
and another with all the negative aspects of 
that life. We discussed each point with him 
and told him he seemed like an intelligent 
young man. Didn't he have a responsibility 
to control his own destiny? First his parents 
ran his life. Who was running it now? 


At first John just wanted to talk, and we 


tried to ask open-ended questions that led 
the way for him to examine his situation. 
(The deprogrammer had taken a break and 
was gone.) After a while, John admitted that 
the bad seemed to outweigh the good on 
his list. But he still couldn't be sure that his 
own dissatisfaction was reason enough to 
leave. 


"What will I do with my life?" he won- 


dered. John had completed his education 
and he had a career—although it was one 
that he was not sure he wanted to fall back 
on. He also admitted that he missed having 
sexual or romantic attachments in his 
Unification Church life. 


We talked further, and lohn finally agreed 


to go home with his parents for a while un- 
til he got things together. 


Many advocates of deprogramming think 


the process is helpful even if one decides to 
leave the church on his own. "It takes a lot 
longer to get it together again without de- 
programming," says Dr. George Swope, the 
father of a former cult member and head of 
a counter-cult group. "Some young people 
who left cults without deprogramming suf- 
fered months of inertia and nightmares try- 
ing to do it themselves." 


Elizabeth Albertson; mother of two suc- 


cessfully deprogrammed children, adds a 
word of caution to parents: "A deprogram- 


ming or a re-evaluation is, after all, only a 
return to free choice. Parents must under- 
stand that there's no guarantee that a child 
will do what they want, and they must be 
able to accept the outcome."

hen parents watch a child's 
chances for success diminish be- 
cause of membership in a re- 
ligious cult, it is not surprising 


that many panic Some plunge head- 
long into deprogramming plans that 
can, very easily, fail. 


Father Kent Burtner is assistant direc- 


tor of campus ministry at the University 
of Oregon in Eugene. "I tell parents to 
do four things," he says: 


• "Try to learn where your kids' 


heads are so you can understand how 
they got involved. What are the prob- 
lems in their lives, what are their needs 
and vulnerabilities?" Father Kent sug- 
gests that parents save all letters and 
keep the lines of communication open. 


• "Keep a diary of your own 


thoughts and feelings." The priest ex- 
plains that this will be very necessary, 
no matter what the parents decide to do 
about (heir son or daughter's new life. 


• "Get in touch with parents of 


other cult members. When you can see 
you are not alone, it alleviates the guilt. 


• "Examine deprogramming as one 


option." 


Deprogramming. The once-unknown 


word has assumed mythic proportions. 
Each deprogramming story is different, 
but the technique can be defined as one 
in which a person is forced to question 
his beliefs, by someone opposed to 
them, and to examine the process of 
conversion which led to his adoption of 
the religion. Those who favor the pro- 
cess say it "returns a person to his free 
mind and allows him to make decisions 
for himself." 
Unjustified and indefensible? 


There are others, however, who call 


deprogramming unjustified and inde- 
fensible. "Holding a person against his 
will and subjecting him to a highly- 
emoiional 
intellectual 
battering is 


wrong, no matter who does it," they say. 


The controversy over deprogramming 


is due in no small measure to the style 
of the forced, locked-door deprogram- 
mings Ted Patrick writes about in his 
book Let Our Children Co. "I firmly be- 
lieve the Lord helps those who help

themselves, and a few' little things like 
karate, mace, and handcuffs come in 
handy from time to time," he writes, 
fudging from the stories of many young 
people he has successfully depro- 
grammed, however, be seldom uses any 
of these props. Patrick and the other 
deprogrammers claim that when they 
force a cult member to listen to oppos- 
ing views, they can change a subject's 
mind about a cull in a few days. 


However, hundreds of young people 


have been convinced to leave religious 
cults during thoughtful, unforced dis- 
cussions with concerned individuals. 
These "re-evaluations" of the cultist's 
religious experience are not carried out 
under lock and key, but voluntarily. A 
parent who seeks to remove a son or 
daughter from the clutches of a cult, 
these people say, must 
consider 


whether or not that person would will- 
ingly hear the other side of the issue. 
There are far more failed deprogram- 
mings than anyone is willing to admit. 


Ideally, a re-evaluation of a cult 


member's life and beliefs should be the 
result of a parent-child bargain. "If you 
intend to spend the rest of your life in 
that group, you owe us a week or two 


of your time," is one approach. Rabbi 
Maurice Davis of White Plains, N.Y., has 
well over 100 "rescues" that came 
about this way. Each sat in the rabbi's 
unlocked study, across the desk from 
him or sharing a sofa with him, and 
talked and listened. And each ultimately 
left a cult. He reports few "failures." 


Recently, we arranged to be ob- 


servers—and unintentionally 
became 


active participants—in the deprogram- 
ming of young John Ashley, a member 
of Sun Myung Moon's Unification 
Church. If it began as a forced depro- 
gramming, it ended as a gentle re-eval- 
uation. 


The'snatch' 


With the help of one of the loosely- 


organized anticult parent groups that 
have surfaced in recent years, John's 
mother and stepfather hired a young 
former "Moonie" to deprogram their 
son. John would be home for his sister's 
wedding, and the deprogrammer would 
"snatch" him.

cuffs, rounded up a crew of volunteer 
bodyguards from the family's church 
and held rehearsals of the snatch.

middle-aged family man, living 
modestly in this Dayton suburb, 
has become our current top-selling 
author and a millionaire. 


Does "John Jakes" ring a bell? 
Walk into any store selling paper- 


back books and chances are you'll see 
his name under six titles, lined up from 
left to right as follows: The Bastard, The 
Rebels, The Seekers, The Furies, The 
Titans and The Warriors. These histori- 
cal novels, appearing in rapid succes- 
sion since 1974, are an unparalleled 
publishing success. 


"The idea," says Jakes, 45, "was to 


trace a fictional family through 200 
years of American history. I was going 
to get all the way up to the Bicentennial 
year in five books. Well, I started in 
1770 and got so enamored of the his- 
tory that I began to crawl through it. 
The seventh book will be The Lawless, 
which begins in the early 1870's. After 
that comes The .Americans, but there's 
no way I'll bring it up to the present" 


Altogether there are nearly 16 mil- 


lion copies of Jakes' American Bicenten- 
nial Series, subtitled The Kent Family 
Chronicles, in print—all published orig- 
inally in paperback. In 1976, the first 
five books were each among the na- 
tion's top 20 best sellers. The Warriors, 
which appeared this past April, had the 
largest initial printing ever—3 million 
copies—yet the publisher. Pyramid 
Books, went back to press for 500,000 
more in a couple of weeks. 


'Had to be nuts' 


A former advertising man, Jakes had 


never made much more than $5000 a 
year from his free-lance writing. In 1973, 
he took a $15,000 advance to begin 
work" on the series. "I thought I had to 
be nuts to take it on," he says. "I really 
didn't see how anyone who wasn't a 
trained historian could accomplish it, 
especially within the deadlines I was 
given." 


Even so, he insisted on doing all his 


own research, mostly in libraries. Each 
book of more than 500 pages required 
about four months of poring through 
biographies and historical diaries, then 
an equal period of nonstop writing. The 
trick was to blend his fictional char- 
acters into the real events of American 
history—not forgetting a frank but judi- 
cious sprinkling of sex 


Despite the enormous success of his 


series, Jakes is still working at breakneck 
speed as if under terrible pressure. 
"After the third book," he recalls, "I got 
sick with a little ulcer, but it cleared 
up." In the back of The Warriors, he 
even apologizes to his readers for not 
having finished it sooner. 


A tall, heavyset man with a crewcut. 


5rx down, two to go. /ohn lakes, author of the best-selling "American Bicen- 
tennial Series," is racing to complete set of historical novels on his old 
$35 typewriter. The former ad man lives modestly, is unaffected by wealth. 


Jakes looks nothing like the dashing 
heroes portrayed on his book jackets. 
Nor is his life filled with the "panoramic 
adventure and soaring romance" the 
ads claim for his characters. 


"I've only had one vacation in four 


years," he says with a smile: he and 
his wife Rachel went to Florida last year 
for their 25th wedding anniversary. 
They have four children—three daugh- 
ters and a son. 


"Our lives haven't really changed at 


all," he continues. Monday through Fri- 
day, starting at 8:30 a.m., he works in a 
small, makeshift office in the basement 
of his home. He uses a typewriter that 
he purchased secondhand for $35 in 
1955. At lunchtime he climbs up to the 
kitchen where, without fail, he eats a 
peanut butter sandwich. "I'm addicted 
to peanut butter," he says. 


Eager tans 


What explains how Jakes has cap- 


tured the imagination of so many peo- 
ple with his series? Why do millions of 
"non-readers" so eagerly await each 
succeeding book? 


"Maybe it's because I hated history 


in high school," Jakes offers. "And in 
college I avoided it altogether. But 
when I started reading about our past, 
I realized what an exciting opportunity 
this was. It was like going back to school 
and getting paid for it And I came to 
see the entire project as a way of in- 
volving others who'd been 'turned off 
by history." 


Bom and raised in Chicago, Jakes be- 


lieves that his advertising and free-lance 
writing provided perfect training for do- 


ing the series. 


"The pulps paid a penny per word," 


Jakes recalls. "My first story was sold 
in 1951, while I was an undergraduate 
at DePauw University. It was a science 
fiction piece about a struggle between 
a man and a toaster. I was paid $25." 


Over the years he turned out more 


than 200 stories, mostly science fiction. 
Westerns, detective and juvenile pieces. 
He also managed to write a number of 
books (more than 50, his publisher 
says), including six novels set in ancient 
Roman and Biblical times, under the 
pseudonym of Jay Scotland. The bulk of 
his work "sank 'ike a stone," he says 
cheerfully. 


"Also, I spent 16 years in the adver- 


tising business," Jakes points out, "and 
the account man was always banging on 
the door, yelling, 'Give me a 30-second 
spot by 2 this afternoon!' So I learned 
to write under that kind of pressure." 


One of his main goals for the Ameri- 


can Bicentennial Series was to be as 
"faithful to the historical record" as 
possible and, at the same time, to "make 
sure the characters weren't phonied-up, 
but real human beings. They'd be men 
and women who get stomachaches, 
women who hurt when they deliver 
children, guys who get scared when 
they see a gun." ' 


Jakes also loves to explode popular 


myths. "For example," he says with 
delight, "I'm now researching the Old 
West And I discovered that famous 
marshals like Wild Bill Hickok were 
routinely working as street commis- 
sioners in addition to glamorous things. 
Hickok spent lots of time filling pot- 


holes and removing dead horses or pigs 
from the street. Thaf s the kind of touch 
I like to include in my books." 


In The Bastard (1770-75), Jakes in- 


cludes a touch of little-known history 
by describing Ben Franklin's custom of 
taking "air baths"—sitting naked for 
half an hour in front of an open win- 
dow, because he thought it was healthy. 


In The Warriors, Jakes steers his char- 


acters through the end of the Civil War 
and the Reconstruction period, the 
taming of the Wild West, the building 
of the transcontinental railroad and the 
era of the robber barons. 


justice is key 


Is there an overall theme? "Well," 


Jakes says, "I don't hold up any mes- 
sage board, but I've developed a theory 
of what this country is all about It 
seems to me that our main thrust has 
been the idea of justice. In other words, 
you can examine each part of our his- 
tory and ask-what it meant for people 
in terms of justice. 


"What did it mean to the black slaves? 


To the women of a particular period?* 
What did it mean to the consumers of 
the 1880's who were being ripped off? 
If there's any unconscious theme, I 
hope that's it" 


Jakes may well be riding the crest of 


a growing trend in publishing by his 
phenomenal success with original pa- 
perbacks. "If these books had gone into 
hardcover editions first," he says, "the 
critics would have killed them." 


Original paperbacks, however, are 


seldom reviewed. The only review of 
substance concerned The Warriors and 
appeared in The Washington 
Post, 


which noted that Jakes' narrative pacing 
is "nothing short of remarkable" 


"The best reward," he says, "is to get 


mail from people who aren't regular 
readers." 


She got mink 


With the prospect of great wealth in 


store, John and Rachel Jakes remain 
largely unaffected in terms of material 
possessions. "Last year we did go out 
and buy a Cadillac Seville for $8600 " 
he admits. "Also, Rachel got a mink, 
which I've always wanted for her. A 
great thing is not having to worry about 
the kids' pllege educations." 


Jakes says, "I enjoy working," adding 


that he's already negotiating to do an- 
other historical-novel series after the 
eighth and last book of this one is 
finished. 


"I'm not really sure what makes the 


books successful," he says. "It might be 
a longing people have for family ties 
or heritage, but I just try to write the 
best stories possible and to put in what 
interests me."
